WEDNESDAY,  December  4,  1901. 

The  Senate  met  at  12  o'clock  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Edward  Echols.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wickham, 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  shall  be 
the  rules  adopted  at  the  session  of  1809-1000: 

I. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  ADJOURNMENT. 

1.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Senate  without 
leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

2.  A  majority  of  senators  shall  be  necessary  to  proceed  to  business;  five  may 
adjourn,  and  nine  may  order  a  call  of  the  Senate,  send  for  absentees,  and  make 
any  order  for  their  censure  or  discharge.  On  a  call  of  the  Senate,  the  doors  shall 
not  be  closed  against  any  senator  until  his  name  shall  have  been  once  enrolled. 

3.  When  the  Senate  adjourns  each  day,  every  senator  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  seat. 

II. 

THE  PRESIDENT. 

4.  If  any  question  be  put  upon  a  bill  or  resolution,  the  President  shall  state 
the  same  without  argument. 

5.  The  President  may  call  any  senator  to  the  chair,  who  shall  exercise  its  func- 
tions for  the  time;  but  no  senator,  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  shall  preside 
for  a  longer  period  than  three  days.

6.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  Senate  shall  elect  four  pages,  who 
shall  receive  for  their  services  two  dollars  per  day  each. 

III. 

THE   CLERK.  " 

7.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  not  suffer  any  records  or  papers  to  be  taken 
from  the  table  or  out  of  his  custody  by  any  person  except  a  chairman  of  a  com- 
mittee; but  he  may  deliver,  any  bills  or  papers,  directed  to  be  printed,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Printing,  or  to  any  senator,  on  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
same. 

8.  The  Journal  of  the  Senate  shall  be  daily  drawn  up  by  the  Clerk,  and  shall 
he  read  the  succeeding  day;  it  shall  be  printed  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Clerk  and  delivered  to  the  senators  without  delay. 

9.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  first  assistant  and  a  second  assistant 
clerk  and  five  committee  clerks,  not  more  than  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  same  congressional  district.  One  of  the  committee  clerks  shall  be  clerk 
of  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Internal  Navigation,  and  of  Agriculture,  Mining, 
and  Manufacturing;  one  of  the  Committee  on  General  Laws,  and  of  Privileges  and 
Klections;  one  of  the  Committee  for  Courts  of  Justice,  and  on  Public  Institutions 
and  Education;  one  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Banks;  one  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  County,  City,  and  Town  Organizations,  and  on  Fish  and  Game.  The  clerks  so 
appointed  shall  remain  in  the  Capitol  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall 
perform  any  duties  that  the  other  standing  committees  may  require,  when  not 
employed  by  their  respective  committees;  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  may  also 
require  said  clerks,  when  not  employed  by  the  standing  committees,  to  assist  in 
engrossing  bills  or  aid  him  in  the  Senate  chamber  when  necessary.  The  said 
clerk*  shall  be  removable  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  or  by  the  committees  of 
which  they  are  clerks.  The  second  assistant  clerk,  who  shall  act  as  clerk  of  the 
Committee  on  Education,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  a  clerk  of  a 
committee. 

10.  Before  reading  each  bill,  the  Clerk  shall  announce  whether  it  is  the  first, 
second,  or  third  time  of  the  reading  of  the  bill. 

11.  The  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates  may  interchange  messages 
at  such  time  between  the  hour  of  adjournment  and  that  of  meeting  on  the  fol- 
lowing day,  as  that  the  said  messages  may  be  read  immediately  after  the  orders 
of  the  day. 

12.  The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall,  at  each  session,  have  printed  and  bound  with 
the  manual  of  rules,  etc.,  the  Constitution  of  Virginia  for  the  use  of  the  senators. 

IV. 

SERGEANT- AT- ARM 8  AND  DOORKEEPER. 

13.  No  senator  shall  be  taken  into  custody  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  on  any 
complaint  or  breach  of  privileges  until  the  matter  is  examined  by  the  Committee 
of  Privileges  and  Elections  and  reported  to  the  Senate,  unless  by  order  of  the 
Senate. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  Senate  to  preserve,  in  chrono- 
logical or  numerical  order,  a  copy  of  every  printed  document  distributed  in  the 
Senate,  and  to  deliver  the  same  at  the  close  of  the  session  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
"Senate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  them  bound  and  preserved  in  his  office 
for  the  use  of  this  body. 

15.  In  order  to  prevent  interruption  of  the  business  of  the  Senate,  the  Door- 
keeper shall  be  constantly  at  his  post  during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  and  shall 
admit  within  the  chamber  no  person  except  officers  of  the  government  of  this 
and  any  other  State  and  of  the  United  States;  members  and  ex-members  of 
Congress  and  House  of  Delegates;  their  officers;  ex-members  of  the  Senate  of 
Virginia;  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  reporters  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate; 
bat  ladies  and  their  escorts  may  be  assigned  privileged  seats.  It  shall  be  the 
doty  of  the  Doorkeeper  to  show  all  persons  not  entitled  to  privileged  seats  to  the 
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gallery.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  when  any  person  desires  an  Interview  with  a 
senator  or  the  President,  or  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  send  a  messenger  to  him, 
and  such  person  may  be  admitted  to  one  of  the  privileged  seats,  if  so  invited  by 
either  of  them.  And  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  moreover,  be  permitted  to 
invite  to  a  seat  near  the  chair  any  person  he  may  deem  worthy  of  such  distinction. 

V. 

COMMITTEES. 

16.  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  committees  shall  be 
elected : 

I.  A  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

II.  A  Committee  for" Courts  of  Justice,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

III.  A  Committee  on  General  Laws,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  eleven  senators. 

IV.  A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Internal  Navigation,  to  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  senators. 

V.  A  Committee  on  Finance  and  Banks,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  thirteen  senators. 

VI.  A  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Education,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  senators. 

VII.  A  Committee  on  County,  City,  and  Town  Organizations,  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

VIII.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Mining,  and  Manufacturing,  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  ten  senators. 

IX.  A  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  eleven  senators. 

X.  A  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  nor  more 
than  nine  senators. 

The  following  committees  shall  consist  of  three  senators,  viz.: 

To  examine  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

On  Rules. 

On  the  Library. 

On  Executive  Expenditures. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

To  examine  the  Second  Auditor's  office. 

To  examine  the  Treasurer's  office. 

To  examine  the  office  of  Register  of  the  Land  Office. 

To  examine  the  Bonds  of  Public  Offices. 

On  the  Public  Printing. 

17.  The  standing  committees  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate 
direct  otherwise,  and  the  senator  first  named  by  the  President  shall  be  the  chair- 
man, unless  the  committee  direct  otherwise. 

18.  The  several  committees  shall  in  all  cases  report  whether  other  cases  com- 
prised within  the  principal  of  the  matter  referred  may  arise;  and  if  a  bill  be 
ordered,  it  shall  provide  for  all  such  cases;  and  upon  any  matter  referred,  the 
committee  shall  have  power  to  report  by  bill. 

19.  Select  committees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  nine 
senators,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

20.  The  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  examine  the  oaths  taken 
by  each  senator  and  the  certificate  of  election  furnished  by  the  proper  officer, 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Senate. 

21.  The  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  report  in  all  cases  of  privi- 
leges or  contested  elections  the  principles  and  reasons  on  which  their  resolutions 
are  founded. 

22.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Banks  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  succeeding  year, 
and  make  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
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23.  The  Committee  on  General  Laws  shall,  at  each  session,  examine  into  the 
4ate  and  manner  of  administration  of  the  literary  fund  and  make  such  report 
thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

24.  To  the  Committee  on  General  Laws  shall  he  referred  all  resolutions  and  bills 
concerning  the  militia,  private  claims,  propositions  and  grievances,  and  other 
matters  of  a  general  nature  not  properly  referable  to  any  other  standing  com- 
mittee. 

25.  To  the  Committee  on  Public  Institutions  and  Education  shall  be  referred  all 
bills  and  resolutions  concerning  education,  the  penitentiary,  lunatic  asylums,  the 
institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind,  the  armory  and  other  public  prop- 
erty at  the  seat  of  government.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee 
to  examine  at  each  session  into  the  condition  of  the  penitentiary  and  make  such 
report  thereon  as  they  may  deem  proper.  Neither  said  committee,  nor  a  sub- 
committee thereof,  shall  visit  any  public  institution  outside  the  city  of  Richmond, 
without  leave  of  the  Senate  first  authorized  and  obtained. 

26.  To  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  Mining,  and  Manufacturing  shall  be 
referred  all  bills,  resolutions,  and  petitions  concerning  agriculture,  mining,  manu- 
facturing, commerce,  and  mechanic  arts. 

27.  The  committee  to  examine  the  Clerk's  office  shall  see  that  all  papers  belong- 
ing thereto  are  properly  filed,  labeled,  and  put  away  in  the  presses,  and  that  the 
books  belonging  to  the  office  are  chronologically  arranged,  and  shall  make  an 
annual  report  thereof  to  the  Senate. 

28.  When  a  bill  seeking  relief  or  for  an  act  of  incorporation  is  referred  to  a 
standing  committee  of  the  Senate,  the  committee  shall  examine  whether  the 
object  can  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  courts  under  the  general  laws;  and 
if  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  that  it  shall  not  pass,  unless 
there  be  special  reasons  for  its  consideration  by  the  General  Assembly.  And  no 
variation  of  maximum  capital  or  quantity  of  land  which  the  courts  are  author- 
ized to  empower  corporations  to  hold,  not  shown  to  be  indispensably  necessary 
to  the  object  of  the  corporations,  shall  be  deemed  by  the  committee  as  exempting 
the  bill  from  the  operation  of  laws  conferring  on  the  courts  the  power  of  granting 
charters  or  affording  relief. 

29.  The  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  pro  tempore,  and  the  chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections  shall  constitute  a  standing  commit- 
tee on  rules,  to  whom  all  resolutions  amending  or  altering  the  rules  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  referred ;  and  said  committee  shall  report  such  amendments  to  said  rules 
as  in  their  judgment  are  necessary  and  proper. 

30.  A  majority  of  any  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

VL 

OBDEB  OF  BUSINESS. 

31.  After  reading  the  Journal,  one  hour,  to  be  called  the  "morning  hour,"  shall 
be  devoted  as  follows: 

L  To  dispose  of  communications  from  the  House  of  Delegates  and  the  Execu- 
tive. 

IL  To  receive  reports  from  standing  committees  (for  which  purpose  they  shall 
be  called  by  the  Clerk). 

HI.  To  receive  reports  from  select  committees. 

IV.  To  receive  resolutions,  petitions,  and  bills,  on  leave. 

32.  At  the  expiration  of  the  morning  hour  the  Senate  shall  proceed  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  calendar,  as  follows: 

I.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  preceding  day. 

IL  Bills  and  resolutions  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  on  the  calendar. 

33.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  of  the  House  of  Delegates  is  passed  or  rejected  by 
the  Senate  it  shall  remain  under  the  control  of  the  Senate  for  the  space  of  two 
days,  and  the  fact  of  the  passage  or  rejection,  with  the  bill  or  resolution,  shall 
then  be  communicated  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

34.  All  bills  or  other  business  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  dispatched  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  introduced,  and  all  bills  and  resolutions  sent  from 
the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  dispatched  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  sent, 
unless  in  either  case  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 
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35.  All  bills  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  be  read  on  three  separate  days, 
and  in  case  they  be  of  a  general  nature  they  shall  be  printed  after  their  first 
reading. 

36.  Bills  and  resolutions  originating  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  not  requir- 
ing immediate  action,  shall  be  read  the  first  and  second  times  when  received  and 
referred  to  their  appropriate  committees,  unless  the  Senate  direct  otherwise. 

37.  A  bill  presented  by  a  senator,  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  may  be  committed 
before  its  first  reading;  but  no  bill  reported  from  a  committee  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  recommitted  or  amended  until  it  has  been  twice  read,  nor  shall  any  bill  be 
amended  after  its  third  reading,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate. 

38.  Joint  resolutions  originating  in  the  Senate  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day  at 
least,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

39.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  five  senators,  be 
entered  on  the  Journal.  After  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  have  been  taken,  and 
before  they  are  counted  or  entered  on  the  Journal,  the  clerk  shall  read  over  the 
names  of  those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  of  those  who  voted  in  the 
negative,  at  which  time  any  senator  shall  have  the  right  to  correct  any  mistake 
committed  in  enrolling  his  name. 

40.  Upon  the  determination  of  a  question,  any  senator  may  enter  his  protest 
upon  the  Journal,  with  the  consent  of  one-third  of  the  senators  present;  and  on 
the  question,  "Shall  the  protest  be  entered  on  the  Journal  ?"  no  privileged 
motion  shall  be  in  order  except  to  adjourn. 

41.  Whenever  the  Senate  proceeds  to  consider  any  nominations  of  the  Governor 
which  are  subject  to  the  choice  or  ratification  of  the  Senate,  the  same  shall  be 
considered  in  executive  session,  with  closed  doors,  and  the  proceedings  thereon 
shall  be  in  secret,  unless  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

42.  A  motion  to  take  from  the  table  shall  not  be  in  order  unless  the  bill,  reso- 
lution, or  other  matter  proposed  to  be  taken  up  would  be  appropriate  for  consid- 
eration under  the  order  of  business  then  in  hand,  as  prescribed  by  Rules  31  and  32. 

VII. 

ORDER  AND  DECORUM. 

43.  While  the  President  is  reporting  or  putting  any  question,  or  the  Clerk  is 
reporting  a  bill  or  calling  the  roll,  or  a  senator  is  addressing  the  chair,  strict  order 
shall  be  observed. 

44.  If  words  be  spoken  in  debate  that  give  offense,  exceptions  thereto  shall  be 
taken  the  same  day,  and  be  stated  in  writing;  and  in  such  case,  if  the  words  be 
decided  by  the  President  or  by  the  Senate,  upon  an  appeal,  to  be  offensive,  and 
they  be  not  explained  or  retracted  by  the  senator  who  uttered  them,  he  shall  be 
subject  to  such  action  as  the  Senate  may  deem  necessary. 

vm. 

ASCERTAINING   THE   QUESTION. 

45.  A  motion  for  a  second  reading,  and  a  motion  for  committing  the  bill,  may- 
be submitted  at  the  same  time;  but  the  questions  upon  these  motions  shall  be 
put  separately,  if  required  by  any  senator. 

46.  Any  senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which  shall  be  divided 
if  it  comprehend  propositions  so  distinct  in  substance  that,  one  being  taken  away, 
a  substantive  proposition  shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Senate;  and  a 
motion  to  strike  out,  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment  nor  a  motion 
to  insert,  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

47.  When  a  question  is  pending,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to 
pass  by  for  the  pending  question,  for  the  previous  question,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  to  adjourn  the  question  to  a  different  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  arranged.

THE  PENDING    AND  PREVIOUS   QUESTIONS. 

48.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  pending  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  the 
senators  present,  indicated  by  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall 
immediately  put  the  pending  question;  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order 
arising  after  a  motion  for  the  pending  question  is  made,  and  pending  such  motion, 
shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

49.  Upon  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  seconded  by  a  majority  of  senators 
present,  indicated  by  rising  or  by  a  recorded  vote,  the  President  shall  imme- 
diately put  the  question,  first  upon  amendments  in  the  order  prescribed  in  the 
rules  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  If  the  previous  question  be  not  ordered, 
debate  may  continue  as  if  the  motion  had  not  been  made. 

X. 

TAKING  THE   VOTE. 

50.  Every  senator  present,  when  any  question  is  put  or  vote  taken,  shall  vote 
or  be  counted  as  voting  on  one  side  or  the  other;  but  no  senator  shall  vote  on  a 
question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  immediately  or  personally  interested. 

51.  Every  question  shall  be  first  put  in  the  affirmative,  and  then  in  the  nega- 
tive, and  the  President  shall  declare  whether  the  yeas  or  nays  have  it;  which 
declaration  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate,  unless  a  senator  call  for  a 
division,  in  which  event  the  President  shall  divide  the  Senate. 

52.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  ordered,  or  a  call  of  the  Senate  is  directed, 
the  names  of  the  senators  shall  be  called  in  alphabetical  order. 

53.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  unless  he  be  present  within  the  chamber 
at  the  time  the  Senate  is  being  divided,  or  before  a  determination  of  the  question 
apon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

XI. 

DEBATE. 

54.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Senate,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  advancing,  with  due  respect, 
address  **Mr.  President/'  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate,  and 
avoiding  all  disrespectful  language. 

55.  Xo  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate;  nor  more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak 
"hall  have  spoken. 

56.  No  question  shall  be  debated  until  it  has  been  propounded  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  then  the  mover  shall  have  a  right  to  explain  his  views  in  preference  to 
any  senator. 

57.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  any  senator  who  has  not  spoken 
before  to  the  matter  may  speak  to  the  question  before  the  negative  is  put. 

58.  During  any  debate,  any  senator,  though  he  has  spoken  to  the  matter,  may 
ri*e  and  speak  to  the  orders  of  the  Senate  if  they  be  transgressed,  in  case  the 
President  do  not;  but  if  the  President  stand  up  at  any  time,  he  is  first  to  be 
heard,  and  while  he  is  up  senators  mu«*t  keep  their  seats. 

59.  No  senator  shall  be  allowed  to  be  interrupted  while  speaking,  except  on 
points  of  order,  to  correct  erroneous  statements,  or  fo  answer  any  questions  that 
may  be  propounded  by  the  senator  speaking. 

60.  Motions  to  adjourn;  lay  on  the  table;  for  the  pending  question;  for  the 
previous  question;  to  suspend  the  rules;  to  take  from  the  table;  to  take  up 
order*  of  the  day;  to  close  debate;  to  limit  debate;  to  extend  limit  of  debate;  to 
read  papers;  to  reconsider  questions  not  debatable,  shall  not  be  debated;  but 
npon  a  motion  to  suspend  a  rule,  or  to  take  from  the  table,  to  lay  on  the  table, 
or  to  take  up  orders  of  the  day,  the  mover  shall  be  allowed  five  minutes  to  state 
the  reasons  for  his  motion,  and  .one  member  opposed   to  the  motion  shall  be 
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allowed  a  like  time  to  object.  And  when  a  question  not  debatable  is  before  tbe 
Senate,  all  incidental  questions  arising  after  it  is  stated  shall  be  decided  and  set- 
tled, whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate;  and  the  same  rule  shall 
apply  to  all  incidental  questions  arisirg  after  any  question  is  put  to  the  house. 

XTT. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

61.  A  question  being  once  determined  must  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Senate, 
and  cannot  during  the  same  session  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  No  motion  to 
reconsider  a  question  which  has  been  decided  shall  be  entertained,  unless  it  be 
made  by  a  senator  voting  with  the  prevailing  side,  nor  unless  made  on  the  same 
day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken  or  within  the  two  next  days  of  actual  session 
of  the  Senate  thereafter:  provided,  however,  that  when  any  question  is  decided 
in  the  negative  simply  for  the  want  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Senate,  any  senator 
who  was  absent  from  the  city  of  Richmond  or  detained  from  his  seat  by  sickness 
at  the  time  of  the  vote  sought  to  be  reconsidered  may  move  its  reconsideration. 

xm. 

PETITIONS. 

62.  No  petition  of  a  private  nature,  having  been  once  rejected,  shall  be  acted  on 
a  second  time,  unless  it  be  supported  by  new  evidence;  nor  shall  any  such  peti- 
tion, after  a  third  disallowance,  be  again  acted  on.  The  several  clerks  of  com- 
mittees shall  keep  alphabetical  lists  of  all  such  petitions,  specifying  the  session  at 
which  they  were  presented  and  the  determination  of  the  Senate  thereon,  and 
shall  deliver  the  original  petition  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  to  be  preserved  in 
his  office. 

63.  No  petition  shall  be  received  claiming  a  sum  of  money  or  praying  the  set- 
tlement of  unliquidated  accounts,  unless  it  be  accompanied  with  the  certificate 
of  disallowance  from  the  Executive  or  Auditor  containing  the  reason  why  it  was 
rejected.    But  this  order  shall  extend  to  no  person  applying  for  a  pension. 

64.  When  any  such  petition,  or  bill  founded  on  one,  is  rejected,  such  petition 
shall  not  be  withdrawn;  but  the  petitioner,  or  senator  presenting  his  petition,  or 
any  senator  from  the  county  or  corporation  in  which  the  petitioner  resides,  may, 
without  leave,  withdraw  any  document  filed  therewith,  and  a  list  of  all  documents 
so  withdrawn  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Clerk.  All  petitions  not  finally  acted  on 
may,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  be  in  like  manner  withdrawn  after  the 
expiration  of  the  session  at  which  they  were  presented. 

65.  No  petition  shall  be  read  in  the  Senate  unless  particularly  requested  by 
some  senator;  but  every  senator  presenting  one  shall  announce  the  name  of  the 
petitioner,  nature  of  the  application,  and  whether,  in  his  opinion,  a  similar  ap- 
plication had  been  before  made  by  said  petitioner.  He  shall  also  endorse  on  the 
petition  his  own  name  as  a  pledge  that  it  is  drawn  in  respectful  language;  where- 
upon it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  by  whom  it  shall  be  laid  before  the  proper 
committee. 

XIV. 

MANUAL  AND  RULES. 

66.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  senators  present,  except  that  when  a  motion  is  made  to  discharge  a 
committee  of  the  Senate  from  the  consideration  of  any  measure  referred  to  it,  a 
majority  of  the  senators-elect  shall  be  sufficient  to  discharge  such  committee,  to 
be  ascertained  by  an  actual  division  of  the  Senate. 

XV. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  RULES. 

67.  In  the  construction  of  the  foregoing  rules,  reference  shall  first  be  had  to 
Jefferson's  Manual  and  the  Digest  of  the  rules  of  the  Congress  of  .the  United 
States. 
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The  President  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order  was  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  Senate ;  whereupon, 

Mr.  McIlwaine  nominated  as  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate 
Heney  T.  Wickham.

Mr.  Lyle  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  now  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  that  the  Senate  is  organized 
and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  he  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of 
Delegates  thereof. 

Mr.  Donohoe  presented  the  following  joint  resolution : 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  a  committee 
be  appointed,  composed  of  seven  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates and  five  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  notify  the  Governor  that 
the  Legislature  is  duly  organized  and  ready  to  receive  any  communi-. 
cation  that  he  may  desire  to  make. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  he  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of 
Delegates  thereof. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr. 
Early,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  was  organized  and 
ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  New- 
house,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  agreed  to 
Senate  joint  resolution  appointing  a  committee  to  inform  the  Gover- 
nor that  the  Legislature  was  organized. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Donohoe,  St.  Clair,  Barks- 
dale,  Garrett,  and  Revercomb  as  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the 
Senate. 

Subsequently  the  committee,  through  its  chairman,  Mr.  Donohoe, 
reported  that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them,  and  the 
Governor  would  forthwith  communicate  in  writing. 
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The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Governor, 
which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  McIlwaine,  was  laid  on  the  table  and  or- 
dered to  be  printed : 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 

December  h,  1901. 

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 

You  have  assembled  as  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Virginia 
to  enact  such  laws  as  will  best  promote  the  public  good.  It  is  my 
pleasure  to  extend  to  you  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  Capitol  and  my 
duty  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  State  Government. 

This  is  a  most  important  epoch  in  the  affairs  of  the  State,  and  the 
people  of  Virginia  are  to  be  congratulated  that  their  interests  have 
been  committed  to  such  capable  hqnds.  Under  a  system  of  govern- 
ment such  as  we  enjoy  a  representative  should  peculiarly  feel  his 
obligation.  He  holds  his  position,  not  by  virtue  of  his  birth  or  inherit- 
ance, but  stands  with  a  commission  from  a  free  and  enlightened  peo- 
ple, and  should  be  bound  by  every  consideration  of  honor  and  good 
faith  to  put  forth  his  best  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  people 
who  have  committed  their  interests  into  his  keeping.  The  best 
guarantee  of  securing  faithful  public  servants  is  for  all  the  voters  to 
participate  in  their  selection,  and  the  lively  interest  that  has  been 
manifested  by  our  people  is  best  attested  by  the  character  of  men  they 
have  sent  to  represent  them  in  the  General  Assembly. 

To  me  this  occasion  has  a  peculiar  significance.  It  is  the  last  Gen- 
era] Assembly  that  will  meet  during  my  administration  as  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  last  one  through  which  I  will  render 
an  official  account  of  my  stewardship  in  the  high  office  which  the 
people  of  the  State  committed  to  my  hands  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
181)8.  I  have  honestly  striven  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  to 
the  best  of  ray  ability,  and  while  no  human  being  can  "lay  the  flatter- 
ing unction  to  his  soul"  that  he  has  not  made  mistakes,  I  have  been 
sustained  by  a  generous  and  noble  people,  whose  kindness  to  me  has 
ever  been  far  beyond  my  deserts.  I  confess  to  keen  satisfaction  in 
the  ability  to  report  a  most  gratifying  and  healthful  improvement  in 
the  affairs  and  condition  of  our  people,  especially  as  shown  in  the 
various  departments  of  State  Government  during  my  term  as  Gov- 
ernor. 

The  four  years  have  been  filled  with  rapidly  changing  and  import- 
ant events  in  our  national  affairs,  and  while  the  State's  participation 
in  these  was  referred  to  in  my  message  to  the  last  regular  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  the  far-reaching  effects  of  the  policies  that  have 
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been  inaugurated,  involving,  as  they  do,  the  fundamental  principles 
of  our  government,  impose  an  additional  duty  on  the  State  law- 
making bodies  to  keep  constantly  before  their  minds  the  basic  theories 
of  government  on  which  our  country  has  been  built,  and  while  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  onward  march  of  industrial  and  commercial  develop- 
ment, use  their  best  efforts  to  hold  the  ship  of  our  national  existence 
in  the  safe  channel  of  constitutional  government. 

In  our  State  affairs  issues  of  the  gravest  importance  to  the  peace, 
welfare,  and  development  of  our  State  "arc  now  engrossing  the  public 
mind.  The  necessity  for  changes  in  our  organic  law  had  long  been 
recognized,  and  it  was  in  obedience  to  this  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
people  that  a  convention  for  amending  and  revising  our  present  Con- 
stitution was  called,  and  met  on  the  12th  of  June  last,  and  has  been 
laboring  most  zealously  to  give  to  the  people  the  newest  and  best  con- 
stitution that  can  be  devised.  It  is  composed  of  the  best  and  most 
patriotic  of  our  citizens,  and  the  confident  hope  can  be  indulged  that 
the  result  of  their  labors  will  be  to  give  new  impetus  to  the  growth 
and  development  of  our  beloved  Commonwealth.  As  they  have  not 
yet  completed  their  labors,  and  as  they  have  under  consideration 
measures  to  be  engrafted  in  our  organic  law  touching  most  of  the*sub- 
jects  that  I  should  bring  to  your  attention,  I  can  only  discuss  them  in 
a  tentative  way,  basing  my  reasons  on  fundamental  principles  that 
have  always  and  will  always  have  place  in  our  State  Government. 

FINANCES. 

The  first  subject  that  should  demand  the  attention  of  the  people's 
representatives  is  the  condition  and  management  of  their  finances  by 
those  charged  with  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  their  money, 
and  close  scrutiny  into  the  laws  that  have  been  enacted  for  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes  from  the  people,  adjusting  as  far  as  possible  the  inequali- 
ties that  are  found  to  exist — remitting  where  it  is  found  to  lay  too 
heavily  and  imposing  where  it  is  evident  that  any  citizen  or  class  of 
citizens  are  not  contributing  their  just  proportion  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  necessary  functions  of  an  economically  administered  gov- 
ernment. I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the 
State  show  a  most  gratifying  improvement  in  the  last  four  years,  and 
are  now  on  a  sound  and  healthful  basis.  The  State  debt,  which  had 
long  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  our  people,  and  with  the  settlement 
of  which  I  had  taken  the  deepest  interest  from  the  first  agitation  of 
the  subject  to  its  adjustment  in  1802,  when  I  was  honored  by  being  a 
member  of  the  commission  that  finally  settled  and  closed  this  per- 
plexing question  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  creditors,  and  on  a  basis 
that  imposed  no  additional  hardship  on  our  people,  has  been  removed 
as  a  subject  for  legislative  consideration. 
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From  the  Auditor's  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  receipts  of 
the  State  on  the  basis  of  the  present  assessments  amount  to  $3,445,- 
508.72,  while  in- 1807  the  total  income  was  $2,098,939.89,  or  an 
increase  for  the  four  years  of  $446,568.83.  During  the  eight  years 
preceding,  or  from  1SS0  to  1807,  the  receipts  had  increased  $466,- 
251.61,  only  about  $20,000  more  for  the  eight  years  than  for  the  last 
four.  The  revenue  derived  from  real  estate  in  1S07  was  $1,203,- 
817.16;  in  1001  it  was  $1,274,143.86,  or  about  6  per  cent  increase. 
The  revenue  derived  from  personalty  in  1807  was  $377,733.72 ;  in 
1001  it  was  $438,283.64,  or  an  increase  of  about  16  2-3  per  cent. 
One  of  the  best  evidences  of  the  improved  condition  of  our  people  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1807  $33,041.53  was  derived  from  the  5 
percent,  penalty  on  taxes  collected  after  December  1st,  while  in  1000 
the  amount  is  only  $10,748.00. 

The  expenses  for  1807  were  $2,080,441.70,  which,  deducted  from 
the  income  for  that  year  of  $2,008,230.80,  left  a  surplus  of  only 
$18,408.10.  The  expenses  for  1001  were  $3,024,507.67,  which,  de- 
ducted from  the  income  for  that  year  of  $3,445,508.72,  leaves  a  sur- 
plus of  $420,015.05. 

The  increased  revenue  was  not  derived  from  an  increased  tax  on 
land,  and  the  increase  in  expenditures  were  not  for  the  ordinary  run- 
ning expenses  of  State  Government.  The  expenses  of  the  State  in 
ISO 7,  exclusive  of  appropriations  to  the  eleemosynary  institutions, 
institutions  of  learning,  public  schools,  interest  on  the  public  debt, 
and  pensions  to  the  old  soldiers,  amounted  to  $715,071.11,  while  in 
1001  the  expenses  for  the  same  purposes  were  $648,478.38,  or  a 
decrease  of  $67,402.73.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  revenues 
of  the  State  have  increased  $446,568.83  over  1807,  the  expenses, 
other  than  charitable  and  special  appropriations,  have  decreased 
$67,402.73.  In  1807  the  assessment  on  farm  lands  and  buildings 
wan  $160,042,808.  The  assessment  on  town  and  city  lots  and  build- 
ings was  $145,003,103.  In  1000  the  assessment  on  farm  lands  and 
buildings  was  $168,824,888,  and  the  assessment  on  town  and  city  lots 
waa  $154,013,201.  This  shows  the  increase  on  farm  lands  and  build- 
ings to  be  about  eight  millions  of  dollars,  derived  chiefly  from  the 
increase  in  the  value  of  suburban  property  not  included  in  city  limits. 
The  nine  millions  on  city  lots  and  buildings  is  from  the  legitimate 
growth  of  our  cities,  in  some  of  which  it  has  been  marvelous.  It  is 
remarkable  how  nearly  equal  is  the  value  of  the  farm  lands  and  build- 
ings with  the  town  and  city  lots  and  buildings — only  about  $14,000,- 
000  difference — and  when  it  is  considered  that  lots  and  buildings  in 
villages  and  unincorporated  towns  are  classed  as  farm  lands  and 
buildings,  the  assessments  are  al>out  equal. 

I  am  sure  there  is  cause  for  rejoicing  that  we  are  able  to  show  such 
a  flattering  condition  of  our  finances. 
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The  State  has  met  all  current  expenses,  including  the  expenses  of 
the  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  last  winter ;  has  paid  the  expenses 
of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  has  given  $170,000  to  the  disabled 
Confederate  soldiers  (an  increase  of  $27,500  over  the  previous  year), 
gave  an  increase  of  $21,000  to  the  public  schools,  put  $435,500  to  the 
credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  $68,000  to  the  credit  of  the  Literary 
Fund,  and  has  on  hand  at  this  time  $700,000. 

TAXATION. 

The  proper  exercise  of  the  taxing  power  of  a  government  has  always 
been  the  most  difficult  of  all  its  functions.  Aside  from  the  many 
problems  connected  with  a  proper  adjustment  of  the  laws  of  a  State 
where  the  population  is  composed  of  citizens  who  are  engaged  in  a 
variety  of  trades  and  business,  great  difficulty  has  always  been  expe- 
rienced in  having  the  laws  enforced  so  they  will  bear  on  all  the  citizens 
even  in  the  manner  contemplated  by  their  framers.  Xo  more  im- 
portant question  can  be  called  to  your  consideration  than  the  laying 
of  the  taxes  of  the  Commonwealth.  This  is  the  vital  and  sensitive 
question  which  puts  to  the  test  your  sense  of  justice,  and  calls  into 
play  a  wise  and  equitable  provision  for  the  support  of  government. 
It  is  the  question  above  all  others  that  has  caused  the  dissensions  and 
wars  of  the  world,  and  has  been  used  as  an  engine  of  oppression  and 
favoritism  wherever  the  races  of  men  have  been  least  enlightened. 
Unjust  taxation  is  the  very  embodiment  of  tyranny,  while  just  and 
proportionate  taxation  is  the  product  of  the  highest  Christian  civili- 
zation. I  beg  of  you  to  approach  this  subject  not  lightly  nor  indif- 
ferently. 

One  fruitful  source  of  inequality  is  the  collection  of  taxes  from 
what  may  be  called  "invisible  property."  From  the  very  nature  of 
this  class  of  property  the  collection  of  the  just  and  proper  tax  is 
largely  dependent  on  the  honesty  of  the  citizen,  and  where  this  is  not 
present  can  only  be  effectively  reached  by  the  enactment  of  such 
drastic  laws  that  the  honest  citizen  rebels  against  their  enforcement. 
Tt  is  true  that  some  men  otherwise  honest  and  correct  seek  to  justify 
their  evasion  of  this  duty  to  their  State  on  the  ground  of  the  low  rate 
of  interest  derived  from  their  securities  and  the  high  rate  of  taxes 
imposed  for  State  and  municipal  purposes,  and  also  in  some  instances 
because  it  represents  some  visible  property  which  has  already  been 
taxed.  There  is  no  question  but  that  those  men  who  belong  to  the 
second  class  mentioned  have  grounds  for  their  complaint,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  law-making  branch  of  the  government  to  hear  their  com- 
plaints and  grant  such  relief  as  can  be  given,  and  after  this  has  been 
done  the  position  that  they  then  might  take  for  evasion  would  be  dis- 
honest and  untenable.    This  is  especially  just,  because  the  holders  of 
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lands  and  other  visible  .property  have  no  redress,  even  though  their 
property  does  not  yield  a  sufficient  income  to  meet  the  taxes  levied, 
and  in  consequence  they  seek,  or  are  charged  with  seeking,  to  evade 
die  taxes  imposed  on  them  by  resorting  to  means  to  have  them  assessed 
below  their  true  value.     I  mean  to  make  no  indivious  comparison 
against  the  holders  of  "invisible"  property  in  favor  of  the  owners  of 
the  'Visible,"  for  human  nature  is  not  changed  by  the  character  of  the 
property  owned.    It  is  due  to  the  increased  opportunities  afforded  the 
holders  of  "invisible"  property  that  a  larger  number  of  this  class  evade 
their  just  taxation.     This  is  evidenced  by  the  great  discrepancy 
between  the  amount  of  "invisible"  property  returned  for  taxation  as 
compared  with  the  amount  of  "visible."  How  to  adjust  these  inequali- 
ties is  indeed  a  problem,  and  while  this  is  a  subject  that  naturally  has 
received  the  attention  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  and  in  con- 
sequence leaves  it  open  so  far  as  legislative  action  is  concerned,  still 
as  they  will  necessarily  leave  a  large  discretion  to  the  Legislature,  I 
deem  it  not  inappropriate  to  bring  this  matter  to  your  attention. 

Another  most  perplexing  question  ever  disturbing  legislative  bodies 
is  the  inequality  of  land  assessments.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  assessment  is  made  for  the  whole  State,  by  men  of  each 
county,  who,  even  though  they  were  perfectly  impartial  in  their  judg- 
ment, would  be  more  or  less  influenced  by  the  different  views  which 
they  take  of  a  desirability  of  a  high  assessment  and  a  low  tax,  or  a 
low  assessment  and  a  high  tax.  To  meet  this  condition,  or  at  least  to 
remove  it  as  a  source  of  justification  for  the  holders  of  "invisible" 
property  for  failure  to  return  their  property,  in  my  opinion  it  would 
be  best,  when  the  constitutional  restrictions  are  removed,  for  the  Leg- 
islature to  arrange  for  sufficient  revenue  to  be  derived  from  other 
sources,  as  I  believe  it  can  be,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  government, 
and  cease  to  tax  real  estate  for  State  purposes,  and  leave  this  class  of 
property  to  the  counties  and  cities  in  which  they  are  situated  as  the 
sources  from  which  to  derive  their  revenue.  In  this  way  alone  I 
believe  can  the  question  of  adjusting  the  inequalities  of  assessment 
which  now  exists  in  different  portions  of  the  State  be  remedied.  The 
reasons  for  the  desirability  of  this  change  are  so  manifest  that  they 
need  hardly  be  stated.  In  the  first  place,  even  though  it  left  the  lands 
unequally  assessed  in  the  different  counties  of  the  State,  as  they  are 
now,  still  it  would  remove  all  grounds  of  complaint  on  this  score 
because  the  revenues  of  the  State  would  be  in  no  way  affected.  There 
are  other  reasons  of  great  force  that  can  be  urged  in  favor  of  this 
system;  among  them  might  be  stated  that  it  would  cause  the  real 
estate  to  be  assessed  at  an  amount  nearer  its  true  value  in  all  the 
counties  and  cities  of  the  State. 

While  on  this  subject  of  taxation  attention  is  naturally  drawn  to 
that  imposed  on  the  railroads  and  other  corporations  of  the  State,  for 
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while  all  good  citizens  recognize  the  great,  public  benefits  derived 
from  the  encouragement  and  development  of  their  railroads  and  other 
corporations,  and  no  one  in  the  State  is  more  willing  than  myself  to 
lend  them  every  just  assistance  to  promote  their  welfare,  yet  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  by  reason  of  the  great  power  they  have 
the  capacity  to  exercise  in  the  political  affairs  of  a  country,  there  is  a 
danger  of  a  constant  tendency  on  their  part  to  avoid  their  just 
proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government.  They  enjoy  great  privi- 
leges and  possess  rights  not  common  to  the  individual  citizen, 
and  in  consequence  should  be  required  to  return  to  the  State  a  just 
share  of  the  expenses  of  government,  based  on  the  value  of  their 
property  as  well  as  on  the  value  of  the  franchise  or  privileges  that 
has  been  given  them  by  the  State. 

In  a  report  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  as  a 
"minority  report"  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  which  is  printed 
in  the  Journal  of  the  House  (session  1899-1900,  Document  No.  4), 
and  in  which  I  suggested  different  systems  for  taxing  the  railroads,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  total  assessments  on  railroads,  other  than  street- 
car lines,  was  $52,509,506,  while  it  appears  that  these  railroads  were 
earning  6  per  cent,  on  $107,506,541,  and  that  several  of  them  were 
earning  18  to  30  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  their  assessment 

The  total  assessment  on  railroads,  as  well  as  the  increase  in  the 
value  of  their  properties  during  the  past  four  years,  is  shown  by  the 
following  table :

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  total  income  of  the  railroads  has  in- 
creased from  $384,008.18  in  1897  to  $2,901,276.16  in  1901,  or  ajxmt 
eight  hundred  per  cent,  the  total  taxes  they  paid  in  1901  is  only 
about  20  per  cent,  more  than  they  paid  in  1897.  It  must  be  borate  in 
mind  that  the  income  here  shown  is  after  they  have  deducted  all  ex- 
penses and  interest  on  all  bonds,  and  that  frequently  the  amount  of 
these  bonds  on  which  interest  is  paid  is  four  or  five  times  the  amount 
per  mile  the  road  is  assessed  for  taxation.  The  real  increase  on  the 
assessment  in  the  past  four  years  is  only  a  little  more  than  five  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  which  is  very  small  when  compared  with  the  enor- 
mous increase  in  the  incomes  of  the  roads  during  that  period.

This  table  shows  an  income  for  1897,  after  deducting  operating 
expenses  and  repairs,  of  $5,076,048.55  on  an  assessment  of  $53,789,- 
622.02,  or  about  10  per  cent.  In  1901  the  income  is  $9,024,860.02 
on  an  assessment  of  $58,895,363.38,  or  nearly  16  per  cent.  In  1897 
the  railroads  in  the  State  showed  an  actual  loss,  after  deducting 
operating  expenses,  repairs,  and  interest,  of  $769,050.29.  While  in 
1901  they  showed  a  clear  profit,  after  deducting  operating  expenses, 
repairs,  and  interest,  of  $2,699,894.96,  or  a  gain. of  $3,468,875.21, 
and  yet  the  increase  in  the  total  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  them, 
including  incomes,  is  only  $45,598.11,  or  about  20  per  cent.,  as  I 
have  stated.  This  shows  a  steady  and  rapid  increase  in  the  value  of 
the  railroad  properties  of  the  State,  and  ft  may  be  that  some  plan 
could  be  devised,  either  now  or  at  some  time  in  the  near  future,  by 
which  the  State  can  raise  sufficient  revenue  from  the  railroads  and 
other  sources  to  release  the  tax  on  real  estate  for  State  purposes,  or  if 
the  present  system  of  taxation  is  continued  and  the  revenues  continue 
to  show  the  relative  increase  they  have  for  the  past  four  years,  the 
rate  of  State  taxes  can  and  should  be  materially  reduced. 

PUBLIC  DEBT. 

The  total  debt  outstanding

Of  which  the  Century  and  Riddleberger  bonds,  or  $24,359,824.35, 
bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent.,  and  of  the  $2,466,455.85  held 
by  the  schools  and  colleges  $2,383,655.85  receives  interest  at  the  rate 
of  6  per  cent.,  and  $82,800  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  per 
annum.  To  meet  the  interest  upon  this  large  debt  it  will  require  here- 
after $861,256.05  annually. 

The  promptness  with  which  this  interest  has  been  met  in  the  past, 
the  legalizing  of  investment  of  fiduciary  funds  in  the  State  securities 
by  act  of  Assembly,  and  the  confidence  in  the  honor,  integrity,  and 
future  prosperity  of  the  Commonwealth  have  enhanced  the  value  of 
Virginia   State  bonds  until  they  have  reached   a  par  value  and 
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are  sought  after  in  all  the  markets  of  this  country.  The  market  value 
of  these  bonds  four  years  ago  was  69  to  70  cents.  Our  own  people 
have  invested  largely  in  these  securities,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will 
eventually  absorb  the  whole  debt. 

Bonds  now  held  by  the  Literary  Fund,  the  interest  on  which  is  used 
for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  city  and  county  superintendents  of 
schools  and  expenses  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction —

If  this  is  deducted  from  the  total  amount  of  the  debt  it  leaves  out- 
standing $21,500,796.07. 

The  Board  of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  have  acted  prudently 
and  wisely  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and  during  the  last  four 
years  have  purchased  and  now  hold  State  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$1,111,500,  part  of  which  were  purchased  with  the  dividends  from 
the  stock  owned  by  the  State  in  the  Kichmond,  Fredericksburg  and 
Potomac  railroad  and  part  from  such  surplus  funds  in  the  treasury 
as  in  their  judgment  might  be  safely  diverted  to  that  end.  During 
the  past  fiscal  year  $435,500  of  this  amount  have  been  purchased. 

I  would  recommend  that  all  of  the  bonds  held  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  be  cancelled  and  permanently  retired  as  a  part 
of  the  State  debt,  and  that  the  bonds  held  by  the  Literary  Fund  aiid 
the  schools  and  colleges  be  treated  as  separate  obligations,  and  appro- 
priations be  made  to  meet  the  interest  on  the  same  as  amounts  al- 
lowed to  educational  work.  Then  our  public  debt  would  be  in  plain 
and  practical  shape,  easily  understood,  and  the  true  amount  held  by 
the  public  could  be  seen  unmixed  with  the  school  affairs  and  the  State 
get  full  credit  for  amount  given  to  the  cause  of  education.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  on  several  occasions  extended  the  time  for  the  fund- 
ing of  the  old  securities  which  had  not  been  funded  under  the  act  of 
February  14,  1882,  or  February  20,  1892.  There  are  still  outstand- 
ing of  these  bonds  which  have  tax-receivable  coupons  attached —

To  avoid  any  possible  future  trouble  as  to  these  as  well  as  to  do 
justice  to  the  creditors  of  the  State,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
General  Assembly  grant  a  further  extension  of  the  time  within  which 
the  holders  of  these  bonds  may  fund  them  into  new  securities. 
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STATE  BOABD  OF  FISHERIES. 

I  point  with  especial  gratification  to  the  report  of  the  State  Board 
of  Fisheries.  The  results  accomplished  by  this  Board  demonstrates 
that  the  State  has  at  last  adopted  a  plan  that  is  not  only  the  best  from 
a  financial  standpoint,  but  one  that  is  eminently  wise  and  just  for  the 
management  of  her  great  fish  and  oyster  interests.  As  I  said  in  my 
last  message  to  the  Legislature,  "If  Virginia  can  always  be  fortunate 
enough  to  keep  the  positions  on  such  boards  from  being  the  reward  of 
partisan  political  labors  we  can  always  expfect  satisfactory  results/' 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $5,000  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
resurveying  the  oyster  grounds.  This  work  has  been  completed  in 
York,  Warwick,  and  Isle  of  Wight,  and  some  work  has  been  done  in 
several  other  counties.  Three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-two 
dollars  of  the  amount  appropriated  was  expended  up  to  October  1st. 
It  has  been  shown  that  in  many  instances  the  renters  are  paying 
the  State  taxes  on  much  less  number  of  acres  than  they  actually  hold, 
and  the  gain  in  the  increased  number  of  acres  thus  discovered  will 
compensate  the  State  for  the  expenses  of  the  survey. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  hope  of  an  increase  in  the  income  must 
be  from  the  planting  ground  rather  than  from  other  sources.  The 
gain  last  year  over  1900  from  the  planting  ground  was  $8,192.22, 
while  the  increase  from  tonging  was  $1,737.02,  and  from  dredging, 
fish-nets,  etc,  there  was  a  small  decrease. 

During  the  three  and  a  half  years  of  the  operation  of  the  law  the 
net  revenue  to  the  State  to  October  1,  1901,  was  $103,272.72,  which 
is  an  average  of  $29,506  per  year,  while  for  the  four  years  preceding 
its  enactment  the  average  annual  net  revenue  was  only  $3,686.32. 
The  last  year  under  the  old  system  showed  a  loss  of  $1,808.23. 

The  steamer  Chesapeake,  which  was  the  largest  of  the  oyster  police 
boats,  was  sold  and  a  smaller  and  much  more  suitable  boat  purchased 
to  take  its  place.  All  the  other  boats  have  been  overhauled  and  made 
as  good  as  new.  The  costs  of  this  new  boat  and  of  these  repairs  have 
been  borne  by  the  running  expense  fund. 

The  State  now  owns  three  steamers  and  one  schooner,  which  are 
run  at  a  third  less  cost  of  men  and  fuel  than  formerly.  Without 
accident  no  additional  outlay  will  be  required  for  years,  except  inci- 
dental repairs. 

I  hope  the  Legislature  will  observe  the  recommendations  and  as 
far  as  possible  grant  the  requests  made  by  this  able  and  efficient  Board. 

EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

The  unusual  length  this  message  has  already  assumed  prevents  me 
from  devoting  as  much  space  as  I  desire  to  show  the  advancement 
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and  improvement  in  all  the  public  institutions  of  the  State  during  the 
past  four  years. 

Early  in  my  administration  I  adopted,  as  far  as  possible,  the  policy 
of  distributing  the  appointees  on  the  different  boards  among  the  vari- 
our  counties  and  cities,  and  I  have  so  far  been  able  to  carry  out  my 
plan  that  at  present  only  seven  or  eight  counties  have  failed  to  re- 
ceive recognition.  This  idea  has  met  with  favor  and  has  been  highly 
approved  by  the  different  managers  of  the  institutions. 

Notwithstanding  the  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  sup- 
port of  these  institutions  are  but  little  more  than  they  were  four  years 
ago,  all  show  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  usefulness.  There  has 
been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  students  at  the  educational 
institutions,  and  the  different  State  hospitals  show  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  patients  cared  for. 

THE   UNIVERSITY  OF  VIRGINIA. 

The  University  has  increased  its  number  of  students  from  489  in 
1897  to  682  in  1901,  or  about  33  per  cent.  The  income  from  all 
sources  has  increased  during  the  same  time  $29,057.95.  The  total 
income  for  the  four  years  was  $562,146.74,  of  which  only  $190,000 
was  appropriated  by  the  State.  The  finishing  work  was  put  on  the 
new  buildings  which  were  erected  in  place  of  those  destroyed  by  fire 
in  1895,  and  other  buildings  have  been  built  and  improvements  made 
costing  $68,000,  about  one  half  of  which  was  from  special  bequests. 

VIRGINIA  AGRICULTURAL  AND  MECHANICAL  COLLEGE  AND  POLY- 
TECHNIC INSTITUTE. 

The  increase  in  attendance  of  students  has  been  from  303  in  1897 
to  450  in  1901,  and  this  will  be  increased  by  15  or  20,  or  about  50  per 
cent,  in  the  aggregate. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session  allowed  this  institution 
to  borrow  $100,000.00,  which  has  been  expended  in  erecting  a  num- 
ber of  needed  buildings,  such  as  dormitories,  a  science  hall,  shops, 
cold-storage  plant,  professors'  houses  and  cottages,  while  large  addi- 
tions have  been  made  to  the  farm  herds  and  flocks. 

The  graduates  from  this  institution  have  rapidly  won  distinction 
in  scientific  and  industrial  lines,  and  are  in  great  demand.  The 
number  of  students  will  be  greatly  increased  by  additional  dormi- 
tories. 

VIRGINIA    MILITARY    INSTITUTE. 

While  the  State  has  not  been  as  liberal  in  its  appropriations  to  this 
as  it  has  to  the  last-named  institution,  the  appropriation  being  less  by 
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$5,000  in  1901  than  it  was  in  1897,  yet  it  makes  a  favorable  com- 
parison in  advancement.  The  number  of  students  has  increased  from 
205  in  1897  to  246  in  1901.  The  demand  for  graduates  has  been 
larger  than  it  has  been  able  to  supply.  Although  the  appropriations 
have  been  limited,  valuable  improvements  have  been  made,  and  the 
advancement  is  most  gratifying. 

DEAF,  DUMB  AND  BLIND  INSTITUTE. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  1897  was  170 ;  in  1901  210, 
while  quite  a  number  have  been  denied  admittance  owing  to  the  lack 
of  room.  A  new  dormitory  building,  school  rooms,  and  a  laundry 
have  been  added  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  this  school,  which 
is  doing  such  a  noble  work.  An  appropriation  of  $15,000  will  be 
asked,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  its  favorable  consideration. 

WILLIAM  AND  MARY  COLLEGE. 

This  is  the  only  college  in  the  State  that  admits  no  compromise  in 
the  redemption  of  the  pledge  to  the  State  from  its  graduates,  that 
they  will  teach  two  years  in  the  public  schools.  This  requirement  no 
doubt  tends  to  reduce  the  number  of  students  and  retards  its  numeri- 
cal development  At  present  there  is  an  enrollment  of  159,  an  in- 
crease of  nine  over  the  previous  year.  The  condition  of  the  college 
has  improved  very  much  during  the  last  four  years,  and  many  conve- 
nient and  necessary  attachments  have  been  added.  Through  private 
donations  a  handsome  gymnasium  has  been  erected  and  the  buildings 
supplied  with  a  fine  water  system. 

STATE   FEMALE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

This  is  the  onfy  school  the  State  maintains  for  women.  It  was 
established  in  1884,  the  object  being  to  educate  and  train  teachers  for 
the  public  schools.  In  the  past  four  years  the  school  has  made  con- 
stant and  noteworthy  progress.  The  enrollment  has  increased  since 
J897  from  250  in  the  normal  department  and  100  in  the  practice 
school  to  306  in  the  normal  and  103  in  the  practice,  while  many  were 
turned  away  owing  to  lack  of  room. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  session  appropriated  $20,000  to  enlarge 
the  dormitories  and  for  the  erection  of  a  gymnasium,  a  laundry,  and 
steam  plant  These  improvements  have  all  been  made,  and  I  cannot 
too  highly  commend  the  efficient  work  of  this  institution. 

MEDICAL    COLLEGE    OF   VIRGINIA. 

I  regret  that  want  of  space  forbids  my  calling  attention  to  this 
institution  as  I  would  like.    I  can  only  give  a  hurried  review  of  its 
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work.  In  1897  there  were  189  students  and  41  graduates ;  in  1901 
244  students  and  53  graduates.  During  the  last  four  years  the  State 
has  appropriated  to  this  institution  $18,000,  and  for  the  same  time 
the  college  has  added  property  and  improvements,  which  is  deeded  to 
the  State,  to  the  amount  of  $18,713.92.  During  the  Spanish-Ameri- 
can war  the  hospital  was  thrown  open  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick 
and  disabled  soldiers  of  the  State,  and  191  sick  and  injured  men  were 
treated  virtually  free  of  charge.  The  college  pursued  the  same  policy 
during  the  civil  war.  Many  of  the  poor  of  the  State  are  treated  free 
at  the  college  hospital. 

VIRGINIA  NORMAL  AND  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE. 

This  is  a  State  institution,  devoted  to  the  training  of  colored  teach- 
ers, and  is  doing  most  excellent  work.  It  shows  a  constant  increase  in 
the  number  of  attendants  and  graduates,  the  former  being  from  310 
in  1897  to  342  in  1901,  while  the  graduates  increased  from  30  to  41. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  public  schools  is  most  gratifying  and  encourag- 
ing. During  the  four  years  of  the  present  administration  the  appro- 
priations for  public  schools  have  increased  $162,235.27.  The  present 
enrollment  of  pupils  exceeds  that  of  1897  by  fully  7,000 ;  about  three 
hundred  new  schools  have  been  opened,  and  the  value  of  school  prop- 
erty has  increased  more  than  a  half  million  dollars.  In  many  com- 
munities school  libraries  have  been  established,  and  everywhere  the 
people  are  taking  more  interest  in  the  success  of  the  public  school 
system. 

STATE  HOSPITALS. 

The  improvement  in  the  various  hospitals  for  the  insane  is  a  source 
of  great  pleasure  to  me,  and  I  am  sure  will  be  one  of  gratification  to 
you. 

As  was  shown  in  reference  to  our  educational  institutions,  the  State 
has  derived  a  large  percentage  of  increase  in  service  with  but  little, 
if  any,  additional  expense.  The  Southwestern  Hospital  had  in  1897 
361  inmates  and  in  1901  448,  an  increase  of  25  per  cent.  The  West- 
ern Hospital  had  822  in  1897  and  967  in  1901,  12  per  cent  increase. 
The  Eastern  Hospital  had  525  in  1897  and  557  in  1901,  an  increase 
of  5  per  cent.  The  Central  Hospital  had  in  1897  1,072  and  in  1901 
1,195,  or  about  11  per  cent,  increase. 

The  reports  of  the  superintendents  of  the  various  hospitals  show 
that  there  is  not  a  single  insane  person  in  the  jails  of  the  State  who  is 
kept  there  from  a  lack  of  room,  and  with  the  possible  exception  of 
some  who  may  be  waiting  the  legal  steps  necessary  for  their  com- 
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mitment  the  jails  are  clear.  The  Auditor's  report  shows  that  we  paid 
$26,613.91  in  1899  for  support  of  lunatics  in  jails  and  in  care  of 
individuals. 

All  the  hospitals  have  made  improvements  in  their  property,  nota- 
bly the  Southwestern  and  the  Central.  The  former  has  added  a  new 
wing  to  its  buildings  costing  $12,500,  and  Central  has  made  an  addi- 
tion to  its  dormitory  costing  $25,000,  while  the  other  institutions  have 
made  improvements  to  their  buildings. 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  the  part  of  economy  for  the  State  to 
establish  separate  places  for  the  care  of  the  idiotic  and  the  hopelessly 
insane  patients,  thus  leaving  more  room  in  the  wards  of  our  asylums 
for  the  treatment  of  thoso  whose  cure  can  be  effected. 

EPILEPTICS. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  present  extended  reasons  for  the  establishment 
of  separate  institutions  for  the  dependent  epileptics,  most  of  whom 
are  now  being  cared  for  in  our  State  hospitals  for  the  insane,  While 
there  is  sufficient  room  now  to  care  for  all  the  insane,  we  must  expect 
a  constantly  increasing  demand  for  more  space,  as  the  per  cent,  of 
insanity  is  constantly  on  the  increase.  A  building  to  accommodate 
dependent  and  helpless  epileptics  could  be  erected  and  operated  at  far 
less  cost  than  buildings  to  accommodate  the  same  number  of  insane. 
It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  the  State  should  arrange  for  the  erec- 
tion of  such  a  building  or  buildings  and  thus  provide  room  for  the 
treatment  of  those  whose  minds  become  affected  and  who  should  be 
treated  with  all  the  promptness  possible.  These  people  should  be  kept 
to  themselves.  It  is  an  admitted  fact  that  epileptics  should  neither 
be  placed  in  poorhouses  or  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

If  it  should  n<#  be  deemed  advisable  to  have  a  separate  establish- 
ment erected  for  the  epileptics,  sufficient  space  might  be  apportioned 
in  one  of  the  present  white  institutions  of  the  State  and  all  the  epilep- 
tics from  the  other  institutions  transferred  to  this  one  point.  A  plan 
of  this  kind  has  been  in  operation  at  the  Central  Hospital  at  Peters- 
burg for  the  colored,  where  the  female  epileptics  have  been  kept  sepa- 
rate from  the  other  inmates,  and  recently  the  efficient  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  that  institution  have  arranged  to  separate  the  male  epileptics, 
and  practically  all  will  be  cared  for  separately.  This  system  has 
proven  beneficial  to  both  classes  of  patients,  and  is  in  every  way  most 
satisfactory. 

Some  States  have  established  colonies  of  this  kind,  and  have  farms 
where  not  only  this  class  but  incurable  patients  are  received.  Many 
sich  patients  are  capable  of  performing  some  kind  of  manual  labor, 
*ad  could  and  would  contribute  to  their  own  support.  The  counties 
could  arrange  to  have  many  of  their  incurable  patients  transferred  to 
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this  institution  by  the  payment  of  such  proportion  of  the  expenses  as 
would  be  found  just. 

A  report  was  made  to  the  Legislature  at  the  session  of  ISOT-'OS  by 
a  committee  appointed  at  the  session  of  1895-'96,  and  much  valuable 
information  can  be  gotten  from  the  report,  to  which  I  respectfully 
call  your  attention.  A  bill  was  also  presented  on  this  subject  to  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  passed  the  Senate  with  only 
four  negative  votes. 

I  would  also  respectfully  recommend  that  the  number  of  members 
of  the  boards  be  made  five  instead  of  nine.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  would  be  good  policy  in  regard  to  the  boards  of  educational  insti- 
tutions as  well  as  the  h<  spitals. 

PENITENTIARY. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary,  wherein  the  fiscal  affairs  of 
the  institution  are  shown  to  be  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  it 
gives  me  pleasure  to  commend  the  work  of  this  faithful  and  efficient 
Board. 

Notwithstanding  the  continued  dullness  in  the  shoe  trade,  thus  les- 
sening the  receipts  from  that  source  for  the  last  two  years,  and  the 
increase  in  the  cost  of  all  supplies  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  institution,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  earnings  for  the  last  year 
amounted  to  $43,053.71,  which  is  an  increase  over  the  year  ending 
October  1,  1898,  of  $12,967.07,  the  first  year  of  my  administration 
As  is  well  known,  the  chief  revenue  is  derived  from  hire  of  convicts 
to  the  Davis  Boot  and  Shoe  Co.  This  company  has  been  fair  and 
liberal  in  its  dealings  with  the  State,  and  has  been  just  in  its  demands 
upon  the  convicts. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  institution  demand  improve- 
ment, and  if  the  penitentiary  is  to  remain  where  it  is  at  present 
located  additional  cell-room  is  imperative.  I  had  the  honor  to  recom- 
mend to  the  extra  session  of  the  Legislature,  which  met  in  January 
last,  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  take  into  consideration  the 
whole  question  of  enlarging  the  penitentiary  or  the  propriety  of  re- 
moving it  elsewhere.  1  presume  the  Legislature  will  have  valuable 
suggestions  from  this  committee,  and  a  committee  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  has  also  had  this  matter  under  consideration. 

The  more  I  investigate  the  question  the  more  I  am  convinced  that 
it  would  be  best  for  the  State  to  sell  the  present  site  of  the  penitentiary 
and  buy  a  large  tract  of  land  on  which  to  erect  buildings.  If  from 
any  cause  the  convicts  cculd  not  be  kept  at  work  in  the  shops  here  and 
were  forced  to  remain  in  idleness  the  condition  of  affairs  would  be 
appalling.    If  the  penitentiary  was  located  on  a  farm  of  proper  size 
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and  the  convicts  should  be  thrown  out  of  work  in  the  prison  they 
could  be  at  once  put  to  profitable  and  healthful  employment  on  the 
farm.  In  addition  to  this,  even  if  the  contract  system  is  continued 
there  are  many  times  when  the  farm  and  shops  could  be  worked  to 
mutual  advantage,  as  at  different  times  the  number  of  convicts  re- 
quired in  the  shops  and  on  the  farm  varies.  The  present  penitentiary 
property  could  be  sold  to  advantage,  and  new,  clean,  uninfested 
modern  buildings  erected. 

I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  farm  of  not  less 
than  four  thousand  acres  in  the  vicinity  of  Richmond,  and  the  erec- 
tion on  it  of  new  and  suitable  buildings.  This  farm  might  be  made, 
as  the  present  one  has  been  to  some  extent,  a  model  one  for  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  surrounding  section.  If  it  is  not  deemed  best  to  buy  a 
farm  of  this  kind  and  make  the  changes  suggested,  I  would  recom- 
mend to  you,  as  I  have  to  former  legislatures,  the  purchase  of  land  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  present  farm.  The  amount  paid  in  rents  for  land 
that  has  been  leased  for  several  years  amounts  to  much  more  than  the 
interest  on  the  amount  for  which  the  lands  could  be  bought ;  besides, 
there  is  no  timber  on  the  present  farm,  which  is  a  great  disadvantage. 

The  high  water  and  rainy  weather  injured  the  corn  and  destroyed 
a  large  area  which  had  been  planted,  and  totally  destroyed  a  field  of 
wheat  that  would  have  yielded  about  1,200  bushels,  and  yet  despite 
these  drawbacks  the  ;farm  only  lacked  about  $100  of  being  self-sup- 
porting. A  pumping  outfit  has  been  put  in  at  the  farm  at  my  sug- 
gestion, and  great  benefit  has  been  derived  from  the  abundant  water 
supply  thus  afforded.  It  contributes  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the 
prisoners  and  gives  additional  security  to  the  buildings. 

CONDITIONAL   PARDONS. 

The  conditional  pardon  system,  which  I  had  the  honor  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Legislature  of  1897-'98,  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  cost,  direct  and  indirect,  of  the  criminal  popu- 
lation of  the  United  States  per  annum  amounts  to  something  like 
$2,500  per  capita.  Hence  earnest  efforts  are  being  made  in  all  the 
States  to  devise  some  means  to  reform  the  criminal  classes.  Under 
this  conditional  pardon  law  a  prisoner  is  given  the  privilege  of  apply-: 
ing  to  the  Board  of  Pardons,  who  in  turn  make  their  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Governor,  when  the  convict  has  served  half  his  term  and 
kept  the  prison  rules  for  the  previous  two  years  (if  he  shall  have 
seared  that  long).  As  an  additional  safeguard,  the  practice  is  for  the 
judge  and  Commonwealth's  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the 
prisoner  was  convicted  to  be  consulted.  If  deemed  meritorious,  the 
prisoner  is  turned  out  on  the  condition  that  he  shall  not  again  violate 
the  penal  laws  of  the  State.     A  large  percentage,  perhaps  three- 
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fourths,  of  the  prisoners  have  had  no  moral  training,  and  under  this 
law  they  are  made  to  realize,  for  the  first  time,  that  good  behavior 
brings  its  reward,  and  a  curb  is  thus  put  on  their  passions  and  they 
learn  to  control  themselves.  The  result  is  that  they  make  better 
prisoners,  and  when  turned  out  on  condition  that  they  behave  them- 
selves they  make  better  citizens. 

Under  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  I  granted  conditional  par- 
dons to  343  prisoners  during  the  past  four  years  up  to  October  1, 
1901 ;  a  few  more  will  be  added  to  this  list  during  my  term,  and  I 
have  released  something  like  a  fourth  of  this  number  from  the  peni- 
tentiary and  jails  on  similar  conditions,  which  I  imposed  of  my  own 
motion.  Out  of  this  whole  number  only  three  prisoners  thus  released 
have  been  returned  to  the  penitentiary,  and  only  one  reported  as  ar- 
rested who  was  released  from  the  jails.  The  percentage  of  those 
returned  to  the  penitentiary  for  second  and  third  terms  who  serve  out 
their  full  time  has  been  from  8  to  10  per  cent.  It  can  readily  be  seen 
that  if  we  have  reformed  by  this  system  only  8  per  cent,  on  the  400 
that  have  been  released,  or  32  prisoners,  and  these  estimated  to  be  an 
expense  to  the  State  of  $2,500  each,  we  have  made  a  saving  of 
$80,000,  to  say  nothing  of  the  moral  influence  exerted.  The  success 
of  the  conditional  pardon  system  has  been  largely  due  to  the  careful 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  law  has  been  administered  by  the 
present  Board,  and  too  much  cannot  be  said  in  commendation  of  their 
work. 

REFORMATORY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Laurel  Reformatory  for  white  boys  and  the  Negro  Reforma- 
tory for  colored  are  both  doing  splendid  work  in  giving  the  boys  com- 
mitted to  their  (Tare  the  benefit  of  the  moral  training  which  they  have 
not  received,  and  upon  whom  such  an  evil  influence  would  have  been 
exerted  if  they  had  been  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  and  jails  with 
hardened  criminals. 

It  has  been  my  policy  to  release  from  the  penitentiary  the  boys  who 
had  been  committed  there  on  condition  that  they  serve  the  same  time 
in  the  reformatory  schools,  and  in  many  cases  it  has  been  of  great 
benefit. 

The  Laurel  Reformatory  was  established  in  1890.  There  have  been 
discharged  from  it  during  the  past  year  72  boys,  and  174  are  now 
kept  there. 

The  Negro  Refomatory  School  was  established  September,  1899. 
There  have  been  committed  to  it  since  it  was  organized  139  boys  and 
one  girl.  The  State's  quota  (100)  is  now  in  the  school,  and  three 
more  are  awaiting  vacancies.  There  have  been  discharged  from  the 
school,  either  because  :>f  expiration  of  sentence  or  because  they  were 
deemed  sufficiently  reformed,  18  boys. 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  greatly  aid  in  reforming  the  boys 
committed  to  these  schools  if  the  system  of  indeterminate  sentence 
was  adopted.  If,  as  has  been  said,  the  criminal  population  costs 
$2,500  a  year  per  capita,  it  is  certainly  important  when  the  State 
undertakes  to  reform  the  youthful  criminals  that  it  be  done  as  thor- 
oughly as  possible,  and  the  board  and  managers  are  the  proper  ones 
to  judge  of  such  matters. 

BEPAIES  TO   THE   CAPITOL. 

I  respectfully  renew  the  recommendations  I  have  made  on  several 
previous  occasions  in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  repairs  to  the  Capitol, 
and  urge  upon  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  having  the  repairs 
made  as  early  as  possible.  To  lose  this  historic  building  and  the  al- 
most priceless  statue  of  Washington  which  it  contains  would  be  an 
irreparable  loss  to  the  State. 

ORDER    IN    THE    STATE. 

The  order  of  our  State  has  been  good,  and  it  is  a  gratifying  fact 
that  the  prevalence  of  that  menace  to  civilization — mob  law — has 
been  notably  less.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two  localities  the 
people  of  the  State  have  been  law-abiding  and  peaceful.  One  case, 
which  from  the  public  notice  it  received  and  from  the  flagrant  man- 
ner in  which  the  law  was  violated  by  the  mob,  perhaps  deserves  men- 
tion. 

On  March  23,  1900,  the  Sheriff  of  Greenesville  county  made  re- 
quisition on  me  for  military  aid  to  assist  him  in  protecting  two  pris- 
oners in  his  custody  from  a  mob  that  was  threatening  to  lynch  them. 
In  conformity  with  his  request,  and  in  obedience  to  law,  I  sent  Com- 
pany B  of  the  Richmond  Blues  to  Emporia,  the  county  seat,  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment,  and  the  soldiers  responded  with  commenda- 
ble promptness  to  the  call.  On  my  order  Major  Sol  Cutchins  took 
command.  The  soldiers  arrived  in  time  to  prevent  the  lynching,  and 
though  the  people  were  considerably  excited  had  the  situation  well 
in  hand,  so  much  so  that  at  10 :40  P.  M.  that  night  the  services  of  the 
soldiers  were  deemed  no  longer  needed  by  the  Sheriff,  who  issued  an 
order  for  them  to  return  to  Richmond.  This  order  was  signed  by  the  ' 
Sheriff,  as  required  by  law,  and  as  an  additional  precaution  was  ap- 
proved by  the  judge  of  the  county.  Though  the  train  was  in  readiness 
to  remove  the  soldiers,  they  were  kept  at  Emporia  as  a  purely  precau- 
tionary measure,  with  the  intention  of  withdrawing  them  at  daylight. 
During  the  night  there  were  evidences  that  the  mob,  which  was 
thought  had  dispersed,  was  again  gathering,  and  the  Sheriff  sum- 
moned the  soldiers  to  his  assistance,  revoking  the  order  for  their  dis- 
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charge,  and  also  asking  for  additional  troops,  which  I  at  once  pro- 
ceeded to  put  in  readiness ;  in  fact,  had  them  on  the  train  and  started 
to  the  scene  of  the  trouble. 

After  consultation  with  the  judge  and  other  prominent  citizens  of 
the  community,  the  Sheriff  decided  that  the  soldiers  were  a  menace  to 
the  situation,  and  that  their  presence  but  excited  the  people,  and  that 
he  could  best  protect  the  prisoners  with  civil  guards.  Accordingly  at 
11 :10  P.  M.  Major  Cutchins  wired  me  that  twenty-five  deputies  had 
been  sworn  in,  and  the  troops  were  relieved  from  duty.  Everything 
was  apparently  quiet  at  this  hour.  At  7:30  on  the  morning  of  the 
24th  he  wired  me :  "We  will  soon  be  discharged ;  without  protection 
the  prisoner  will  be  lynched  to-night.  Shall  I  obey  Sheriff's  order 
and  leave  ?" 

In  view  of  the  statement  by  the  Sheriff,  which  was  concurred  in  by 
the  judge  and  approved  at  a  meeting  of  the  most  prominent  citizens 
of  the  town,  that  the  presence  of  the  troops  acted  to  excite  the  mob, 
and  that  they  could  best  be  controlled  by  civil  guards,  I  felt  at  first 
some  doubt  as  to  what  course  of  action  I  should  or  could  under  the  law 
pursue.  After  investigation  of  the  laws  governing  the  militia  in  such 
cases,  and  having  in  view  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  our  Bill  of 
Rights — viz.,  that  the  military  should  be  held  in  strict  subordination 
to  the  civil  authorities — and  having  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
Sheriff  was  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that 
being  more  familiar  with  the  people  of  Greenesville  county  than 
Major  Cutchins,  his  opinion  as  to  how  they  could  be  best  managed 
was  entitled  to  equal  if  not  superior  weight,  I  wired  Major  Cutchins 
as  follows :  "The  sole  responsibility  is  on  the  Sheriff.  If  he  orders 
you  to  withdraw  you  can  do  nothing  but  obey.  We  have  done  every- 
thing possible  to  uphold  law  and  prevent  mob  violence,  and  are  still 
prepared  to  render  any  aid  necessary." 

While  this  opinion  was  more  or  less  a  hurried  one,  subsequent  in- 
vestigation has  confirmed  my  belief  that  this  was  the  only  course  I 
had  the  authority  to  pursue.  An  examination  of  the  Journal  of  the 
Senate  of  1895-'96,  page  120,  will  show  that  my  predecessor  was  con- 
fronted with  almost  the  identical  condition  of  affairs,  and  as  the 
Legislature  was  then  in  session  made  it  the  subject  of  a  special 
message  to  them,  requesting  that  the  authority  of  the  Governor  in 
such  cases  be  extended  and  made  plain.    He  said  in  part : 

"As  the  law  stands  now,  the  sheriff  of  any  county  or  mayor  of  a 
city  only  can  call  into  service  the  military  in  cases  of  breaches  of  the 
peace,  tumults,  riots,  or  resistences  of  law,  or  imminent  danger 
thereof.  The  Executive  has  no  such  power.  Was  it  intended  by  the 
law-makers  to  subordinate  the  power  of  the  Governor  to  the  will, 
caprice,  or  neglect  of  duty  of  the  sheriff  ?    Suppose  there  is  a  riot,  or 
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imminent  danger  thereof,  and  the  sheriff  or  mayor  is  in  sympathy 
with  the  rioters,  or  is  intimidated  by  them,  or  captured  by  them,  and 
will  not  or  cannot  call  for  troops ;  or  suppose  his  judgment  is  at  fault, 
or  he  is  incredulous  and  refuses  to  recognize  the  fact  that  there  is 
danger,  must  the  Governor,  charged  to  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faith- 
fully executed,  stand  with  his  hands  tied  and  dumb  ?" 

Yet  in  the  face  of  this  strong  presentation  of  the  facts  that  might 
arise  under  the  existing  law,  and  in  support  of  the  amendment  which 
he  suggested  to  the  section  of  the  Code  relative  to  this  matter,  which 
would  give  to  the  Governor  power  to  act  independently  of  the  sheriff, 
the  Senate  refused  by  a  vote  of  20  to  4  to  change  the  law,  thus  show- 
ing that  in  the  opinion  of  that  body  the  dangers  that  are  to  be  antici- 
pated from  granting  the  Executive  too  free  use  of  the  military  were 
paramount  to  any  that  might  come  from  the  failure  of  the  sheriffs  or 
mayors  to  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  their  duty,  and  though 
the  facts  in  that  immediate  case  were  present  and  urgent,  they  ad- 
hered to  previous  enactments  on  this  subject. 

I  am  constrained  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  this  decision  of  the 
Senate  was  wise  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances.  While  in  common 
with  every  good  citizen  of  the  State  I  felt  the  reproach  that  was 
brought  upon  the  State  by  the  action  of  the  mob  in  lynching  these 
two  men  immediately  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops,  still  I  would 
not  be  willing  to  depart  from  that  principle  of  government  which  has 
received  the  sanction  of  so  many  wise  and  patriotic  founders  of  our 
republic,  and  the  violation  of  which  they  made  one  of  the  indictments 
against  King  George  III.,  "that  he  affects  to  make  the  civil  authori- 
ties subordinate  to  the  military."  It  would  unquestionably  be  putting 
in  the  Governor's  hands  power  that  might  be  abused,  and  as  it  is  the 
instruction  of  history  that  all  despots  have  arisen  to  oppress  the  people 
through  the  use  of  military,' it  is  well  that  every  safeguard  be  kept 
around  this  branch,  as  the  growth  of  power  through  this  means  is 
always  insiduous  and  unnoticed  until  too  late  to  check  its  abuse. 

TIIB  VIRGINIA   VOLUNTEERS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  1898  the  Virginia  Volunteers  con- 
sisted of  both  white  and  colored  troops.  The  white  troops  were 
organized  into  a  brigade,  and  consisted  of  four  regiments  and  two 
small  battalions  of  infantry,  the  battalion  of  artillery,  and  two  troops 
of  cavalry. 

One  of  the  infantry  regiments  consisted  of  seven  companies,  one  of 
eight  companies,  and  the  remaining  twcr  of  ten  companies  each.  The 
two  battalions  of  infantry  consisted  of  two  companies  each.  The 
entire  white  force,  as  then  organized,  had  a  strength  of  191  officers 
and  2,034  enlisted  men. 
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The  colored  force  consisted  of  two  battalions  of  infantry — one  of 
three  and  the  other  of  five  companies.  Total  strength,  36  officers  and 
484  men. 

The  troops  of  all  arms  were  furnished  with  the  United  States  regu- 
lation undress  uniform,  consisting  of  forage  cap,  blouse  and  trousers, 
and,  generally,  with  the  regulation  canvas  leggings.  They  were,  how- 
ever, provided  only  to  a  limited  extent  with  campaign  hats,  overcoats, 
woolen  blankets,  and  rubber  ponchos,  and  much  of  the  clothing  and 
equipment  then  in  use  or  on  hand  was  old,  worn,  and  of  little  value. 
It  had  been,  with  few  exceptions,  drawn  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment from  year  to  year  for  a  number  of  years  in  such  small  quantities 
each  year  as  the  State  was  entitled  to. 

In  the  matter  of  tents  and  other  camp  and  garrison  equipage  the 
State  was  then  but  poorly  provided.  The  tents  were  mostly  old  and 
many  of  them  scarcely  in  a  serviceable  condition.  No  field  ranges  or 
cooking  or  mess  outfits  or  pioneer  tools  were  then  furnished. 

Such  was  the  organization,  armament,  equipment,  and,  approxi- 
mately, the  strength  of  the  Virginia  Volunteers  at  the  time  of  the  out- 
break of  the  war  with  Spain,  in  April,  1898,  when  I  was  called  upon 
by  the  President  to  furnish  for  service  in  the  United  States  army  in 
that  war  first  three  regiments  of  infantry  of  three  battalions  or 
twelve  companies  each,  and  later  one  regiment  of  two  battalions  or 
eight  companies,  with  all  the  arms,  ammunition,  equipment,  and  mili- 
tary supplies  that  it  might  be  possible  to  furnish. 

The  troops  called  for  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  expeditiously  as  was  possible,  taking  with  them  practically 
all  of  the  infantry  arms  and  equipments  and  all  of  the  tentage  then 
in  the  possession  of  the  State. 

The  matter  of  organizing  and  assembling  our  quota  of  troops  for 
active  service  in  the  field  was  attended  by  many  difficulties,  and  re- 
quired constant  and  careful  work  on  the  part  of  those  upon  whom 
the  task  devolved,  and  by  whom  it  was  accomplished  in  the  least  time 
and  at  the  least  cost  practicable. 

In  this  State  there  was  at  the  time  of  the  President's  call  for  troops 
no  fund  out  of  which  the  unusual  expenses  which  had  then  to  be  met 
could  be  even  temporarily  paid,  except  the  civil  contingent  fund  and 
the  military  fund,  and  the  entire  amount  paid  out  of  both  of  those 
f unds  on  account  of  recruiting,  mobilizing,  and  putting  our  quota  of 
troops  (four  regiments)  in  a  condition  for  active  service,  was  less 
than  $1,200,  which  was  a  remarkably  small  cost  when  compared  with 
the  large  sums  paid  out  by  other  States  in  furnishing  their  respective 
quotas  of  troops,  which  were,  in  many  instances,  much  smaller  than 
that  furnished  by  the  State  of  Virginia. 

In  one  State,  the  Legislature  of  which  was  in  session  at  the  time 
of  the  President's  call  upon  the  Governor  of  that  State  for  one  regi- 
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ment  of  infantry,  without  a  dissenting  vote  at  once  appropriated  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  placed  that  sum  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Governor  to  enable  him  to  properly  comply  with  the  call  that  had 
been  made  upon  him. 

The  Virginia  regiments  performed  most  creditable  service  in  the 
United  States  army,  and  endured  as  true  soldiers  the  many  privations 
and  hardships  incident  to  army  life.  After  the  conclusion  of  the  war 
they  were  mustered  out  of  the  United  States  service,  the  United 
States  retaining  all  the  arms,  equipments,  and  tentage  which  had  been 
carried  into  the  army. 

After  the  war,  and  as  soon  as  was  practicable  after  the  passage  by 
Congress  of  an  act  providing  for  the  reimbursement  of  the  governors 
of  States  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  on  account  of  the  war  with 
Spain  (act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899),  an  itemized  ac- 
count of  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  State  of  Virginia  on  account  of 
that  war  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
at  Washington  for  audit  and  payment,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  that 
account  has  been  paid. 

The  total  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  served  in  the 
four  Virginia  regiments  during  all  or  a  portion  of  the  time  those 
regiments  were  in  the  United  States  service  during  the  Spanish- 
American  war  is  198  officers  and  5,128  enlisted  men.  The  losses  by 
death  were  two  officers  and  sixty-eight  enlisted  men.  Two  of  the  en- 
listed men  committed  suicide  while  on  furlough,  two  were  killed  by 
civilians,  and  sixty-four  died  of  disease.  The  deaths  from  disease 
were  due  in  a  large  majority  of  the  cases  to  typhoid  fever. 

In  addition  to  these  four  regiments  several  other  companies,  both 
white  and  colored,  were  formed,  mostly  in  the  State,  and  were  mus- 
tered into  one  or  more  of  the  United  States  immune  regiments. 

REORGANIZATION    OF    THE    VIRGINIA   VOLUNTEERS. 

As  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war  with  Spain  as  it  was  practicable 
to  ascertain  when  and  what  arms,  equipments,  and  uniforms  could  be 
obtained  from  the  United  States  for  the  use  of  our  State  troops,  the 
matter  of  reorganizing  the  Virginia  Volunteers  was  entered  upon. 

Under  the  laws,  as  construed  by  the  Attorney-General  of  Virginia, 
it  appeared  that  all  of  our  volunteers  who  had  served  during  the  war 
with  Spain  in  the  United  States  army  had  upon  entering  such  service 
severed  their  connection  with  the  Virginia  Volunteers,  and  that,  there- 
fore, every  organization  of  Virginia  Volunteers,  the  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  which  had  entered  the  United  States  service,  either  as  a 
whole  practically  or  in  sufficient  numbers  to  reduce  it  below  the  mini- 
mum, had  from  that  time  ceased  to  have  other  than  a  technical  exist- 
ence. This  being  the  cose  with  respect  to  all  of  the  organizations  in 
the  State  except  the  artillery  battalion  and  the  troop  of  cavalry 
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(neither  of  which  had  been  called  for  service  in  the  army),  and  four 
companies  of  infantry,  three  of  which  had  been  recommended  for 
disbandment,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  define  the  status  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Volunteers  as  they  then  existed  before  the  reorganization  could 
be  intelligently  begun,  and  that  was  done  by  the  issuance  of  a  general 
order,  in  which  all  of  the  organizations  of  Virginia  Volunteers, 
except  the  battalion  of  artillery,  one  company  of  infantry,  and  the 
troop  of  cavalry  (neither  of  which  had  been  in  the  United  States  ser- 
vice), were  declared  disbanded  and  out  of  existence. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  reorganization  it  was  believed  that  in 
the  past  the  tendency  had  been  to  maintain,  or  attempt  to  maintain,  a 
larger  force  than  the  appropriations  warranted,  and  it  was  deter- 
mined to  avoid  that  policy  as  far  as  it  might  be  done,  and  as  a  result 
of  the  experience  gained  by  the  war  with  Spain  it  was  also  determined 
to  reorganize  our  State  force  more  nearly  in  conformity  with  the 
organization  of  the  regular  army,  as  most  of  the  other  States  were 
then  doing;  and  with  those  objects  in  view  the  reorganization  was 
entered  upon,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  results 
have  been  most  satisfactory.  Our  present  force  consists  of  two  regi- 
ments of  infantry  of  three  battalions  or  twelve  companies  each,  one 
battalion  of  infantry  of  two  companies,  six  unattached  companies  of 
infantry,  one  battalion  of  artillery  consisting  of  three  batteries,  and 
one  troop  of  cavalry. 

The  present  strength  of  the  volunteers  is  as  follows : 

Infantry   125  officers  and  1,947  enlisted  men;  total 2,072 

Artillery   19  officers  and      174  enlisted  men;  total 193 

Cavalry    4  officers  and       65  enlisted  men;  total 69 

All  arms    ...148  officers  and  2,186  enlisted  men;  grand  total.. 2,334 

The  volunteers  are  now  much  better  and  more  completely  equipped 
than  they  have  ever  been  before  in  their  history,  have  during  the  year 
been  supplied  with  every  necessity  for  service  at  home  or  in  the  field. 
The  unattached  companies  of  infantry  it  has  been  my  purpose  to  form 
into  another  regiment  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  such  companies 
were  organized. 

All  officers  are  now  required  to  pass  a  fairly  thorough  examination 
before  being  commissioned,  and  all  applicants  for  enlistment  are 
thoroughly  examined  physically  by  competent  physicians  before  being 
received.  The  personnel  of  the  volunteers  is  now  excellent,  and  in 
intelligence,  knowledge  of  duties,  and  general  appearance  they  are  all 
that  could  be  desired. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1899,  the  Secretary  of 
War  was  authorized  to  replace  by  like  stores  the  ordnance  stores  which 
the  volunteers  from  the  States  and  Territories  carried  into  the  United 
States  army  during  the  war  with  Spain,  and  which  were  retained  by 
the  United  States. 
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These  stores  included  rifles,  bayonets,  bayonet  scabbards,  cartridge 
belts,  ball  cartridges,  gun  slings,  blanket  bags,  canteens,  haversacks, 
and  other  articles  of  equipment,  and  those  due  the  State  of  Virginia 
have  been  nearly  all  returned.  A  later  act  of  Congress  authorized 
the  quartermaster  stores  which  had  been  carried  into  the  army  by 
State  troops  to  be  replaced  in  like  manner. 

The  value  of  the  quartermaster  stores  alone  to  be  thus  returned  to 
the  State  approximates  $32,000.  These  stores  are  now  being  returned 
upon  requisitions,  and  are  being  returned  at  such  times  and  in  such 
quantities,  and  are  also  sent  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States  to 
such  places  in  the  State  as  the  Governor  may  desire  and  request. 
Their  being  returned  in  this  way  saves  to  the  State  the  costs  of  haul- 
ing, storage  in  Richmond,  repacking,  reshipping,  etc.  A  strict  ac- 
count having  been  kept  at  the  time  that  the  Virginia  Volunteers  were 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service  in  1808  of  all  ordnance  stores 
and  quartermaster  stores  then  turned  over  to  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment by  the  State,  and  receipts  therefor  having  been  taken  in  all 
cases,  it  was  not  a  difficult  matter,  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
Congress  referred  to,  to  fully  establish  the  claims  of  this  State  for  all 
of  the  stores  which  she  had  furnished  the  General  Government  for 
war  purposes ;  and  those  stores,  especially  the  clothing,  Rentage,  and 
other  quartermaster  stores,  were  many  of  them  quite  old,  much  used, 
and  of  not  much  value  when  they  were  turned  over  to  the  General 
Government  in  1898,  but  the  General  Government  is  replacing  those 
stores,  article  for  article,  by  like  stores,  which  are  either  new  or  prac- 
tically as  good  as  new  and  entirely  serviceable.  The  quartermaster 
stores  now  being  returned  include  campaign  hats,  forage  caps,  over- 
coats, blouses,  trousers,  canvas  leggins,  woolen  blankets,  rubber 
ponchos,  chevrons,  trouser  stripes,  bed  sacks,  conical  wall  tents,  wall 
tents,  common  tents,  drums,  trumpets,  books  of  record,  books  of  in- 
struction, packing  boxes,  etc. 

In  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  for  the  present  year  will  be 
found  complete  statements  of  all  stores  thus  replaced  and  to  be  re- 
placed. 

The  clothing,  arms,  and  equipments  with  which  the  Virginia 
Volunteers  are  supplied  by  the  State  are  nearly  all  drawn  from  the 
ordnance  and  quartermaster  departments  of  the  United  States  army, 
and  are  charged  against  the  sum  allotted  to  the  State  from  the  annual 
appropriation  made  by  Congress  for  providing  arms  and  equipments 
for  the  troops  of  all  of  the  States.  The  prices  at  which  the  arms  and 
equipments  thus  drawn  are  charged  are  fixed  annually  by  the  War 
Department,  and  are  announced  in  general  orders  issued  from  the 
Adjutant-General's  office  at  Washington.  The  United  States  retains 
the  ownership  of  these  supplies,  and  requires  proper  returns  of  them 
to  be  annually  made  to  the  proper  departments. 
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The  troops  of  all  arms  of  our  service  are  supplied  with  United 
£ftates  army  regulation  campaign  hats,  forage  caps,  blue  flannel  shirts, 
blouses,  trousers,  canvas  leggins,  rubber  ponchos,  woolen  blankets, 
blanket  bags,  haversacks,  canteens,  and  all  articles  of  uniform  and 
equipment,  including  books  of  record  and  instruction  now  supplied  to 
the  regular  army.  Overcoats  are  now  being  furnished,  and  the  head- 
quarters of  each  regiment  and  separate  battalion  and  each  company, 
troop,  and  battery  is  furnished  with  a  field  range  and  complete  cook- 
ing outfit,  each  having  a  capacity  of  from  72  to  125  men.  Complete 
sets  of  pioneer  tools,  including  axes,  picks,  shovels,  etc.,  are  also 
furnished. 

The  State  has  now  in  its  possession  a  supply  of  excellent  tentage 
amply  sufficient  for  the  encampment  of  one  full  twelve-company 
regiment.  These  tents  are  not  issued  permanently  to  any  one  com- 
mand, but  are  ordinarily  kept  in  the  State  arsenal  in  Richmond,  from 
which  place  they  are  issued  temporarily  when  needed,  and  afterward 
returned  to  the  arsenal. 

Our  infantry  is  armed  with  the  United  States  Springfield  breech- 
loading  rifle,  calibre  45 — a  most  admirable  weapon. 

The  artillery  armament  consists,  as  it  has  consisted  for  some  time, 
of  twelve  3-inch  rifles,  two  6-pounder  brass  pieces,  all  muzzle-loading, 
and  one  Gatling  gun  and  appendages. 

Two  of  the  batteries  of  artillery  (B  and  C)  have  lately  been  fur- 
nished with  a  full  complement  of  new  harness. 

The  cavalry  troop  is  armed  with  the  United  States  Springfield 
carbine  and  the  cavalry  sabre,  and  its  equipment  as  to  saddles,  bridles, 
blankets,  halters,  etc.,  is  that  of  the  regular  service.  The  cavalry 
officers  are  furnished  the  Colt's  45-calibre  revolver.  All  other  officers 
of  the  Virginia  service  are  furnished  with  the  Colt's  38-calibre 
revolver. 

THE   STATE   APPROPRIATION. 

The  appropriation  made  by  the  State  for  military  purposes,  and 
which  constitutes  what  is  known  is  "the  military  fund,"  amounts  to 
about  $11,000  per  year. 

This  fund  is  charged  by  law  with  all  the  expenses  of  military 
administration,  including  salaries,  the  pay  and  mileage  of  the  Assist- 
ant Inspector-General  when  on  duty,  the  expenses  of  officers  attending 
the  election  of  field  officers,  the  expenses  of  officers  attending  the 
examinations  which  are  required  by  law,  the  cost  of  postage,  sta- 
tionery, printing  and  binding;  the  costs  of  courts  of  inquiry,  courts 
martial,  boards  of  examination  and  boards  of  survey,  freight  and 
drayage  on  all  military  property  moved  within  the  State,  the  expenses 
attending  the  physical  examination  of  recruits,  and  numerous  other 
matters. 

Besides  the  expenses  with  which  the  military  fund  is  charged  by 
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law,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Military  Board,  acting  under  the 
authority  with  which  it  is  vested  by  the  law,  to  make  each  year  an 
allowance  from  the  military  fund  to  the  headquarters  of  each  regi- 
ment and  separate  battalion,  and  to  each  company,  troop,  and  bat- 
tery, for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of  postage,  stationery,  print- 
ing, the  construction  of  lockers  in  which  to  keep  clothing,  arms,  and 
equipments ;  the  alterations  and  repairs  of  uniforms,  and,  when  such 
expenses  have  to  be  met  by  organizations,  the  rent  of  armories,  hire 
of  janitors,  the  cost  of  lights,  fuel,  etc. 

THE  NATIONAL  APPBOPBIATION. 

The  Congress  of  the  United  States  now  makes  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of  one  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  providing  arms,  ord- 
nance stores,  quartermaster  stores,  and  camp  equipage  for  issue  to  the 
troops* of  the  States  and  Territories.     This  appropriation  is  appor- 
tioned among  the  several  States  and  Territories,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  according  to  the  number  of  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives to  which  each  State  is  entitled  in  Congress;  but  it  is 
provided  that  no  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  appro- 
priation apportioned  to  it  unless  the  number  of  its  regularly  enlisted, 
organized,  and  uniformed  active  militia  shall  be  at  least  one  hundred 
men  for  each  senator  and  representative  to  which  such  State  is  entitled 
in  Congress.     The  sum  annually  allotted  to  the  State  of  Virginia 
from  this  appropriation  is  at  present  $25,490.20. 

Xo  part  of  this  sum  is  paid  to  the  State  in  money,  but  it  is  fur- 
nished in  clothing,  arms,  and  equipments,  which  remain  the  property 
of  the  United  States,  and  are  required  to  be  accounted  for  under  the 
same  regulations  which  govern  accountability  for  public  property  in 
the  army. 

When  government  property  becomes  unserviceable  it  is  required 
that  it  shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  officers  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  if  such  property  is  then  condemned  and  the  report  of  the 
board  of  survey  is  approved  by  the  Governor,  such  report  is  then  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  his  orders  as  to  the  disposition  of 
the  property.  If  it  is  ordered  to  be  sold,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  must 
be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

The  laws  and  regulations  regarding  the  accountability  for  public 
property  are  now  strictly  observed. 

TEANSPOETATION   AND   FACILITIES    FOE    CONCENTRATION. 

The  stations  of  all  troops  are  easily  accessible  by  railroad,  and 
many  by  water,  and  all  can  easily  be  communicated  with  by  tele- 
graph, and  could  be  concentrated  at  any  railroad  point  in  the  State  in 
a  very  short  time.  The  laws  of  the  State  require  that  the  several  rail- 
road and  other  transportation  companies  in  this  State  shall  furnish

transportation  for  troops  called  or  ordered  out  to  aid  the  civil  authori- 
ties, and  for  stores,  munitions,  and  equipments  upon  the  application 
of  the  officer  in  actual  command,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from 
him  of  the  number  of  men  to  be  carried,  and  their  destination,  and 
a  copy  of  the  order  calling  them  out. 

THE   ADJUTANT-GENERAl/s    OFFICE. 

The  duties  belonging  to  the  Adjutant-General's  office  embrace 
everything  relating  to  the  effective  state  of  the  military  establishment 
of  the  State,  including  organization,  instruction,  discipline,  arma- 
ment, equipment,  maintenance,  and  all  orders,  returns,  reports,  and 
correspondence  relating  to  these  various  matters.  For  a  number  of 
years  prior  to  the  war  with  Spain  this  office  had  the  benefit  of  the 
services  of  an  army  officer,  who  was  detailed  for  duty  with  the  Vir- 
ginia Volunteers,  and  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Adjutant- 
General,  performed  the  duties  relating  to  the  quartermaster's  and 
ordnance  departments,  but  since  soon  after  the  beginning  of  that  war 
there  has  been  no  such  officer  on  duty  in  this  State,  or,  so  far  as  it  is 
known,  in  any  State,  the  war  and  the  largely  increased  service  re- 
quired of  the  army  since  that  time  having  necessitated  the  with- 
drawal of  all  army  officers  from  duty  with  State  troops.  In  many 
other  States  there  are  quartermasters-general  who  perform  the  duties 
pertaining  to  the  quartermaster's  and  ordnance  departments. 

In  this  State  the  Adjutant-General  performs  not  only  the  duties 
which  properly  pertain  to  the  Adjutant-General's  department,  but 
also  those  which  belong  to  all  of  the  other  departments  of  the  military 
service. 

The  claims  and  the  accounts  of  the  State  against  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, the  replacing  by  the  General  Government  of  all  the  ordnance 
and  quartermaster  stores  which  were  carried  into  the  army  by  our 
troops  in  1898,  and  the  very  large  increase  of  the  national  appropria- 
tion, making  the  quantities  of  military  stores  issued  to  the  State  much, 
more  than  double  the  amount  prior  to  such  increase,  have  contributed 
to  greatly  augment  the  work  of  this  office.  It  is  believed  that  a 
decided  improvement  has  been  made  and  is  now  in  use  in  the  office  in 
the  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  all  ordnance  and  quartermas- 
ter's stores  with  the  ordnance  and  quartermaster's  department  of  the 
army,  from  which  departments  such  stores  are  drawn,  and  also  with 
the  organizations  or  officers  of  the  State  to  whom  such  supplies  are 
issued.  All  accounts  and  claims  against  the  military  fund  are  sent 
to  the  Adjutant-General,  and  all  disbursements  from  that  fund  are 
made  through  his  office,  where  the  accounts  are  all  kept. 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  exhibits  fully  and  in  compre- 
hensive detail  the  transactions  of  his  department,  and  affords  full 
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information  as  to  the  organization,  armament,  equipment,  strength, 
location,  and  condition  of  efficiency  of  the  various  different  commands 
throughout  the  State,  and  further  shows  the  number,  kinds,  and 
values  of  all  military  stores  in  the  possession  of  the  State ;  shows  all 
disbursements  from  the  military  fund,  contains  the  report  of  the 
Assistant  Inspector-General,  the  State  roster,  the  rolls  of  the  Virginia 
Volunteers,  and  copies  of  all  general  orders  and  circulars  issued  since 
the  date  of  the  last  report. 

While  our  military  force  is  now  well  organized,  composed  of  excel- 
lent material,  and  is  armed,  equipped,  and  in  every  way  more 
abundantly  supplied  than  it  has  ever  been  before,  yet  in  the  interests 
of  discipline  and  of  more  thorough  and  advanced  instruction,  it  is 
believed  that  there  should  be  an  encampment  each  year  of  the  entire 
force  of  the  State,  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  subject 
of  making  suitable  provision  for  such  an  encampment  be  given  serious 
consideration. 

AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  great  benefit  the  farmers  of  the 
State  have  derived  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  under  the 
able  administration  of  Commissioner  G.  W.  Koiner.  If  a  money 
value  could  be  placed  upon  the  results  directly  attributable  to  the 
work  of  this  branch  of  the  State  government  it  would  probably  reach 
into  the  millions.  But  the  good  to  the  State  cannot  be  reckoned  in 
dollars  and  cents.  It  is  beyond  such  a  calculation,  for  the  seed  that 
has  been  sown  by  the  present  head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
will  be  bearing  its  fruit  for  the  benefit  of  generations  yet  to  come. 

Agriculture  is  one  of  the  noblest  pursuits  of  man.  Upon  it  depends 
the  welfare  of  the  nation.  The  South  has  always  been  pre-eminently 
an  agricultural  section.  But  as  in  other  branches  of  industry,  he  who 
would  win  the  greatest  success  and  reap  the  greatest  benefit  from  his 
calling  must  keep  abreast  of  the  times.  Science  enters  largely  in  the 
pursuit  of  agriculture,  and  science  is  ever  progressive.  Not  a  year 
passes  that  new  discoveries  are  not  made  in  the  science  of  agriculture, 
just  as  in  all  other  sciences.  The  great  fundamental  laws  of  nature 
remain  the  same,  but  the  world  of  science  is  forever  at  work  to  throw 
new  light  upon  them. 

To  the  farmer  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  as  a  fountain  of 
knowledge.  The  man  whose  very  livelihood  depends  upon  the  yield 
of  his  soil  cannot  dive  into  what  are  to  him  the  mysteries  of  scientific 
agriculture  and  study  them  out  for  himself.  The  knowledge  which 
has  been  derived  from  the  experimental  stations,  test  farms,  and  labo- 
ratories of  the  world  must  be  disseminated  by  direct  means — brought 
to  his  own  door,  as  it  were,  and  placed  in  his  hands.  It  is  just  such  a 
work  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  does.  The  value  of  this 
work  to  the  farmer  is  inestimable. 
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The  farmers  of  Virginia  have  only  in  the  past  few  years  come  to  a 
realization  of  what  the  department  means  to  them.  At  present 
nearly  twenty-five  thousand  farmers  throughout  the  State  are  receiv- 
ing the  bulletins  and  reports  issued  by  the  Commissioner. 

The  passage  of  the  act  fixing  a  tax  of  15  cents  per  ton  upon  the 
sale  of  fertilizers  in  the  State  has  proved  a  great  blessing  to  the  farm- 
ers of  Virginia,  and  they  recognize  it  as  such.  This  tax  has  not 
increased  the  price  of  fertilizers,  while  it  has  been 'the  means  of 
guaranteeing  to  the  consumer  the  purity  of  his  goods.  The  inspection 
and  analyses  of  the  brands  of  fertilizers  sold  in  this  State,  and  there- 
after the  publication  of  the  latter,  is  the  only  safeguard  the  farmer 
has  to  protect  him.  Even  if  the  15  cents  came  out  of  the  farmer's 
pocket,  which  it  does  not,  surely  he  would  be  willing  to  pay  this  small 
amount  to  insure  protection  in  the  purchase  of  his  goods.  As  it  is, 
should  the  fertilizer  purchased  show  by  the  department  analysis  that 
it  is  10  per  cent,  below  the  guarantee,  the  purchaser  is  not  required 
by  law  to  pay  for  the  goods.  Moreover,  the  Commissioner  of  Agricul- 
ture is  authorized  to  prohibit  the  manufacturer  from  again  placing 
upon  the  market  a  brand  that  has  fallen  more  than  10  per  cent,  below 
the  guaranteed  analysis.  The  inspection  of  fertilizers  in  this  State 
has  been  carefully  done,  of  which  fact  the  manufacturers  have  been 
fully  aware,  as  they  have  shown  a  decided  tendency  to  make  their 
brands  run  above  the  guarantee  rather  than  below  it,  so  that  the 
farmer  is  receiving  the  full  value  for  the  money  he  spends  in  the 
purchase  of  fertilizers. 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  has  done  a  great  work  in  hold- 
ing farmers'  institutes  throughout  the  State.  During  the  last  year 
institutes  have  been  held  in  forty  counties,  and  those  in  which  they 
have  not  occurred  will  be?  visited  by  the  Commissioner  and  his  asso- 
ciate lecturers  in  the  near  future.  In  the  counties  in  which  the  in- 
stitutes have  been  held  the  farmers  are  enthusiastic,  and  have  urged 
the  Commissioner  to  ajrain  visit  them  at  the  very  earliest  possible 
time.  The  men  engaged  to  lecture  at  the  institutes  are  practical  as 
well  as  scientific.  The  talks  are  not  on  theoretical  lines,  but  are  ex- 
tremely practical  in  their  nature,  and  being  such  hold  the  undivided 
attention  of  the  farmers,  who  frequently  enter  into  the  discussions 
themselves.  These  institutes  induce  the  farmer  to  study  modern 
methods  of  farming  and  to  use  the  information  obtained  from  experi- 
ments and  tests.  Other  States  have  found  after  ten  years  of  institute 
work  their  great  value  to  the  agricultural  interest  of  the  State,  and 
larger  appropriations  are  made  for  the  continuance  of  this  work. 

A  test  farm  was  established  at  Saxe,  Charlotte  county,  last  July, 
where  experiments  and  tests  will  be  made  by  the  use  of  the  different 
kinds  of  plant  food  in  the  fertilizers,  and  in  growing  the  different 
grasses  and  forage  crops,  cereals,  and  fruits,  showing  to  our  farmers 
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what  is  the  most  profitable  to  them  in  that  section  of  the  State.  This 
farm  is  located  in  the  tobacco  section  of  the  State,  and  experiments 
will  be  made  in  growing  tobacco  of  various  types  under  different  con- 
ditions, so  as  to  enable  our  tobacco  growers  to  secure  the  largest  profits 
in  growing  and  handling  this  crop.  The  farm  is  in  charge^  of  Prof. 
S.  B.  Heiges,  ex-United  States  pomologist,  a  man  in  every  way  fitted 
for  the  position.  Prof.  Heiges  has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
best  institute  lecturers  in  this  country,  and  the  department  has  the 
benefit  of  his  services  in  this  work  at  such  seasons  when  his  presence 
is  not  required  at  the  farm. 

The  Commissioner  has  been  most  active  in  his  efforts  to  induce 
immigration  to  the  State,  and  he  has  been  most  successful  in  his  work 
in  this  direction.  Many  of  his  Western  and  Northern  correspondents 
have  made  special  trips  to  Virginia  in  order  to  call  upon  the  Com- 
missioner and  learn  by  a  personal  interview  such  information  as  they 
desired  in  regard  to  this  State.  In  many  instances  these  home-seekers 
have  been  so  favorably  impressed  that  they  have  decided  to  perma- 
nently locate  in  Virginia,  and  many  of  them  have  already  settled  here. 

The  department  can  do  very  little  to  develop  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  State,  as  it  is  crippled  through  lack  of  funds  necessary  to  push 
forward  this  most  important  work.  The  State  makes  no  appropria- 
tion towards  the  support  of  the  department,  and  the  funds  at  the 
command  of  the  latter  can  be  used  only  for  specific  purposes. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner  has  been  received  from  the 
printer,  and  a  review  of  the  book  shows  that  the  work  is  replete  with 
valuable  information  in  which  no  farmer  can  fail  to  be  interested. 

The  Commissioner  is  now  preparing  a  hand-book  of  Virginia, 
which  will  set  forth  at  length  the  advantages  and  resources  of  this 
State.  Such  a  work  is  very  much  needed,  there  being  a  great  demand 
for  a  publication  of  this  nature,  especially  from  those  contemplating 
making  their  home  in  Virginia. 

VIRGINIA  AND  TENNESSEE  BOUND  ABY  LINE. 

After  numerous  conferences  between  Governor  Benton  McMillan, 
of  Tennessee,  and  myself  and  the  attorney-generals  of  the  two  States, 
held  first  at  Bristol  and  subsequently  at  Washington,  D.  C,  it  was 
agreed  that  a  decree  should  be  entered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  a  friendly  suit  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
line  between  the  two  States.  In  accordance  with  this  agreement 
the  court  entered  a  decree  establishing  the  line  between  Virginia 
and  Tennessee  as  the  one  fixed  by  the  compact  between  the 
said  States  in  1803,  and  which  was  actually  run  and  located 
under  proceedings  had  by  the  two  States  in  1801-1803.  At 
<mr  suggestion  Messrs.  J.  B.  Baylor,  of  Virginia;  Andrew  H. 
Buchanan,  of  Tennessee,  and  William  C.  Hodgkins,  of  Massachu- 
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setts,  all  of  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey,  were  ap- 
pointed under  the  decree  as  commissioners  to  retrace,  remark,  and  re- 
establish said  line. 

The  boundary  marks  that  had  been  made  under  the  survey  of  1802- 
'03  had,  .from  lapse  of  time,  become  obliterated,  and  in  consequence 
there  were  many  long-standing  controversies  as  to  the  true  location  of 
the  line.    On  more  than  one  occasion  bloodshed  was  barely  averted. 

By  concurrent  acts  of  the  legislatures  of  the  two  States,  the  line  so 
far  as  it  affected  the  city  of  Bristol  was  agreed  to  be  at  the  center  of 
Main  street.  The  commissioners  have  been  engaged  in  remarking  the 
other  parts  of  the  line,  and  it  has  been  established  and  stone  monu- 
ments erected  at  suitable  places  from  White  Top  Mountain  to  the 
Clinch  river.  There  is  still  about  forty  miles  of  the  western  end  of 
the  line  to  be  retraced.  The  commissioners  were  forced  to  discontinue 
their  work  during  the  winter  owing  to  the  fact  that  Professor 
Buchanan  was  compelled  to  resume  his  school  duties. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  appropriation  which  was  made  by  the  last 
General  Assembly  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  Virginia's  por- 
tion, leaving  a  surplus  of  perhaps  $1,000. 

BUREAU  OF  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRIAL  STATISTICS. 

The  Legislature,  in  recognition  of  the  laboring  classes,  established 
in  1898  a  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  statistics  as  to  their 
growth  and  welfare.  While  this  is  a  new  field  of  investigation  in 
Virginia,  the  result  of  the  very  efficient  work  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Labor,  Mr.  A.  P.  Montague,  who  was  first  appointed,  but  who  re- 
signed after  the  publication  of  his  report,  and  Mr.  James  B.  Doherty, 
who  I  appointed  to  succeed  him,  has  been  most  interestingly  set  forth 
in  their  reports,  to  which  I  respectfully  invite  your  attention. 

A  great  many  valuable  statistics  have  been  compiled,  and  the  de- 
partment promises  to  be  of  great  usefulness  to  the  State.  The  report 
of  Commissioner  Doherty  for  1901,  which  will  be  ready  for  distribu- 
tion in  a  few  weeks,  contains  valuable  and  useful  information.  The 
future  success  of  the  department  depends  largely  on  having  good, 
conservative  men  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Commissioner.  I  feel 
very  much  gratified  at  the  way  it  has  been  and  is  now  being  conducted. 
Virginia  owes  much  to  the  intelligence  and  patriotic  spirit  of  her 
laboring  people,  and  it  is  not  only  a  wise  policy,  but  a  just  one  to  pro- 
mote their  welfare  in  every  way  possible. 

MOUNT  VERNON. 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors 
on  the  part  of  the  State  to  Mount  Vernon  for  the  present  year.  This 
is  of  historic  value.    It  gives  the  full  history  of  the  movement  begun 
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in  December,  1853,  for  the  purchase  of  Mount  Vernon  by  the  Mount 
Vernon  Ladies'  Association  of  the  Union,  all  the  legislation  of  the 
State  in  relation  to  that  association,  as  well  as  the  action  of  the  legis- 
latures of  the  past  looking  to  the  retention  of  the  remains  of  Wash- 
ington at  Mount  Vernon,  the  facts  showing  the  purchase  of  Mount 
Vernon,  the  agreement  for  its  purchase,  and  the  deeds  which  point 
out  how  Mount  Vernon  is  held.  The  credit  for  this  report  is  due  to 
Judge  James  B.  Sener,  one  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.  Judge  Sener 
has  given  to  the  preparation  of  this  report  a  great  deal  of  time,  much 
investigation,  and  very  thoughtful  consideration.  The  report  has  the 
full  concurrence  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board — to-wit :  Hons. 
J.  L  M.  Curry  and  B.  B.  Munford,  Captain  John  A.  Coke,  and  Mr. 
E.  L.  Gardiner.  It  is  a  most  appropriate  addition  to  the  State's  his- 
tory, embodying  in  concreted  form  the  story  of  Mount  Vernon,  in- 
eluding  its  present  ownership  and  management.  It  may  be  added 
that  every  fact  relating  tv»  the  home  of  Washington  interests  not  only 
all  Virginians  and  all  citizens  of  the  Union,  but  many  people  in  for- 
eign lands. 

PRIMARY  ELECTIONS. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  primary  elections,  I  respectfully 
call  attention  to  the  recommendation  I  made  to  the  last  Legislature 
on  the  subject  of  electing  United  States  senators  by  direct  vote  of  the 
people.  I  also  earnestly  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  general  pri- 
mary election  law,  to  embrace  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  expedi- 
ent, so  that  the  people  can  have  every  safeguard  they  have  in  general 
elections  to  insure  an  honest  count  of  their  votes,  otherwise  these  pri- 
maries will  be  in  the  hands  of  officials  who  have  no  legal  responsibility 
for  a  dishonest  administration  of  their  office. 

VACANT    JUDGESHIPS. 

On  the  2d  day  of  September,  1901,  that  accomplished  gentleman 
and  gifted  scholar  and  jurist,  Judge  Baker  P.  Lee,  of  the  County 
Court  of  Elizabeth  City  county,  died.  I  appointed  Hon.  S.  J.  Dudley 
to  fill  the  vacancy  until  thirty  days  after  the  meeting  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

UkNDS  OWNED  BY  THE  STATE. 

The  State  holds  ma.  j  pieces  of  land  that  have  been  bought  in  for 
delinquent  taxes,  and  on  which  the  amount  of  the  accrued  taxes  is 
more  than  the  value  of  the  property.  The  persons  in  whose  name  they 
are  assessed  are  perfectly  indifferent  as  to  what  disposition  the  State 
makes  of  them.  As  long  as  they  are  held  by  the  State,  and  until  the 
owners  or  some  one  else  will  pay  the  accrued  taxes,  the  lands  or  lots 
are  of  no  taxable  value  to  the  State  or  cities  in  which  they  are  located. 
If  these  pieces  of  land  were  duly  advertised  and  sold  at  public  auction 
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for  what  they  would  bring,  the  new  purchasers  would  at  once  become 
tax-payers  on  the  real  value  of  the  property,  and  the  towns  and  cities 
that  are  now  kept  entirely  out  of  their  taxes  could  also  derive  their 
proportion  on  the  new  value  that  would  be  ascertained  by  the  sale. 

I  would  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  directing  the  sale  of  all 
lands  where  the  amount  of  accrued  taxes  is  clearly  more  than  the 
value  of  the  property  for  such  amount  as  they  will  bring  at  public 
auction.  In  one  city  that  I  have  investigated  municipal  taxes  have 
accumulated  to  the  amount  of  $93,000,  and  the  amount  due  the  State 
is  about  a  third  as  much  more.  Neither  the  State  or  city  can  or  will 
ever  derive  a  particle  of  taxes  from  such  property,  and  there  is  cer- 
tainly no  advantage  in  holding  it.  I  have  no  doubt  other  cities  and 
counties  of  the  Commonwealth  will  also  show  a  large  amount  in  like 
condition. 

PRESERVATION   OF   HISTORIC    SPOTS. 

There  are  certain  historic  spots  upon  the  battle-fields  and  elsewhere 
in  Virginia  now  easily  located,  but  which  when  the  present  generation 
passes  away  will  be  impossible  to  be  found.  A  distinguished  citizen 
of  Virginia  recently  returned  to  this  State  has  intimated  a  willing- 
ness to  mark  some  of  these  localities  with  appropriate  monuments, 
and  no  doubt  other  individuals  and  associations  will  probably  do  the 
same  thing.  It  seems  to  me  it  is  desirable  some  action  should  be 
taken  looking  to  the  permanent  preservation  of  these  monuments  or 
marks,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  counties  and  cities  should  be 
authorized  by  statute  to  acquire  or  accept  title  to  such  places  and  hold 
the  same,  thus  preserving  the  identity  of  these  historic  spots. 

MAKE  VIRGINIA  KNOWN  TO  THE  WORLD. 

In  1903,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  there  will  be  a  great  exposition  of 
the  world's  progress  and  development  in  commemoration  of  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  acquisition  of  the  Great  Western  Terri- 
tory, known  as  the  "Louisiana  Purchase."  Virginia  has  not  in  the 
past  advertised  her  advantages  as  she  should.  For  thirty-six  years 
her  fair  name  has  been  reproached  for  the  lack  of  progress  in  all  the 
industrial  and  mechanical  arts  and  sciences.  I  ask  the  General  As- 
sembly to  make  provision  for  a  suitable  display  of  this  State's  re- 
sources and  manufactures,  her  fruits  and  products  of  all  kinds,  and 
along  with  it  a  suitable  presentation  of  what  she  is  doing  in  her  educa- 
tional work. 

Virginia  wants  new  settlers  in  her  borders,  but  she  wants  only  the 
best  the  world  affords.  She  wants  more  of  the  same  kind  that  first 
cleared  up  her  forests,  and  to  bring  them  here  she  must  show  what 
she  has  done  and  is  doing. 

I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  the  individual  public-spirited  citizen  will 
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contribute  liberally  to  this  end,  and  we  should  make  this  display 
worthy  of  our  record  and  our  present  aspirations. 

THE   TEB-CBNTENABY  OF   THE  SETTLEMENT  OF  AMERICA. 

In  1907  Virginia,  and  America  for  that  matter,  will  desire  to  cele- 
brate the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  settlement  at  Jamestown, 
Va.,  of  tie  English-speaking  race  on  this  continent.  It  will  be  the 
time  of  all  times  for  the  vindication  of  Virginia's  part  in  creating  this 
great  government  and  developing  this  great  continent.  It  will  be  the 
time  of  all  times  for  showing  the  world  our  beautiful  and  even  tem- 
pered climate,  our  harbors,  rivers,  and  inlets ;  our  prodigal  gifts  of 
mountain,  stream,  and  sky,  and  our  great  resources  and  manufac- 
turing plants,  and,  above  all,  our  happy  Virginia  homes  and  people. 
I  trust  that  Virginia  will  rise  to  the  height  of  this  great  opportunity, 
and  that  it  will  mark  in  the  present  generation  of  Virginians  the 
dawning  of  a  great,  progressive,  and  industrial  era  that  will  forever 
close  the  mouth  of  detraction  and  place  us  in  the  forefront  of  Ameri- 
can States. 

We  should  avoid  the  rocks  and  shoals  that  have  been  so  disastrous 
to  other  expositions,  and  I  would  earnestly  urge  against  extravagance 
in  laying  out  grounds  and  erecting  buildings  and  other  useless  expen- 
ditures. All  expositions  have  been  more  or  less  alike,  and  the  public 
has  seen  enough  of  gorgeous  displays.  What  we  want  is  a  practical 
presentation  of  what  we  want  the  world  to  see.  To  accomplish  this 
result  it  would  be  a  wise  policy  for  the  State  tc  arrange  for  a  "per- 
manent exhibit"  of  her  resources.  This  could  be  used  at  both  exposi- 
tions. It  has  been  tried  with  great  success  by  North  Carolina,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  we  could  not  start  now,  and  by  appropriations 
each  year  we  would  soon  have  a  creditable  exhibit  for  any  exposition. 
If  such  a  course  had  been  pursued  in  the  past  we  would  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  take  part  in  the  exposition  which  is  now  going  on  in  our  sister 
Southern  State  at  Charleston. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  to  the  people  of  Virginia  through 
their  representatives  my  appreciation  of  the  sympathy  and  support 
which  has  been  so  kindly  and  generously  accorded  me  by  all  classes, 
and  which  has  greatly  strengthened  me  in  my  efforts  to  serve  them. 
May  the  same  kind  Providence  that  has  ever  watched  over  our  people 
gnide  the  deliberations  of  their  representatives  to  wise  conclusions 
that  will  promote  the  best  interest  of  our  beloved  Commonwealth.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That 
it  is  the  sense  of  the  General  Assembly  that  in  view  of  the  presence  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  at  the  Capitol  of  Virginia  there  should 
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be  no  legislation  of  a  general  description  at  this  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  other  than  that  relating  to  the  necessary  appropriation  of 
the  public  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1902,  and 
such  other  general  legislation  as  the  public  exigencies  may  impera- 
tively demand,  and  that  there  shall  be  no  legislation  of  a  local  or 
private  character  to  which  there  may  be  substantial  objection  or  the 
consideration  of  which  may  provoke  substantial  controversy  either  in 
committee  or  on  the  floor  of  either  body. 

Resolved,  second.  That  the  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Delegates  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  directed,  so  long  as  this 
joint  resolution  shall  be  in  effect,  not  to  report  any  bill  or  resolution 
pertaining  to  general  legislation  other  than  that  relating  to  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  of  the  public  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1902,  and  such  other  general  legislation  as  the  public 
exigencies  may  imperatively  demand,  or  any  bill  or  resolution  of  a 
local  or  private  character  to  which  there  may  be  substantial  objection 
or  the  consideration  of  which  may  provoke  substantial  controversy: 
Provided,  however,  that  these  resolutions  shall  not  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  the  consideration  of  such  matters  as  may  be  recommended 
in  the  message  of  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Habvey  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
directed  to  have  prepared  and  distributed  daily  among  the  senators 
before  the  morning  hour  printed  copies  of  the  calendar.

1.  At  the  hour  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  joint  assembly  the 
senators,  accompanied  by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall 
proceed  to  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  shall  be  received  by 
the  delegates  standing.  Appropriate  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the 
senators  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House. 

2.  The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  joint  assembly.  In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  him  to 
vacate  the  chair,  his  place  shall  be  taken  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  such  member  of  the  joint  assem- 
bly as  the  Speaker  may  designate. 

3.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  doorkeepers,  and  pages  of  the  House 
shall  act  as  such  for  the  joint  assembly. 

4.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  the  clerk  of  the  joint  assembly, 
and  shall  be  assisted  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall 
fe  the  rules  of  the  joint  assembly. 

6.  When  the  joint  assembly  meets  to  count  the  votes  for  Governor 
and  Lieutenant-Governor,  respectively,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
M^ates  shall  open  the  returns  from  the  several  counties  and  cor- 
porations, and  as  each  county  or  corporation  is  announced  a  senator 
and  delegate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
tes, shall  receive  said  returns  and  count  the  votes.     They  shall  de- 
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liver  the  result  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  who  shall 
embody  the  several  results  in  a  general  statement.  Thereupon  a  com- 
mittee of  one  senator  and  one  delegate  shall  add  up  the  entire  vote 
for  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor,  respectively,  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  announce  and  declare  thereupon  who 
is  elected. 

7.  In  calling  the  roll  of  the  joint  assembly,  the  names  of  the  sena- 
tors shall  be  called  first,  in  alphabetical  order,  and  then  the  names  of 
the  delegates  in  like  order,  except  the  name  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  shall  be  called  last. 

8.  If,  when  the  joint  assembly  meets,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a 
majority  of  each  house  is  not  present,  the  joint  assembly  may  take 
measures  to  secure  the  attendance  of  absentees  or  adjourn  until  the 
succeeding  day,  as  a  majority  of  those  present  may  determine. 

9.  When  the  joint  assembly  adjourns  the  senators,  accompanied  by 
the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  shall  return  to  their  chamber, 
and  the  business  of  the  House  shall  proceed  in  the  same  order  as  when 
it  was  interrupted  by  the  entrance  of  the  senators. 

Which,  onNmotion  of  Mr.  Siiaxds,  was  agreed  to,  and  he  was  or- 
dered to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates  thereof.

The  Committee  on  Printing,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolution 
relating  to  the  expediency  of  printing  1,000  additional  copies  of  the 
report  of  the  Virginia  Board  of  Visitors  to  Mount  Vernon  for  the 
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present  year,  would  respectfully  recommend  the  printing  of  said  addi- 
tional copies. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  forms  from  which  the  report  is  being 
printed  are  yet  in  type,  these  additional  copies  can  be  supplied  at  a 
much  lower  cost  than  would  be  the  case  if  they  were  printed  at  a  later 
date.  The  report  was  prepared  with  great  care  and  after  the  most 
painstaking  investigation  by  Judge  James  13.  Sener  (a  member  of  the 
Board),  and  is  of  inestimable  value  as  a  contribution  to  the  history  of 
a  spot*  dear  to  every  American.  As  stated  in  the  Governor's  message, 
"it  is  a  most  appropriate  addition  to  the  State's  history,  embodying  in 
concreted  form  the  story  of  Mount  Vernon."  Bequests  have  already 
been  received  from  other  States  for  copies  of  this  report,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  desirability  of  perpetuating  the  historic  facts  related 
therein,  the  sum  realized  from  their  sale  will  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
the  Literary  Fund.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  print- 
ing of  the  specified  number  of  additional  copies.

11  ;  an  act  inviting  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  estab- 
lish a  military  post  in  Virginia,  and  giving  the  consent  of  the  State  to 
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th£  purchase  of  land  for  the  same,  No.  36 ;  an  act  to  authorize  the 
Town  Council  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  to  exempt  from  municipal 
taxation  the  bonds  of  said  town  issued  under  section  21  of  the  charter 
of  said  town,  as  approved  February  8,  1901,  No.  59 ;  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  town  of  Fries,  in  Grayson  county,  Virginia,  No.  50;  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ministerial  Belief 
Fiuid  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States,  No.  61.

Mr.  Anderson  presented  the  following  joint  resolution : 

A  joint  resolution  in  relation  to  the  renovation  of  the  State  Capitol 
and  to  the  remodelling  thereof : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That 
the  Governor  be  requested  to  invite  plans  and  specifications  froin 
competent  parties  for  the  renovation  and  repair  of  both  the  exterior 
and  interior  of  the  Capitol  building  and  for  the  remodelling  of  the 
same  so  as  to  enhance  its  beauty  and  increase  its  accommodations  and 
facilities  for  the  transaction  of  the  public  business;  said  plans  and 
specifications,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost,  to  be  transmitted 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  be  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of 
Delegates  thereof.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by 
his  secretary,  which  was  read,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Keezell,  250 
copies  ordered  to  be  printed  for  use  of  the  Senate : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates: 

Upon  this  resumption  of  your  duties  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  any 
comprehensive  recommendations  respecting  "the  condition  of  the 
Commonwealth,"  as  this  was  well  and  elaborately  done  by  my  prede- 
cessor; and  as  the  Constitutional  Convention  has  not  completed  its 
work,  it  is  inexpedient  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  any  legisla- 
tion save  that  of  an  imperative  character. 
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The  condition  resulting  from  the  disastrous  fire  at  the  Eastern 
Hospital,  which  occurred  on  January  4th,  demands  your  immediate 
attention.  About  6:30  A.  M.  the  flames  were  discovered  upon  the 
roof  of  the  "Tower  Building,"- which  contained  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six  male  patients  suffering  from  the  worst  forms  of  insanity, 
all  of  whom  were  rescued  save  one.  The  origin  of  the  fire  is  con- 
jectural, but  no  neglect  of  duty  or  foresight  attaches  to  the  officials 
and  employees  of  the  hospital. 

The  dormitory  rooms  of  the  institution  were  taxed  at  the  time  of 
the  fire,  but  by  the  utilization  of  the  Music  Hall  and  by  crowding  the 
wards  for  females,  accommodation  has  been  made  for  eighty-two  of 
these  patients,  while  the  only  building  for  males  is  forced  to  receive 
the  remaining  fifty-four  unfortunates.  When,  therefore,  considera- 
tion is  given  to  this  deplorable  condition,  and  to  the  further  fact  that 
since  the  fire  forty  applications  for  admission  into  the  hospital  have 
been  refused,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  that  you  will  give  the 
needed  relief;  and  to  this  end  I  would  suggest  a  specific  appropria- 
tion of  not  less  than  $30,000,  which,  with  the  insurance  of  $16,000, 
will  measurably  replace  the  destroyed  property. 

The  condition  of  the  Capitol  building  is  a  reproach  to  the  State. 
I  therefore  urge  an  appropriation  sufficient  for  such  repairs  and  im- 
provements as  will  insure  the  safety  of  this  historic  structure  and 
promote  the  health  and  convenience  of  those  who  come  or  labor  within 
its  walls. 

The  congestion  of  the  convicts  in  the  cell-rooms  of  the  penitentiary 
has  justly  aroused  the  sympathy  of  our  people.  To  relieve  this  in- 
tolerable condition,  either  by  utilizing  the  convicts  upon  outside  work 
or  by  additional  cell-room,  is  a  duty,  I  am  persuaded,  you  will  not 
evade,  as  not  only  humanity  but  the  good  name  of  our  State  is  in- 
volved. 

Our  appropriations  are  made  from  the  1st  day  of  October  to  the 
30th  day  of  the  succeeding  September ;  therefore,  it  is  apparent  that 
the  second  fiscal  year  closes  some  two  months  in  advance  of  the  as- 
sembling of  the  Legislature,  during  which  time  no  authority  exists 
for  the  expenditure  of  any  money  in  support  of  the  government  It 
is  true  custom  has  sanctioned  the  continuance  of  the  disbursements 
provided  for  in  the  unexpired  appropriation  act,  but  this  may  at  any- 
time afford  serious  trouble.  I  therefore  recommend  either  that  the 
fiscal  year  be  changed  or  that  the  appropriation  bill  in  terms  continue 
the  disbursements  therein  provided  for  until  a  subsequent  appropria- 
tion is  made. 

In  connection  with  our  treasury  department,  I  would  suggest  that 
the  office  of  the  First  Axiditor  be  confined  to  one  of  audits  and  re- 
ceipts, and  that  of  the  Second  Auditor  be  enlarged  to  one  of  disburse- 
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ments,  thereby  enabling  the  offices  of  the  First  Auditor,  Second 
Auditor,  and  Treasurer,  respectively,  to  be  a  check  one  upon  the 
other.  This  recommendation  is  in  no  sense  a  criticism  of  the  present 
treasury  officials,  but  is  meant  to  secure  a  system  in  accordance  with 
business  methods,  and,  while  entailing  no  additional  expense,  will 
manifestly  secure  a  safe  and  efficient  administration  of  our  fiscal 
affairs. 

For  some  years  the  railroad  employees  of  the  State  have  earnestly 
sought  such  a  modification  of  the  common  law  doctrine  of  the  non- 
liability of  the  master  for  injuries  received  by  a  servant  through  the 
negligence  of  his  fellow-servant  as  has  already  been  embodied  in  the 
laws  of  England  and  of  many  of  the  States  of  the  Union.  During 
the  past  year  both  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties,  through 
their  platforms,  committed  themselves  in  favor  of  the  desired  legis- 
lation, which  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  unanimously 
commended  as  long  ago  as  1888.  I  therefore  commend  to  your 
favorable  consideration  such  legislation  as  will  at  once  redeem  these 
promises  and  insure  simple  justice  both  to  the  transportation  com- 
panies and  the  men  they  employ. 

The  Virginia  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute,  at  Petersburg, 
trains  many  of  our  negro  teachers,  and  is  therefore  a  most  potential 
factor  in  negro  education.  The  government  of  this  institution  is 
dual,  being  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Visitors,  who  in  turn  are  con- 
trolled by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  a  system  lacking  energy 
and  dividing  responsibility.  The  conditions  which  evoked  this  dual 
government  no  longer  obtain,  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  this  school 
should  be  under  the  management  of  a  Board  of  Visitors  alone,  whose 
number  should  not  exceed  nve. 

Its  classical  course  should  by  all  means  be  superseded  by  one  of 
industrial  training.  The  effects  of  this  change  cannot  well  be  over- 
estimated. The  name  of  the  school,  consequently,  should  be  changed 
to  that  of  the  Colored  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute,  and  the  man- 
datory exclusion  of  white  teachers  should  be  repealed.  The  changes 
here  outlined  would  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  redound 
to  the  good  of  the  ilegro  people  of  the  State. 

A  government  of  universal  suffrage  necessitates  universal  educa- 
tion ;  therefore,  the  education  of  all  the  children  of  the  people  of  this 
State  is  a  task  for  patriotic  statesmanship.  What  and  how  our  chil- 
dren are  to  be  taught  is  a  supreme  question.  However  much  we  have 
done  and  are  doingi  it  is  plain  that  we  can  and  should  do  more. 

The  social,  commercial,  and  industrial  state  of  the  Commonwealth 
has  almost  wholly  changed  in  the  last  thirty-five  years.  These  changes 
have  imposed  new  conditions  that  must  be  met  with  courage,  energy, 
and  intelligence,  or  we  must  fatally  lag  behind  in  the  march  of  pro- 
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gress  and  civilization.  Education  for  speculative  thinkers  and  pro- 
fessions will  not  save  the  people.  But  few  of  the  many  who  ever 
enter  public  schools  make  their  living  other  than  by  the  use  of  their 
hands  and  eyes.  Why  not,  therefore,  educate  those  faculties  and 
members  which  produce  the  substance  and  comforts  of  life?  Such 
education  is  not  merely  material.  Upon  labor  all  civilization  pri- 
marily rests,  and  the  education  of  this  labor  will  teach  knowing  by 
doing  and  blend  science  with  art.  Tt  will  beget  habits  of  order,  accu- 
racy, industry,  and  intelligence;  it  will  produce  contentment  and 
develop  skill  and  productive  power;  it  will  dignify  labor  and  ener- 
gize the  creative  forces  of  society.  These  momentous  needs  can  be 
greatly  facilitated,  if  not  accomplished,  by  some  forms  of  industrial 
education.  Ample  experience  affords  indisputable  proof  of  the  prac- 
tical and  ethical  value  of  thifr  form  of  education,  which  in  some  of  its 
branches  may  be  introduced  into  many  of  our  public  schools  with 
little,  if  any,  additional  cost,  and  in  a  few  years  we  shall  have  a  sys- 
tem of  teaching  that  will  popularize  the  free  schools  and  powerfully 
advance  the  State. 

The  first  step  toward  the  consummation  of  this  is  the  procurement 
of  competent  teachers.  Blacksburg  and  Hampton  are  already  giving 
us  some  of  these  teachers.  I  would  recommend  the  introduction  of 
industrial  teaching  and  training  into  all  the  Normal  Schools  of  the 
Commonwealth.  These  are  the  sources  whence  alone  must  come  the 
teachers  who  are  to  inaugurate  and  carry  forward  this  great  educa- 
tional reform ;  and  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  you  authorize 
the  State  Board  of  Education  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ingraft  some  forms  of  industrial  and  manual  training  upon  the 
free  school  system. 

Again,  the  tendency  to  multiply  rural  schools  has  greatly  impaired 
the  efficiency  of  the  system.  We  need  stronger  schools  with  longer 
terms.  Such  schools  will  command  better  teachers  and  admit  of  the 
classification  necessary  to  the  best  educational  results.  It  is  quality 
rather  than  quantity  that  counts  in  education.  The  State  can  better 
afford  as  respects  cost  and  efficiency  to  transport  its  children  to  one 
good  school  than  to  put  an  indifferent  school  near  the  door  of  every 
patron.  Such  transportation  has  been  found  economical  and  benefi- 
cial in  several  of  the  States,  and  in  time  doubtless  will  be  introduced 
into  ajl  sparsely-settled  communities.  Some  central  authority  should 
be  established  in  each  county  to  fix  the  number  of  schools  under  such 
limitations  and  regulations  as  the  State  Board  of  Education  may  pre- 
scribe. 

There  is  no  economic  question  before  the  people  of  the  State  of  such 
moment  as  that  of  better  public  highways.  Experts  and  publicists 
concur  in  the  opinion  that  good  highways  are  the  best  exponents  of  an 
advanced  civilization. 
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Virginia  is  spending  annually  about  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
upon  public  highways  without  any  appreciable  equivalent  in  road 
improvement  It  is  manifest  that  the  expenditure  of  funds  through 
unintelligent  administration  is  worse  than  extravagance ;  and  in  deal- 
ing with  the  road  problem  we  must  first  safeguard  the  public  moneys 
to  be  expended  therefor.  The  construction  of  roads  in  accordance 
with  approved  methods  and  under  responsible,  capable,  and  scientific 
supervision  are  prerequisites  to  the  achievement  of  the  desired  end. 
Xo  house  can  be  built  without  a  mechanic,  no  railroad  without  an 
engineer,  and  no  highway  without  efficient  and  scientific  control. 
Therefore,  it  would  seem  that  the  first  step  is  the  creation-  of  a  com- 
missioner or  commission  of  public  highways,  with  powers  of  investi- 
gation, supervision,  and  control  given  to  similar  bodies  in  other  States. 

The  financial  phase  of  good  roads  centers  perhaps  around  three 
plans  which  have  been  successfully  adopted  in  many  States.  The  first 
is  a  county  tax  to  be  levied  solely  for  road  building ;  the  second  die 
issuance  by  counties,  upon  the  guarantee  of  the  State,  of  long-term 
hondsj  the  proceeds  from  which  to  be  applied  to  road  construction  and 
improvement,  such  bonds  being  easily  floated  at  a  very  low  rate  of 
interest ;  and  the  third,  the  State  aid  plan,  by  which  the  State  under- 
takes to  appropriate  a  given  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of 
roads  upon  the  condition  that  the  county  supplement  the  sum  from  its 
own  treasury. 

And  it  should  be  furthermore  said  in  favor  of  scientific  road  con- 
struction that  no  county  or  State  has  ever  ventured  upon  the  experi- 
ment without  success,  and  that  all  expenditures  for  this  purpose  have 
so  increased  the  value  of  property  as  to  have  proved  most  successful 
investments. 

It  is-  not  my  province  to  frame  a  bill.  This  duty  devolves  upon 
yon,  and  I,  therefore,  submit  this  great  question  to  your  consideration 
with  the  hope  that  the  expectation  of  the  people  may  find  no  disap- 
pointment in  your  doing  that  which  has  been  so  successfully  done  by 
nearly  all  of  the  States  of  the  Union. 

As  a  factor  in  building  better  roads  I  would,  however,  suggest  the 
utilization  of  penitentiary  convicts,  tramps,  vagrants,  and  certain  jail 
prisoners,  either  in  the  preparation  of  road  material  or  in  the  con- 
struction of  roads.  In  a  sister  State  it  appears  that  it  took  one  year's 
labor  of  eight  and  one-third  convicts  to  build  one  mile  of  macadamized 
road.  If  we  could  employ  one  thousand  able-bodied  convicts  they  ' 
should  construct,  at  this  ratio,  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles 
of  road  in  a  year.  This  mileage  would  so  increase  the  value  of  adja- 
<*ent  lands  that  the  increased  revenue  therefrom  would  exceed  the 
income  now  derived  from  work  done  by  the  convicts. 

It  is  true  the  State  has  an  existing  contract  for  the  working  of  peni- 
tentiary convicts  for  a  term  of  about  thirteen  vears,  vet  manv  con- 
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victs  could  doubtless  be  still  secured  from  the  penitentiary,  and  the 
enactment  of  a  law  by  your  body  that  those  hereafter  convicted  for 
short  terms  be  sent  directly  for  service  in  connection  with  the  public 
highways  would  at  once  prove  effective  in  supplying  labor  for  the 
construction  of  roads  and  prevent  the  overcrowding  of  the  peniten- 
tiary cells. 

Therefore,  the  inauguration  of  a  system  of  construction  of  roads 
by  any  one  of  the  plans  mentioned,  including  the  utilization  of  prison 
labor,  will  insure  highways  that  will  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  this 
State.  It  is  true  the  whole  State  cannot  be  threaded  with  good  roads 
in  two,  ten,  or  twenty  years,  but  we  can  very  soon  have  a  system  of 
public  roads  that  will  give  an  immense  vigor  to  our  industrial  and 
commercial  life,  and  will  also  facilitate  social  intercourse  and  amelio- 
rate the  isolation  and  hardships  of  our  rural  population. 

And  in  conclusion  I  ask  your  perusal  of  my  inaugural  address, 
which,  in  addition  to  my  remarks  upon  education  and  good  roads, 
refers  to  Virginia's  interest  in  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  and  our  own 
tercentenary  celebration  of  the  founding  of  Jamestown,  together 
with  my  views  upon  immigration  and  capital,  taxation,  and  economy 
in  government.

Mr.  Massie,  from  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Internal  Naviga- 
tion, reported,  without  amendment, 

No.  135,  Senate  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  7  of  an  act  ap- 
proved February  20,  1894,  entitled  an  act  authorizing  the  purchasers 
of  the  Richmond  and  Danville  railroad,  their  assigns  and  successors, 
to  become  and  be  a  corporation,  to  adopt  a  name  therefor,  and  to  pos- 
sess and  exercise  general  powers,  and  authorizing  the  leasing  to  or  by 
and  the  consolidation  therewith  of  other  corporations. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson,  the  bill  was  taken  up,  read  the  second 
time,  ordered  to  be  engrossed  and  read  a  third  time ;  and  being  forth- 
with engrossed,  on  his  further  motion  (two-thirds  concurring),  was 
read  the  third  time  and  passed  with  its  title.

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was  read  as  follows : 

In  House  of  Delegates,  February  20,  1902. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  Senate  joint  resolution  in 
relation  to  the  renovation  and  remodeling  of  the  State  Capitol. 

They  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act  to  legalize  a  certain 
election  held  by  the  qualified  voters  of  Grayson  county,  Virginia,  for 
the  puVpose  of  subscribing  to  the  stock  of  the  Mount  Rogers  and  East- 
ern Railroad  Company,  and  to  empower  and  direct  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  county  to  subscribe  to  the  preferred  capital  stock 
of  said  railroad  company  to  the  amount  of  $100,000,  par  value,  upon 
the  terms  and  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  order  of  the 
county  court  under  which  said  election  was  held,  No.  14 ;  and  an  act 
to  prevent  deception  in  the  sale  of  meal  ground  or  milled  from  Indian 
corn,  No.  52. 

They  have  passed  House  bills  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact 
sections  8  ajid  11  of  an  act  approved  February  11,  1898,  entitled  an 
act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Potomac  River  Railroad  Company,  No.  89 ;  an  act  to  prohibit  the 
granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  wine,  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,

Mr.  LeCato,  from  the  Penitentiary  Commission,  submitted  the 
majority  report  of  said  commission,  and  500  copies  were  ordered 
printed,  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Assembly: 

The  following  report  by  the  Penitentiary  Commission  is  made  in  pursuance  of 
tbe  joint  resolution  approved  February  15,  1001 : 

"Resolved  by  the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia  (the  Senate  concurring),  That 
t  commission  be  appointed,  to  be  composed  of  five  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  three  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Delegates,  who  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  investigate 
as  to  the  alleged  overcrowded  condition  of  the  penitentiary ;  to  suggest  the  best 
and  most  available  means  for  remedying  the  same,  and  to  estimate,  as  near  as 
may  be,  the  appropriation  necessary  therefor ;  and  said  commission  is  authorized 
to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  report  to  the  next 
regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  proper;  and  the  said  committee  is  directed  to  investigate 
tnd  embody  in  their  said  report  the  probable  effect  upon  the  condition  obtaining 
at  the  penitentiary  of  bills  pending  before  the  Federal  Congress  prohibiting  the 
shipment  from  State  to  State  of  prison-made  shoes  and  other  articles  of  commerce; 
and  in  the  event  that  same  bills  shall  become  laws  before  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly,  the  same  committee  is  further  directed  to  investi- 
gate and  report  the  best  and  most  available  means  of  making  the  convicts  in  the 
penitentiary  useful  to  the  State  of  Virginia  without  bringing  them  into  competi- 
tion with  the  honest  labor  of  the  State. 

"A  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  of  the  members  of  the 
commission  and  the  cost  of  the  necessary  stationery  and  clerical  assistance  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated on  the  warrant  of  the  chairman  of  said  commission  on  the  order  of  the 
committee.*' 

Appreciating  the  gravity  of  the  questions  involved,  your  Commission  has,  with 
this  ultimate  object  in  view,  and  as  recommended  by  his  Excellency  J.  Hoge 
'ryler  in  his  message  to  the  extra  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia, 
held  frequent  sessions  and  exhausted  every  available  means  for  obtaining  full  and 
complete  information  touching  these  matters,  and  after  a  painstaking  and 
thorough  investigation,  in  which  your  Commission  has  been  engaged  for  the  past 
twelve  months,  it  would  feel  that  its  time  was  worse  than  wasted  if  it  were  not 
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prepared  to  make  specific  recommendations  based  upon  the  evidence  and  the  facts 
as  a  result  of  their  labors. 

Your  commission  recognizes  the  fact  that  at  present  many  of  our  citizens  are 
opposed  to  any  appropriation  being  made  for  the  relief  of  our  prisoners,  which 
we  believe  to  be  based  upon  their  ignorance  of  the  facts  that  really  exist,  and 
which  this  report,  fortified  by  evidence  that  will  be  fully  brought  out  before  your 
honorable  body,  will  convince  all  of  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  our  conclusions. 

A  visit  was  made  to  the  Maryland  State  Penitentiary  at  Baltimore,  and  a 
thorough  inspection  of  that  institution  had  under  the  personal  conduct  of  Warden 
Weyler,  who,  in  response  to  questions  from  the  Commission,  gave  information 
which  was  preserved  by  the  Commission,  and  is  filed  herewith  as  a  part  of  this 
report  and  marked  "Exhibit  A." 

The  Maryland  penitentiary  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  model  institutions  of  this 
kind  in  the  country. 

OVERCROWDED   CONDITION. 

As  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Virginia  State  Penitentiary,  there  can 
be  but  one  verdict.  Its  condition  is  almost  inconceivable  to  the  human  mind, 
and  it  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  conceive  of  any  penal  institution  being  per- 
mitted to  continue  under  such  intolerable  conditions.  Visitors  from  all  parts  of 
the  country — from  Florida  to  Maine — have  turned  away  from  the  contemplation 
of  its  sickening  horrors  in  wonder  and  amazement  that  the  State  of  Virginia 
would  countenance  the  continuance  of  such  dreadful  conditions. 

The  personal  inspection  recently  made  by  the  committee  from  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  resulted  in  the  presentation  by  members  of  that  committee  of 
harrowing  details  which  are  sufficient  to  stir  the  most  lukewarm  advocates  of 
reform  in  this  institution.  We  can  no  better  describe  a  part  of  its  horrors  than 
in  quoting  from  the  penitentiary  surgeon,  Dr.  Chas.  V.  Carrington,  who,  in  an 
address  made  last  year  before  the  Richmond  Academy  of  Medicine  and  Surgery, 
said : 

"Nor  is  this  the  only  trouble  of  the  overcrowded  cells.  I  am  safe  in  saying  that 
every  man  consigned  to  them  is  daily  suffering  a  species  of  enforced  lingering 
life,  which  might  be  more  properly  termed  a  living  death.  If  it  be  taken  that  0.6 
of  a  cubic  foot  be  the  average  amount  of  carbonic  acid  gas  respired  by  a  humar 
being  per  hour,  and  0.3  cubic  feet  of  that  gas  be  the  maximum  amount  of  im- 
purity admissible  in  1,000  feet  of  air,  then  each  person  ought  to  have  2,000  cublic 
feet  of  fresh  air  per  hour.  If  ventilation  be  changed,  say,  twice  per  hour  in  the 
apartment,  this  would  demand  for  the  individual  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  this  amount  of  sleeping  space  is  very  seldom  attained  by  the 
poorer  classes  of  persons,  but  most  of  them  have  at  least  more  than  half  that 
amount.    Let  us  see  the  amount  afforded  in  the  cells  of  the  penitentiary. 

"Total  number  of  cells  in  male  prison,  192. 

"Average  number  of  convicts  in  these  cells,  1,200  nearly.

'Thirty-nine  cells  (as  above)  contained  466  convicts.  In  addition  to  these, 
there  were  148  cells  containing  631  and  5  five  hospital  cells  containing  26  con- 
victs, making  in  all  1,123.  Total  space  in  cubic  feet  for  the  convicts  in  all  the 
cells,  200,494.    Average  space  in  cubic  feet  per  convict,  178.5. 

"The  above  figures  were  based  upon  the  number  of  male  convicts  at  the  peni- 
tentiary January  12,  1901.    The  number  there  the  same  day  this  year  was  1,192. 

"As  can  be  seen  from  the  above  figures,  it  is  impossible  for  the  prisoners  in 
the  winter  to  have  even  two  hundred  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per  hour.  To  start 
with,  surrounded  as  the  penitentiary  is  with  lofty  walls,  absolutely  pure  air  is 
unknown.  Such  air  as  there  is  possible  cannot  be  changed  in  winter  more  than 
three  times  in  the  twelve  hours  during  which  the  men  are  enclosed  within  their 
cells.    Carbonic  acid  gas  poisoning  follows  as  a  matter  of  course. 

'The  cells  themselves  may  be  properly  dubbed  death-traps  and  crime-promoters, 
and  there  will  be  a  blot  on  the  escutcheon  of  the  fairest  State  in  the  Union  until 
their  condition  is  entirely  improved. 

"Out  of  the  ill- ventilated  and  the  early  morning  overheated  cells  twelve  hundred 
men  must  march  slowly  to  obtain,  in  single  file,  this  scanty  fare.  There  is  no 
dining  room.  No  matter  how  inclement  the  weather,  out  in  the  open  air  they 
proceed,  and  for  fully  half  an  hour  they,  shivering,  go  to  receive  the  food,  bad 
enough  already,  now  partially  frozen,  for  one  hour  at  least  must  elapse  between 
the  placing  of  the  food  on  the  board  and  the  time  at  which  the  last  man  receives 
it  I  would  not  mind  the  freezing  of  the  food  so  much  if  it  were  not  for  the 
further  fact  that  the  unfortunate  men  are  half  frozen  too. 

"The  moment  I  realized  this  state  of  affairs  I  recommended  the  giving  of  yarn 
«hirts  to  the  men,  so  that  the  food  marches  would  not  turn  out  to  be  funeral 
marches,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  board  for  the  promptness  with  which  they 
Acted  on  the  recommendation  to  give  all  the  men  these  very  necessary  articles 
of  wear. 

"There  are  from  three  to  three  and  a  half  hours  per  day  of  the  convict  work-day 
life  spent  in  these  single  file  marches.    Marches  to  meals,  marches  to  the  shops, 
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and  disgusting  marches  to  the  cess-pools  with  buckets,  for  this  is  the  only  form 
of  sewage  in  use  in  the  penitentiary  to-day  outside  of  the  hospital.  The  terrors 
of  this  system  of  bucket  sewage  make  our  penitentiary  throw  into  the  shade 
the  storied  horrors  of  the  Siberian  mines  or  the  Black  Hole  of  Calcutta. 

"I  will  not  dwell  at  too  much  length  on  this  or  on  the  other  health-destroying 
agencies  at  work  in  the  penitential*}'.  It  may  be  said  that  summer  brings  some 
relief.  It  does  by  way  of  ventilation;  but  there  are  other  discomforts  which 
outrival  the  former  tending  towards  the  woe  of  the  unfortunate.  Under  the 
entire  penitentiary  runs  a  labyrinth  of  dungeons,  corridors,  etc.,  from  which 
noxious  and  pestilential  vapors  emanate,  and  wherein  rats  and  vermin  breed  in 
millions  innumerable." 

Coming  from  the  source  that  the  above  remarks  do,  we  feel  that  they  should 
find  a  lodgment  in  the  minds  of  every  legislator  whose  attention  is  directed  to 
this  subject.  There  is  and  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  fact  that  the  existing 
conditions  demand  in  the  name  of  humanity  a  speedy  and  an  efficient  remedy. 

Considering  the  conditions  of  the  penitentiary,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  death  rates  as  ordinarily  reported  from  the  penitentiary  do  not  wholly 
convey  the  real  mortality  of  the  institution.  This  occurs  out  of  no  lack  of  proper 
records  by  the  officials  in  their  annual  reports,  but  the  fact  remains  that  a 
large  number  of  prisoners  are  annually  pardoned  on  the  ground  of  ill-health  and 
leave  the  prison  in  a  practically  dying  condition.  These  invariably  die  in  a 
short  time  after  leaving  prison,  and  from  the  fact  of  their  having  been  pardoned 
they  cannot  figure  in  the  mortality  reports.  In  order  to  verify  the  above  state- 
ment the  Commission  has  caused  to  be  prepared  a  statement  giving  the  names  of 
every  prisoner  pardoned  in  the  past  ten  years  on  account  of  ill-health,  showing 
his  physical  condition  at  the  time  of  his  reception  at  the  penitentiary,  except 
those  received  prior  to  1891,  as  no  record  was  made  as  to  the  physical  condition 
of  the  prisoners  on  their  entrance  then.  This  statement  is  made  a  part  of  this 
report,  and  is  herewith  filed  as  "Exhibit  B." 

PLEA  FOR  INSPECTION. 

Your  Commission  has  refrained  from  the  futile  attempt  to  institute  compari- 
sons between  the  death  rate  in  this  and  other  penal  institutions  for  the  sufficient 
reasons  that  the  printed  reports  of  such  institutions  do  not  reveal  the  possible 
presence  of  contagious  diseases,  the  conditions  of  the  patients  at  the  time  of 
committal,  and  numberless  local  conditions  that  should  enter  into  a  fair  compari- 
son. It  is  also  to  be  remembered  that  the  class  of  convicts,  mostly  negroes,  differ 
much  from  the  class  of  white  convicts  in  the  Western  and  Northern  prisons 
where  almost  invariably  physical  degeneracy  preceded  the  commission  of  crime. 
Putting  aside  therefore  the  bewildering  and  puzzling  possibilities  of  an  arrange- 
ment of  figures,  we  have  preferred  to  urge  that  those  charged  with  maintaining 
the  dignity  of  this  State  should  personally  inspect  the  penitentiary,  and  in  the 
plain  light  of  incontrovertible  and  indisputable  facts  act  in  the  cause  of  humanity. 

CHANGE   OF   SITE. 

The  question  of  change  of  site  for  the  penitentiary  was  considered  at  length 
by  your  Commission.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary  several  months 
ago,  at  the  request  of  your  Commission,  sought  information  as  to  the  value  of  the 
present  site  from  a  number  of  leading  real  estate  men  in  the  city  of  Richmond. 
These  gentlemen  at  various  times,  and  without  the  knowledge  of  each  other, 
visited  the  location  and  made  a  careful  estimate  as  to  the  value  of  the  property 
both  as  one  plot  and  divided  into  lots.  Contrary  to  general  belief,  the  highest 
price  mentioned  as  possible  was  $45,000.    This  refers  alone  to  the  land. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  opinion  has  been  reached  by  the  Commission  that  it 
becomes  absolutely  necessary  to  have  the  penitentiary  sufficiently  near  a  large 
city,  so  as  to  secure  ample  protection  from  the  city  fire  department  and  the  State 
militia  in  the  event  of  serious  trouble. 

Another  reason  against  a  change  of  site  is  that  the  State  of  Virginia  is  under 
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contract  with  the  Davis  Shoe  Company  to  furnish  a  number  of  prisoners,  which 
precludes  the  possibility  of  reducing  the  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  by  outside 
work  to  the  number  that  could  be  properly  cared  for  in  the  192  cells  now  avail- 
able. Therefore  your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  only  possible  escape 
from  the  abhorent  conditions  is  the  building  of  additional  cell  space. 

Considering  these  facts,  and  after  full  investigation  of  all  of  the  present  details 
of  modern  penitentiary  building,  your  Commission  feels  compelled  to  advise  as 
meeting  the  present  situation  the  construction  of  a  new  cell  building  on  one  of 
the  two  sites  now  owned  by  the  State,  viz.,  the  Spring-street  lot  and  the  Belvi- 
dere-street  site,  the  same  to  be  fitted  with  steel  cells  and  to  have  the  best  sani- 
tary arrangements.  Such  a  building  as  contemplated  would  furnish  cell  space 
for  608  prisoners,  being  provided  with  334  cells  6x9;  height,  8  feet,  with  two 
bunks  each.  These  cells  would  be  arranged  in  tiers  of  about  sixty  cells  in  each, 
and  five  tiers  in  height,  encased  in  a  brick  cage  or  shell  house  with  fire-proof  roof. 
These  would  enable  the  penitentiary  management  to  properly  house  about  half  of 
the  male  convicts  now  at  the  institution  and  relieve  the  congested  situation 
which  now  exists.  The  Commission  is  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  what  improve- 
ments are  put  there  should  be  of  modern  construction  and  of  permanent  character. 

In  addition  to  this,  your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  at  a  moderate  cost, 
perhaps  of  $20,000,  there  could  be  constructed  one  building  which  would  serve 
as  kitchen,  laundry,  and  mess  hall,  for  all  of  which  there  is  the  most  urgent  need. 
The  cooking  arrangements  are  conducted  in  a  cave  where,  in  the  midst  of  all 
kinds  of  noisome  vapors,  and  absolutely  with  no  ventilation  of  any  sort,  the 
food  is  prepared  for  the  convicts.  Food  prepared  in  that  way  must  be  in  a  degree 
poisonous. 

The  present  system  of  marching  to  meals  and  receiving  their  food  out  of  doors 
under  all  weather  conditions  is  both  wasteful  of  food  and  unsatisfactory  in  its 
workings,  besides  tending  to  increase  largely  illness  among  the  convicts  on  account 
of  exposure.  In  all  well-regulated  prisons  of  the  present  day  it  is  deemed  an 
absolute  necessity  to  provide  some  means  for  cleanliness  of  convicts.  There 
are  no  proper  facilities  for  laundry  purposes,  and  there  is  a  demand  that  there 
should  be  the  necessary  arrangements. 

Your  Commission  further  recommend  the  erection  of  a  guard  house  in  connec- 
tion with  the  proposed  cell  building,  which  may  or  may  not  be  fire  proof,  and 
which  may  be  constructed  to  furnish  a  proper  place  for  the  bathing  of  the  prison- 
ers. Under  the  present  arrangement  the  bathing  of  the  prisoners  is  commenced 
on  Saturday  of  each  week  at  noon  and  continues  well  into  the  afternoon  of  Sun- 
day, owing  to  the  limited  facilities  and  total  unfitness  of  the  present  bathing 
arrangements. 

COST  OF  THE  BUILDINOS. 

As  to  the  cost  of  these  buildings,  the  Commission  has  sought  information  from 
rarious  reliable  sources,  and  all  of  the  data  appertaining  thereto  is  filed  herewith 
as  a  part  of  this  report  and  marked  "Exhibit  C." 

The  estimates  given  upon  these  differ,  of  course,  owing  to  the  variety  of  sources 
from  which  they  come,  A  conservative  estimate,  however,  based  upon  the  informa- 
tion at  hand  gives  the  approximate  cost  as  follows : 

Fire-proof  shell  building $59,000 

Guard  house,  fire-proof  roof  and  floors,  top  floors,  plastering,  granolithic 
ground  floors,  slate  roof,  iron  stairs,  including  heating,  plumbing,  bath 
room,  and  electric  wiring 68,000 

Estimates  for  the  334  steel  cells,  with  latest  sanitary  arrangements  and  sliding 
doors,  ranged  from  $100,000  to  $135,000. 

Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  with  these  improvements  the  Virginia 
penitentiary  would  be  placed  outside  of  the  pale  of  a  just  criticism  which  now 
rests  upon  it  as  being  unworthy  of  dignity  and  self-respect  of  the  Commonwealth. 
With  this  good  beginning  as  a  nucleus  this  State  penal  institution  would  in  time 
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take  its  place  among  the  modern  prisons  that  are  maintained  by  almost  every 
other  State  of  the  Union. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  recommend  that  one  of  these  two  plans  be  adopted 
by  the  Legislature  for  the  furnishing  of  the  necessary  funds,  and  at  once  inaugu- 
rate this  wholesome  and  desirable  reform: 

First.  That  the  Legislature  appropriate  $100,000  for  two  successive  years, 
allowing  in  addition  the  use  for  this  period  for  this  purpose  the  net  revenues 
derived  from  the  penitentiary. 

Second.  To  authorize  the  borrowing  of  $250,000,  with  the  pledge  of  the  revenues 
of  the  penitentiary  annually  to  its  payment,  authority  for  this  loan  being  asked 
from  the  Constitutional  Convention  now  in  session. 

PRISON-MADE  GOODS. 

In  regard  to  the  third  requirement  of  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature 
relative  to  the  bills  now  pending  in  the  Federal  Congress  prohibiting  shipment 
from  State  to  State  of  prison-made  shoes  and  other  articles  of  commerce,  your 
commission  reports  that  none  of  these  bills  have  yet  passed  Congress,  and  from 
all  information  that  can  be  obtained  the  likelihood  of  such  federal  legislation  is 
not  immediate.  The  report  of  the  Industrial  Commission,  which  has  been  in 
session  for  the  past  three  years  in  Washington,  elaborates  in  detail  on  the  subject 
of  work  of  this  character  being  conducted  in  the  penal  institutions  of  the  various 
States.  The  investigations  of  all  men  who  have  given  study  to  the  needs  of  prison 
reform  have  led  to  the  recommendation  of  employment  for  convicts,  and  while 
there  have  been  different  methods  employed  in  many  of  the  States,  the  impression 
seems  to  prevail  in  a  majority  of  them  that  it  is  preferable  to  have  the  convicts 
kept  at  some  contract  work  in  the  manufacture  of  articles  of  commerce  rather 
than  seeking  to  find  local  employment  for  them  to  the  detriment  of  the  free 
labor  of  the  State.

150,  House  bill  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  legalize  a 
certain  election  held  by  the  qualified  voters  of  Floyd  county,  Vir- 
ginia, for  the  purpose  of  subscribing  to  the  stock  of  the  Mount  Rogers 
and  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and  to  empower  and  direct  the  board 
°f  supervisors  of  said  county  to  subscribe  to  the  preferred  capital 
stock  of  said  railroad  company  to  the  amount  of  $150,000,  par  value, 
upon  the  terms  and  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  the  order  of 
Ae  county  court  under  which  the  said  election  was  held,  approved 
January  18, 1902,  was  taken  up,  twice  read,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee for  Courts  of  Justice. 

Xo.  90,  House  bill  to  amend  sections  3  and  7  of  an  act  to  establish 
a  quarantine  commission  for  the  district  of  Elizabeth  river,  so  as  to 
give  board  of  commissioners  authority  to  appoint  a  quarantine  officer,

Mr.  LeCato,  for  the  Penitentiary  Commission,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing minority  report : 

To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia: 

I  purpose  to  present  to  your  honorable  body  a  statement  of  the  conditions  at 
the  State  prison  (as  they  appear  to  me)  and  to  suggest  a  way  of  relief  at  a 
minimum  of  cost  and  risk  seemingly  unattainable  in  any  other  way.  Possibly 
no  question  will  come  before  your  honorable  body  giving  rise  to  so  great  a  diver- 
sity of  opinion,  both  as  to  what  the  conditions  are  and  how  best  to  relieve  them, 
and  these  differences  I  shall  attempt  to  explain.  Your  immediate  predecessors, 
failing  to  say  what  was  best  to  be  done,  appointed  a  Commission  to  investigate 
and  report.  The  Commission  has  made  a  thorough  and  painstaking  investigation, 
not  differing  in  the  opinion  that  the  prison  is  badly  overcrowded,  but  widely  dif- 
fering as  to  the  policy  best  calculated  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  State. 

The  prison  question  is  not  confined  to  one  State,  nor  has  Virginia  the  only  over- 
crowded prison ;  on  the  contrary,  the  same,  or  similar  conditions,  are  made  known 
through  the  prison  reports  of  a  large  number  of  the  States  to  their  respective 
State  legislatures,  and  the  want  most  emphasized  is  "more  room."  And  cer- 
tainly the  complaints  made  of  the  Virginia  prison,  primarily,  at  least,  have  their 
origin  in  and  are  solely  due  to  the  very  plain  and  simple  fact  that  the  buildings 
have  not  kept  pace  with  the  increased  percentage  of  crime.  I  have  not  the  data 
to  give  the  increased  percentage  of  crime  in  comparison  with  the  increased  popu- 
lation of  this  State,  but  find  on  page  5,  report  (1900)  of  the  Maryland  prison, 
the  increased  population  of  that  State  in  the  last  decade  given  as  14  pef  cent., 
and  the  increased  number  of  criminals  in  her  penitentiary  as  full  47  per  cent. 
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That  the  Virginia  prison  is  overcrowded  should  cause  no  surprise — not  a  cell 
added  since  1892,  and  the  State  Farm  totally  inadequate  to  relieve  the  congestion. 
There  is  nothing  at  the  prison  to  cause  surprise  except  its  low  death-rate  per- 
centage and  the  excellent  health  condition  of  its  inmates.  The  one  is  shown  by 
prison  statistics  and  the  other  by  the  surgeon's  report.  If  this  be  true,  there  is 
but  a  single  question  to  be  determined,  How  best  to  provide  for  the  excess  of 
numbers?  And,  on  the  other  hand,  if  it  be  true,  as  some  have  said,  that  "the 
prisoners  are  dying  for  air";  "that  the  prison  is  a  hot-bed  of  disease  and  death"; 
"that  those  escaping  death  in  the  prison  go  home  to  die,"  and  "that  the  buildings 
are  such  as  to  invite  disease  and  death  and  prevent  healthful  conditions,"  then 
you  should  cancel  the  policy,  burn  it  down,  and  build  it  anew.  So  long  as  these 
differences  continue  nothing  will  be  done.  To  them  are  due  the  reason  why  noth- 
ing has  been  done,  for  it  is  quite  as  possible  to  draw  the  poles  together  as  to 
unite  for  action  men  so  far  apart.  It  matters  little  who  entertain  the  one  or  the 
other  opinion ;  facts  alone  lead  to  right  conclusions,  and  the  Commission  divides 
with  the  hope  of  presenting  every  phase  of  the  situation. 

WHAT   ARE   THE   CONDITIONS? 

Beginning  with  the  prison's  last  report,  we  are  told  "the  death  rate  of  the 
prison  has  been  remarkably  low,  and  that  the  end  of  the  year  finds  the  prisoners, 
all  things  considered,  in  an  excellent  health  condition." 

There  were  in  the  prison  in  the  last  fiscal  year  (whole  number)  1,995  prison- 
ers and  twenty-four  deaths — fifteen  died  in  the  prison,  seven  at  the  State  Farm, 
and  two  on  county  roads.  I  have  sought  in  vain  some  army  record  in  time  of 
peace  to  find  a  death  percentage  so  low.  It  is  lower  than  many  of  our  own 
cities,  counties,  and  towns,  and  it  is  lower  than  the  city  in  which  it  is  situated; 
lower,  far  lower,  than  the  death  percentage  for  the  year  1900  of  the  finest  prison 
in  this  country — by  some  called  "the  world's  best-equipped  prison" — a  prison 
claiming  perfection  in  its  sanitation,  the  Maryland  State  prison,  recently  built 
at  an  expenditure  of  $1,145,000^  with  its  aluminum  painted  wards  and  best  hair 
mattresses  to  be  provided  in  its  hospitals.  There  were  1,327  (whole  number)  in 
the  Maryland  prison  in  the  year  1900  and  twenty-two  deaths.  Daily  average  in 
Maryland  prison,  973;  daily  average  in  Virginia  prison  last  fiscal  year,  1,448. 
Death-rate  percentage  of  the  first,  22.59,  and  of  the  second,  16.11. 

If  this  be  true,  the  Virginia  prison  cannot  be  called  "a  hot-bed  of  disease  and 
death."  With  less  cell  space  per  capita  we  cared  for  50  per  cent,  more  prisoners, 
with  a  less  death  rate,  and  kept  them  in  an  excellent  health  condition.  Their 
per  capita  cost,  $100.91,  and  ours,  $07.31.  Had  our  per  capita  cost  equalled 
theirs  we,  instead  of  a  surplus,  would  have  had  a  deficit. 

In  the  eleven  years  from  1891  to  1901  inclusive  the  whole  number  of  prisoners 
in  the  Virginia  prison  approximated  20,000;  the  yearly  average  for  the  eleven 
years  aggregated  15,983,  and  the  yearly  average  numbered  1,453,  not  including 
409  convicts  on  public  works.  Of  this  number  in  the  eleven  years  320  died,  an 
average  of  twenty-nine  deaths  a  year. 

Of  the  409  hired  on  public  works  eighty-one  died,  a  death  percentage  per  1,000 
of  200.  In  other  words,  the  death  percentage  on  public  works  was  ten  times  greater 
than  in  the  prison — twenty  to  the  1,000  died  in  the  prison  and  200  to  the  1,000 
on  public  works.  Had  the  15,983  been  hired  on  public  works  with  the  same  death 
percentage  of  those  that  were  hired  there,  instead  of  320  the  number  of  the  dead 
would  have  been  3,196. 

The  State  had  endeavored  to  deplete  the  prison  congestion  by  hiring  out  the 
strongest  on  public  works,  but  humanity  compelled  her  to  take  them  back  to  the 
prison.  The  years  1894  and  1895  (preceding  the  State  Farm)  were  the  most 
overcrowded  in  the  prison's  history;  the  hospital  accommodations  but  half  then 
what  they  are  now,  and,  strange  to  say,  the  death  percentage  for  those  two  years 
fell  below  the  average  for  the  ten  years. 

Whether  a  house,  prison,  palace,  or  other  locality,  is  healthy  or  unhealthy  we 
determine  by  comparison,  but  there  is  something  more  to  be  considered  when  we 
eonpftre  prison*  whose  occupants  are  largely  black  with  those  largely  white.    In

the  surgeon's  report  of  one  of  the  largest  Eastern  prisons,  in  his  explanation  of 
an  increased  mortality  in  that  prison  in  a  single  year  of  50  per  cent.,  says :  "Then, 
again,  we  have  the  colored  race  as  a  factor.  They  lack  the  stamina  and  nerve  of 
the  white  race.  It  is  astonishing  how  quickly  and  quietly  they  pass  away  when 
stricken  with  disease.  The  comparative  number  of  colored  inmates  during  the 
last  year  was  about  one  in  five,  while  the  ratio  of  deaths  among  them  was  six  to 
two."  Desiring  to  know  whether  or  not  this  would  prove  true  of  Southern 
prisons,  where  the  black  man  is  the  prison's  dominant  factor  even  to  a  greater 
extent  than  in  the  Virginia  prison,  I  endeavored  to  get  their  prison  reports,  but 
succeeded  only  in  getting  an  annual  report  from  two  of  them,  and  these  report  a 
death  percentage  of  fifty  to  the  1,000. 

My  next  effort  was  to  get  a  ten-year  mortality  report  from  prisons  far  remote 
from  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  and  received  eleven,  all  of  which  I  give.  These  are 
first-class  prisons,  two  of  them  each  claiming  the  lowest  death  percentage  over 
all  the  prisons  in  the  States.  The  prisons  are  as  follows:  Philadelphia  peniten- 
tiary; Sing  Sing,  New  York;  Massachusetts  State  prison;  Columbus,  Ohio; 
Jeffersonville,  Indiana;  Michigan  City,  Indiana;  Stillwater,  Minnesota;  Leaven- 
worth (Kansas)  State  prison,  and  Federal  prison  in  the  same  city;  Waupun,  Wis- 
consin, and  Joliet,  Illinois. 

The  death  percentage  of  five  of  these  prisons  is  much  less  than  the  Virginia 
prison,  and. some  of  them  far  greater.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  mortality  exceeds 
the  Virginia  prison.  These  eleven  prisons  report  a  ten-year  annual  average  aggre- 
gate of  110,970  prisoners  and  2,317  deaths,  which  is  a  greater  death  percentage  in 
the  ranks  of  the  race  of  stamina  and  nerve  than  in  the  Virginia  prison,  where  the 
black  man  so  largely  outnumbers  the  whites. 

The  cubic  space  in  the  men's  department  of  the  prison,  not  including  the  five 
cells  kept  for  new  arrivals,  the  hospital  space,  nor  the  women's  department,  is 
198,974  cubic  feet.    No  reference  will  be  made  to  the  women's  department,  because 
it  has  twice  the  room  it  needs.     On  the  9th  of  January,  1902,  there  were  1,097 
men  in  the  prison,  and  the  cubic  feet  space  to  each  was  181  feet.    The  average 
number  of  prisoners,  both  sexes,  for  the  year  1901  was  1,200.     Divide  between 
them  all  the  space  in  the  wen's  department  aVbne  and  we  had  165  cubic  feet. 
Compare  this  with  the  great  Illinois  prison  at  Joliet,  long  claiming  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  best  prison  in  the  States.    The  Joliet  prison  has  900  cells,  each 
the  same  in  size,  seven  feet  long,  seven  feet  high,  and  four  feet  wide,  making  196 
cubic  feet  to  the  cell,  and  an  aggregate  of  176,400  cubic  feet.     Its  last  report 
(biennial  report)  gives  the  yearly  average  of  1,300  prisoners.     If  the  cubic  feet 
could  be  equally  divided  between  its  prisoners,  it  would  give  to  each  136  cubic 
feet,  but  this  cannot  be  done  because  of  the  construction  of  the  cells.    To  accom- 
modate 1,300  to  900  cells  it  is  necessary  to  place  500,  one  to  a  cell,  and  800,  two 
to  a  cell;  hence  500  have  196  cubic  feet  space  and  800  have  but  98  feet,  while  we, 
as  already  stated,  in  the  years  1894  and  1895,  our  worst  overcrowded  years,  had 
136  feet  space  to  their  98  feet  to  800  prisoners.    If  our  prisoners,  now  with  their 
181  feet,  are  dying  for  air,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  the  hundreds  in  that 
prison  got  through  with  their  98  feet.  That  prison's  last  report  (biennial  report), 
1899,  shows  an  average  of  1,300  prisoners  and  a  death  percentage  of  only  14.69, 
but  their  ten-year  mortality  report  is  far  greater  than  the  Virginia  prison.      It 
is  a  "bucket-sewerage"  prison,  and  it  may  surprise  some  to  know  that  the  Vir- 
ginia prison  had  water  closets    (running  water),  and  these  were  removed   and 
"bucket  sewerage"  adopted.     It  was  claimed  to  be  impossible  to  keep  them   in 
repair  because  of  the  depredations  of  the  prisoners.     A  Commission   (so  I   am 
informed),  some  twenty  years  ago,  were  sent  North  and  East  upon  a  tour   of 
prison   inspection,   and   returned   impressed    with    the   supposed   advantages    of 
"bucket  sewerage,"  and  the  closets  were  destroyed,  and  "bucket  sewerage"    has 
since  prevailed  in  the  penitentiary. 

"THE  PRISONERS   GO   HOME  TO  DIE." 

Some  have  said  they  go  home  to  die.     To  contend  that  the  physical  health   of 
men  subjected  to  prison  conditions  anywhere  would  not,  to  some  extent,  be  im- 
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paired  would  appear  moat  unreasonable,  and  certainly  to  contend  that  it  applies 
only  to  the  Virginia  prison  would  be  equally  unreasonable. 

A  physical  examination  is  made  when  the  prisoner  is  received,  and  none  at  the 
time  of  discharge.  The  prison  authorities  know  nothing  of  the  prisoner  after  he 
leaves  the  prison,  and  if  his  health  condition  is  excellent  while  in  the  prison, 
upon  what  ground  rests  the  claim  that  he  goes  home  to  die?  If  healthy  in  the 
prison,  why  not  healthy  when  he  leaves  it?  There  is  nothing  in  this  charge  as 
applied  to  the  Virginia  prison  that  does  not  equally  apply  to  all  prisons. 

But  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  deeper  we  probe  prison  conditions  and  statis- 
tics the  more  paradoxical  they  appear.  Even  ( what  we  would  consider )  cause  and 
effect  seem  to  become  merely  speculative  or  entirely  inoperative.  Why  the  over- 
crowded prisons  show  no  greater  mortality  is  a  question  unanswered.  The  long- 
term  prisoner  lives  and  retains  health  as  well  as  the  short-term  prisoner,  and 
why  the  overcrowded  districts  of  some  cities  show  even  a  less  mortality  than  the 
more  favored  portions  has  long  been  a  question  of  discussion  and  inquiry.  The 
most  reasonable  theory  advanced  is  "location."  Men  live  if  crowded  in  a  healthy 
location  and  die  in  an  unhealthy  location  where  there  is  ample  room,  but,  at  last, 
it  may  be  just  possible.  "There  are  more  things  in  heaven  and  earth  than  are 
dreampt  of  in  our  philosophy." 

Be  this  as  it  may.  If  prison  statistics  prove  anything  and  surgeons'  reports 
are  worth  anything,  there  is  nothing  at  the  penitentiary  dangerous  to  the  health 
of  its  inmates.  Its  death  percentage  favorably  compares  with  the  best  of  the 
average;  the  surgeon  reports  "the  health  conditions,  all  things  considered,  as 
excellent,  the  death  rate  remarkably  low,"  and  all  the  evidence  and  every  fair 
comparison  will  sustain  him. 

There  is  a  State  prison  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  with  a  ten-year  mor- 
tality report  double  that  of  the  Virginia  prison.  There  has  never  been  a  charge 
of  cruelty,  of  neglect,  of  insufficient  food,  nor  lack  of  clothing.  The  charges  that 
the  prison  is  "a  hot-bed  of  disease  and  death;  that  those  escaping  death  in  the 
prison  go  home  to  die;  that  they  are  crowded  to  suffocation,  and  that  the  build- 
ings  invite  disease  and  death  and  prevent  healthful  conditions" — none  of  them 
can  be  sustained. 

Every  requirement  except  making  it  a  new  and  model  prison  will  be  met  when 
decided  not  to  place  upon  it  a  burden  greater  than  its  capacity  to  bear.  The  fault 
is  not  the  prison  nor  the  prison's  management.  Its  healthful  location  and  superb 
management  have  accomplished  more  than  should  have  been  asked  or  expected. 
For  two  consecutive  years  we  placed  within  the  prison's  walls  an  average  of 
1,371  prisoners — 1,368  the  one  year  and  1,375  the  other — where  only  900  should 
have  been,  and  even  thus  handicapped  it  registered  its  death  percentage  for 
those  two  years  below  its  ten-year  average,  and  below  other  prisons  far  better 
equipped  and  with  ample  room. 

Could  this  happen  where  the  surroundings  prevented  healthful  conditions? 

To  900  you  can  give  over  225  feet  cubic  space.  What  is  to  be  done  with  the  300 
and  the  others  to  follow  is  a  question  your  honorable  body  will  determine,  and  I 
respectfully  submit  the  following: 

The  completion  of  a  new  building  would  probably  exceed  a  half  million  dollars. 
If  $300,000  is  necessary  to  cell  GOO  prisoners,  a  similar  sum  would  appear  to  be 
necessary  to  cell  the  remaining  600.  And  it  is  fair  to  presume  if  it  be  con- 
tended that  the  sanitary  conditions  are  such  as  to  invite  disease  and  death  and 
prevent  healthful  conditions,  the  same  contention  must  apply  to  the  whole  prison 
tnd  demand  it  be  builded  anew. 

If  this  be  not  thought  expedient,  an  additional  building  containing  150  steel 
cells,  two  to  a  cell,  can  be  furnished  complete  (probably)  at  a  cost  of  $100,000. 
ThU  would  relieve  the  present  congestion  only ;  yet  if  there  were  a  guarantee  of 
a  ten-year  continuance  of  the  shops,  1  should  unhesitatingly  recommend  it.  But 
when  we  come  to  face  what  some  in  the  best  position  to  know  consider  a  cer- 
tainty, the  ultimate  abandonment  of  the  shops,  the  question  arises,  Is  it  a  wise 
policy  to  invest  a  large  sum  of  money  at  the  prison?  If  it  be  a  horror  now,  it 
would  be  a  hades  then,  and  besides,  a  terror  to  the  taxpayers'  pocket-book,  as  well 
as  a  source  of  insanity,  as  shown  by  the  experience  of  some  of  the  States  with 
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idle  prisons  now  erecting  criminal  asylums.  But,  regardless  of  the  closing  of  the 
shops,  the  temporary  use  of  the  convicts  elsewhere,  the  central  prison  will  remain 
a  necessity  for  so  many  reasons  that  I  need  not  enumerate  them,  and  it  is  not 
possible  to  provide  another  so  cheap  and  well  located;  and  until  assurance  ia 
made  doubly  sure  it  is  needed  no  longer,  will  be  ample  time  to  consider  the  offer 
of  $45,000. 

The  situation  is  but  this:  A  occupies  a  $45,000  house,  is  engaged  in  a  work 
that  provides  a  support,  but  the  family  has  outgrown  the  house.  B  suggests  he 
build  a  new  house  at  a  cost  of  a  half  million  dollars.  A  replies  that  he  has 
cause  to  fear  a  continuance  of  the  prosperity,  and  when  the  house  is  completed 
he  might  be  forced  to  leave  it,  and  the  bill  of  sale  might  show  that  only  the 
land,  and  not  the  house,  was  wanted,  and  the  investment  would  be  lost.  C  sug- 
gests that  A  has  but  a  single  want  and  threatened  with  a  single  danger;  that  he 
can  cheaply  and  safely  provide  for  the  want  (the  overplus)  where  a  support  is 
assured,  and  can  meet  the  danger  when  it  comes  without  loss  by  keeping  the  rest 
of  the  family  in  the  old  house  at  work  until  compelled  to  leave  it,  and  the  half 
million  will  be  in  his  pocket  to  meet  whatever  contingencies  may  arise.  I  can 
see  no  reason  why  the  State  should  sell  the  prison,  nor  can  I  see  this  to  be  a 
propitious  time  to  build  a  new  prison.  But  there  are  some  necessities  altogether 
indispensable — a  cook-house,  laundry,  and  bath-house. 

I  would  recommend  you  empower  the  Governor  and  Board  of  Directors  to  invest 
such  sums  of  money  as  you  may  deem  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  land  and 
deplete  the  congestion  down  to  and  not  exceeding  900  left  within  the  prison  walls, 
then,  once  and  for  all,  the  State  would  be  free  from  the  suggestion  of  cruely  to 
her  prisoners  by  overcrowding. 

Eighty-five  thousand  dollars  will  buy  4,000  acres  of  good  land — $50,000  for  the 
land,  and  the  residue  ample  to  provide  barracks,  ttock,  implements,  and  all  else 
necessary  to  plant  your  colony  of  500;  and  if  you  can  run  your  shops  three  or 
four  years  longer  (the  sooner  closed  the  more  imperative  this  action),  crediting 
the  full  net  earnings  without  deductions,  you  can  cover  back  into  your  treasury 
the  amount  taken  from  it,  and  relieve  the  congestion  not  only  with  a  smaller 
expenditure,  but  most  certainly  in  the  only  way  that  gives  a  guarantee  against 
great  loss.  The  States  needing  prison  room  are  looking  to  the  farm,  and  those 
best  supplied  are  apprehensive  of  the  necessity  for  the  purchase  of  land. 

On  page  12,  report  (1900)  of  the  Maryland  prison,  as  follows:  "I  have  viewed 
the  measure  before  Congress  known  as  the  'Cochrane  Bill'  with  some  degree 
of  anxiety.  If  the  bill  that  prohibits  the  sale  of  prison-made  goods,  except  in  the 
States  in  which  they  are  manufactured,  is  enacted  into  law,  then  this  institu- 
tion, which  for  many  years  has  not  only  been  self-supporting,  but  has  paid  a  hand- 
some surplus  into  the  State  treasury,  will  become  a  burden  to  the  taxpayer." 

The  following  from  the  Western  penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania :  "Owing  to  limi- 
tations in  the  number  of  prisoners  who  may  be  employed  on  industries  established 
here,  many  of  the  prisoners  have  been  idle  much  of  the  time,  although  every  effort 
was  made  to  devise  and  provide  labor,  chiefly  of  an  unimportant  and  nominal 
character,  for  any  who  were  seen  to  be  unsuited  to  cellular  confinement.  When 
the  conditions  of  labor  permitted,  a  system  of  overwork  was  in  force  from  which 
many  dependent  upon  those  then  imprisoned  here  received  much  help.  It  has 
ever  been  a  matter  of  regret  that  this  benefit  and  help  has  been  entirely  cut  off 
by  the  changes  in  manner  and  extent  of  productive  labor. 

"We  have  not  deemed  it  prudent  to  introduce  additional  branches  of  labor, 
because  several  important  experiments  of  a  costly  and  wide-reaching  character 
are  under  test  elsewhere,  and  notably  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

"It  was  supposed  when  prison  labor  there  was  restricted  to  the  making  of 
articles  for  public  institutions,  this  vexed  question  was  settled.  It  seems  that 
exceptions  have  been  made  upon  so  many  articles  that  it  is  now  stated  if  more 
concessions  are  made,  it  will  be  an  entering  wedge  for  abolishing  the  little  remain- 
ing employment  that  the  prisons  are  allowed  to  have,  and  may  result  in  abolish- 
ing restriction  upon  prison  labor  altogether.  Under  these  somewhat  unexpected 
conditions  it  would  seem  wisest  to  go  slowly  in  any  similar  costly  experiment." 

The  States  feeling  safe  from  adverse  State  legislation  are  apprehensive  of 
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Federal  legislation,  and  some  of  them  have  all  deficit  paid  by  the  State  exeept  a 
per  diem  of  twenty-five  cents  a  day,  which  is  a  direct  charge  upon  the  counties 
committing  the  prisoners. 

Some  entertain  the  belief  that  the  prisons  are  money-making  institutions. 
That  belief  is  erroneous.  The  following  from  the  Minnesota  State  prison:  "The 
earnings  for  the  last  two  years  (biennial  report)  have  been  $212,201.63;  the 
total  expenses,  $207,271.36;  net  gain,  $5,020.27.  We  point  with  pride  to  this 
statement,  believing  that  it  is  more  favorable  than  that  of  any  other  penal  insti- 
tution in  the  United  States." 

I  have  endeavored  to  show  by  facts  (I  consider  incontrovertible)  the  situation 
at  the  prison  as  I  see  it  after  the  most  rigid  investigation,  and  it  is  done  with  the 
hope  of  correcting,  at  least  in  some  measure,  the  wrong  to  the  State  through  ill- 
founded  reports  so  widely  disseminated.  These  reports  have  enlisted  the  sym- 
pathy and  co-operation  of  some  of  the  best  people  because  misled,  and  they  have 
aided  in  their  dissemination  through  various  religious  societies  by  petition  asking 
the  correction  of  evils  that  have  but  an  imaginative  existence ;  or,  if  existence  at 
all,  it  is  of  that  sentimentality  which  would  build  palaces  to  the  perpetrators  of 
the  nameless  crime,  while  turning  the  deaf  ear  to  a  cause  they  profess  to  revere 
and  love. 

No  plea,  excuse  or  extenuation  is  permissible  in  behalf  of  the  overcrowded 
prison  beyond  that  are  other  needs  and  other  institutions  more  worthy  of  con- 
sideration. 

What  has  been  presented  as  to  the  probable  better  course  to  pursue  is  but  the 
consensus  of  opinion  of  the  States  confronted  with  prison  problems  just  as  we  are, 
and  as  shown  in  their  prison  reports.  The  prisons  are  filled  to  overflowing,  and 
the  prison  authorities,  we  may  say  everywhere,  are  demanding  more  room,  in- 
creased and  more  modern  facilities.  And  in  the  States  where  population,  wealth, 
mining,  and  manufacture  have  most  increased  we  find  the  labor  organizations 
strongest,  and  the  prison  shops  are  not  only  closed  (by  State  legislation)  to  con- 
tract work,  but  are  refused  permission  to  use  power  in  manufacture. 

The  States  still  free  to  act,  knowing  the  effect  of  the  "Cochrane  Bill"  upon 
prison  work,  have  hesitated  to  make  appropriations  for  additional  buildings,  and 
to  this  is  somewhat  due  the  overcrowded  prisons,  and  the  general  belief  prevails 
that  the  land  offers  the  only  solution  to  the  prison  problem. 

This  is  a  commercial  age,  and  Virginia  has  for  long  followed  in  mining  and 
manufacture  where  she  should  have  led.  The  first  settled  of  the  colonies,  but 
others  later  in  point  of  settlement  and  with  advantages  not  comparable,  sur- 
passed us  because  we,  with  our  blacks,  imported  barbarism,  and  they,  with  their 
whites,  imported  the  arts  and  manufacture.  But  a  change  has  come,  and  a 
greater  will  follow,  and  truly,  we  in  Virginia  to-day  are  standing  more  in  aston- 
ishment than  in  realization  of  what  has  been  already  accomplished,  and  our  eyes 
seemed  closed  to  the  apparent  fact  that  five  or  ten  years  among  our  mines  and 
manufactures  will  exceed  our  agricultural  products  of  to-day. 

Slave  labor  and  free  labor  were  never  more  irreconcilable  than  organized  labor 
and  competitive  convict  labor  are  now.  Between  the  two  is  "the  irrepressible 
conflict  of  to-day,"  for  the  one  is  a  representative  of  betterment  and  development 
and  the  other  is  an  anchor  to  retard  human  progress. 

When  agriculture  was  Virginia's  only  source  of  wealth,  the  planter  dominated 
the  State.  He  dominates  no  longer,  for  the  scepter  has  passed  to  the  more  densely- 
populated  eenters,  and  these  centers  will  continue  to  grow,  because  there  only  is 
manufacture  and  commerce  possible;  and  it  is  but  a  question  of  very  short  time, 
if  not  now,  when  the  cities  will  dominate  the  State,  control  its  politics,  and  shape 
its  policies. 

Then  the  labor  organization  becomes  a  factor  to  be  reckoned  with  in  every 
political  contest — a  factor  whose  future  strength  will  be  the  exact  measurement 
of  our  development  in  mining,  manufacture,  and  commerce. 

In  the  meantime  it  would  seem  to  be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  continue  the 
shops  until  compelled  to  close  them,  for  surely  it  cannot  be  contended  that  it  is 
to  her  interest  to  run  away  from  work  that  pays,  or  build  anew  upon  a  founda- 
tion where  others  recently  erecting  have  given  the  warning  cry  of  approaching 
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danger;  and,  above  all  else  the  most  important,  when  driven  bag  and  baggage  to 
the  farm,  where  the  best  we  may  hope  is  a  bare  support,  to  know  before  we  go 
that  a  half-million-dollar  house  is  not  left  behind  us.

But  however  conclusive  the  constitutional  objection  just  suggested, 
I  beg  to  urge  other  reasons  in  support  of  ray  action  in  withholding  my 
assent  to  this  act.  This  resolution  segregates  from  the  treasury  $300,- 
000,  to  be  expended  in  pensions  as  may  hereafter  be  devised.  In 
other  words,  this  sum  is  set  aside  to  remain  inviolably  useless  and  idle 
unless  appropriated  by  subsequent  law.  If  it  be  the  purpose  of  the 
present  General  Assembly  to  make  such  an  appropriation,  the  resolu- 
tion is  thereby  at  once  comprehended  and  superseded,  and  is  therefore 
wholly  unnecessary.  If,  however,  public  exigencies  or  inability  to 
agree  upon  the  method  of  appropriation  should  carry  this  question  to 
another  session,  it  would  be  difficult  to  give  a  reason  for  impounding 
so  large  a  sum.  Therefore,  if  it  be  the  purpose  to.  make  an  appro- 
priation there  is  no  possible  need  of  this  resolution,  but  if  there  be  no 
such  purpose,  then  great  harm  can  come  to  the  State,  and  in  either 
event  no  possible  good  can  be  subserved  by  the  resolution. 

The  reason  assigned  in  the  resolution  for  its  adoption  is  that  other- 
wise the  appropriation  therein  contemplated  will  be  imperiled.  It  is 
submitted  that  this  reason  is  unfounded,  for  it  is  manifest  that  no  such 
peril  can  accrue  save  by  the  action  of  the  General  Assembly  itself, 
and  this  body  is  now  as  free  to  deal  wTith  the  matter  of  pensions  di- 
rectly by  an  appropriation  as  indirectly  by  a  futile  resolution. 

The  justice  and  expediency  of  pensions  is  not  involved.  All  are 
agreed  that  the  State  should  do  her  utmost  to  aid  her  needy  and  de- 
serving veterans,  but  all  must  concede  that  the  needy  and  deserving 
alone  should  be  the  recipients  of  the  money  appropriated.  The  pres- 
ent law  is  far  from  satisfactory,  resulting  in  irregularities  and  injus- 
tice, which  should  not  be  possible  under  any  future  pension  legisla- 
tion. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  unable  to  concur  in  this  irregular  procedure, 
carrying  with  it  no  compensatory  advantages  whatever,  and  I  am 
therefore  compelled  to  enter  my  disapproval  of  a  resolution  which,  so 
far  as  I  am  advised,  is  without  precedent.

policing  of  the  waters  of  the  said  eastern  or  ocean  side  of  Accomac 
and  Northampton  counties  so  as  to  require  a  license  tax  from  such  ■ 
persons,  approved  March  4,  1898,  No.  132.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  Provide  for  a  Legislative  Commission  for  the  Purpose  of  Aiding  in  Putting  the 
New  Constitution  into  Operation  as  Soon  as  Practicable  and  at  the  Least 
Possible  Cost  to  the  State. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  delegates  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  in  convention  assem- 
bled, that — 

1.  The  General  Assembly  now  in  session  is  requested  to  create  a  commission, 
to  be  known  as  the  Legislative  Commission,  to  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  re- 
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vising  the  existing  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  reporting  and  recommending 
to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session,  whenever  held,  such  amendments  of 
existing  statutes  and  such  new  legislation  of  a  general  nature  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  conform  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
stitution, now  being  framed  by  this  convention,  and  to  put  such  Constitution  into- 
efficient  operation  when  the  same  shall  have  been  completed  and  adopted. 

2.  Said  commission  shall  be  charged  with  such  duties,  clothed  with  such  pow- 
ers, and  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  General  Assembly  may 
deem  necessary,  proper,  and  reasonable  in  order  to  effectuate  the  objects  of  this 
ordinance,  and  as  may  be  prescribed  by  joint  resolution  adopted  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  this  purpose. 

3.  So  soon  as  this  ordinance  shall  have  been  adopted,  the  president  of  the  con- 
vention will  cause  copies  of  the  same,  authenticated  by  his  signature  and  attested 
by  the  secretary,  to  be  communicated  to  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
with  the  request  that  such  action  may  be  taken  upon  their  part  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  objects  of  this  ordinance. 

4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

The  President  appointed  Alessrs.  Skars,  Luptox,  and  Lyle  as 
the  committee  of  conference  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  Richmond,  Virginia: 

Sib, — I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  that  portion  of  section  355  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  which  provides  that  "no  money  shall 
be  expended  upon  any  site  or  land  purchased  by  the  United  States,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  thereon  any     *     *     *     *     public  building  of  any  kind  whatever, 
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*    *    *    *    until  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  land  or 
site  may  be  to  such  purchase  has  been  given." 

This  department  is  not  aware  that  any  general  act  of  cession  of  jurisdiction 
has  been  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  but  special  acts  have 
been  from  time  to  time  enacted  ceding  jurisdiction  over  sites  acquired,  or  to  be 
acquired,  in  particular  cities  of  the  State. 

A  number  of  bills  have  been  introduced  during  the  present  session  of  Congress 
to  provide  public  buildings  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  but  it  is  not  possible  at  this 
time  to  say  which  of  the  bills  may  be  enacted  into  law.  Should  any  of  such  bills, 
however,  be  enacted,  this  department,  under  the  prohibition  contained  in  the 
statute  above  referred  to,  would  be  prevented  from  erecting  any  buildings  until 
the  State  had  ceded  jurisdiction  over  the  land  required,  and  as  this  department  is 
advised  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Virginia  is  now  in  session,  and  upon 
its  adjournment  will  not  probably  reconvene  for  two  years,  1  have  the  honor  to 
request — if  the  matter  meets  with  your  approval — that  you  will  recommend  to 
the  Legislature  the  enactment  of  a  general  act  of  cession  of  jurisdiction  which 
will  enable  the  department  to  acquire  any  lands  in  said  State  required  for  sites 
for  public  buildings,  etc. 

I  enclose  for  your  information  a  draft  of  an  act  of  cession  containing  all  the 
provisions  usually  found  in  such  acts.  An  act  containing  such  provisions  would 
probably  be  sufficient,  and,  in  case  of  the  enactment  of  any  of  the  bills  above  re- 
ferred to,  would  enable  this  department  to  proceed  to  acquire  land  and  construct 
the  building  contemplated  without  unnecessary  delay.     Respectfully,

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  has  already  passed  an 
act  granting  the  State's  consent  to  the  acquisition  of  lands  in  Virginia 
by  the  Federal  Government  for  incorporation  in  such  a  forest  reserve, 
believing  the  reserve  to  be  one  of  great  importance  to  the  people  of  this 
State ;  and, 

Whereas,  a  bill  is  now  before  the  Federal  Congress  providing  for 
the  purchase  of  lands  for  this  purpose: 

Resolved,  That  the  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress  from 
this  State  are  hereby  requested  to  urge  upon  Corfgress  the  importance 
of  prompt  and  favorable  action  in  behalf  of  this  measure,  and  that 
copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  senators  and  representatives  of 
Virginia,

And  any  one  desiring  to  vote  for  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter  will 
do  so  by  erasing  the  words  "Against  adoption  of  new  charter."    And 
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any  one  desiring  to  vote  against  the  adoption  of  the  new  charter  will 
do  so  by  erasing  the  words,  "For  adoption  of  new  charter."

73.  The  manner  of  receiving  and  canvassing  the  ballots  and  making 
return  and  abstract  thereof  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  general  election  law,  except  the  certificate  of  the  judges 
and  clerks  shall  be  in  the  following  form :

hereby  directed  to  turn  over  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth, 
upon  his  request,  all  the  half-tones  used  in  the  present  editions  for  use 
in  future  editions.  Such  reprints  shall  be  in  long  primer  type,  shall 
be  in  blue  covers,  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  more  than  seventy-five  (75) 
cents  for  the  cloth  binding  or  fifty  (50)  cents  for  the  paper  covers.

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk,  was 
read  as  follows : 

In  Hovse  of  Delegates,  March  24,  1902. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act 
for  the  relief  of  J.  M.  Speece,  clerk  of  Circuit  Court  of  Bedford 
county,  No.  161 ;  and  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Old  Dominion  Tele- 
graph Company,  No.  347. 

They  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to 
House  bills  entitled  an  act  to  amend  section  753  of  the  Code  of  Vir- 
ginia, as  amended,  in  relation  to  State  depositories,  No.  348 ;  an  act 
compensating  school  trustees  other  than  clerks,  No.  391 ;  an  act  to 
amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  require  the  payment  of 
fees  to  certain  charters,  approved  February  10,  1890,  as  amended  and 
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re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  February  28,  1890,  and  further 
amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  January  22,  1894,  and 
further  amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  March  3,  1896, 
and  as  further  amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  March  1, 
1898,  as  further  amended  and  re-enacted  by  an  act  approved  March 
6,  1900,  No.  378 ;  an  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  certain  ciders  in  the 
county  of  Louisa,  No.  447 ;  an  act  to  allow  H.  C.  Wheatley,  deputy 
treasurer  of  Culpeper  county,  further  time  in  which  to  collect  certain 
tax  bilk,  No.  448.

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  his  secretary,  as 
follows : 

To  fhe  Senate: 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  211, 
entitled  "an  act  to  require  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Virginia  to  reg- 
ister as  pharmacist  Fred.  S.  Hoback,  of  Floyd  county." 

The  general  law  establishing  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  mani- 
festly enacted  to  promote  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  the  druggists  of 
the  State,  thereby  protecting  the  health  and  lives  of  the  people  against 
inexperienced,  unsafe,  and  unscientific  druggists.  The  law  is,  there- 
fore, unquestionably  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  people,  and  it  is  sub- 
mitted that  no  particular  repeal  should  be  made  save  for  extraordi- 
nary reasons,  which  should  plainly  appear  in  the  bill  itself. 

Moreover,  these  repeals  of  the  statute  in  favor  of  individuals  is  un- 
just to  those  druggists  who,  at  the  command  of  the  State  and  at  a 
great  cost  and  study,  have  perfected  themselves  in  this  difficult  and 
dangerous  calling.  It  is  hardly  compatible  with  justice  that  this  lat- 
ter class,  with  bona  fide  certificates  awarded  through  examination  in 
the  interest  of  health  and  life,  should  be  compelled  to  compete  with 
those  who  hold  such  certificates  without  examination  and  under  the 
mere  fiat  of  statute. 

It  should  further  be  observed  that  the  said  Hoback,  according  to  the 
statement  of  the  bill,  has  had  full  opportunity  to  register  without  the 
required  examination,  and  that  whatever  hardship  may  accrue  to  him 
is  the  result  of  his  failure  to  avail  himself  of  the  law. 

For  these  reasons  I  must  enter  my  disapproval  of  the  bill  in  ques- 
tion.

pany to  sell  or  lease  its  railroad  and  franchises  to,  and  to  consolidate 
end  merge  its  stock,  railroad  property,  and  franchises  with,  any 
other  railroad  company  operating,  or  authorized  to  operate,  a  con* 
necting  line  of  railroad,  and  to  lease  from  any  such  railroad  company 
its  property,  rights,  and  franchises,  approved  March  7,  1900,  No. 
311 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  2137  of  chapter  97  of  the 
Code  of  Virginia,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  5,  1894,  en- 
titled an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sections  2131,  2135,  2137,  2148, 
and  the  independent  sections  3,  5,  8,  and  10,  and  to  repeal  section  9  of 
an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sections  2131,  2133, 
2134,  2135,  2137,  2148,  2151,  2153,  and  to  repeal  sections  2141,

an  act  to  ratify  the  contract  between  the  joint  Library  Committee  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  dated  February  21,  1900,  and  the 
Michie  Company,  and  to  provide  for  similar  contracts  with  other  per- 
sons, No.  392 ;  an  act  to  authorize  the  Military  Board  of  Virginia  to 
examine,  scrutinize,  compromise,  and  settle  a  judgment  obtained 
against  R.  S.  Weaver,  W.  Marbury  McCafferty,  W.  H.  Cheatham, 
L.  Van  R.  Smith,  W.  H.  Wilson,  Jr.,  and  W.  R.  Butcher  in  favor  of 
Oehm  &  Co.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  for  uniforms  and  equipments 
furnished  Division  B,  Virginia  Naval  Reserves,  and  for  that  purpose 
to  pay  such  sum,  if  any,  out  of  the  military  fund  as  in  the  opinion  of 
said  board  ought  to  be  paid  to  said  Oehm  &  Co.  on  account  of  said 
judgment,  No.  201. 

They  have  dismissed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act  to  allow  the  town 
of  Front  Royal  to  supply  said  town  and  its  inhabitants  and  the  in- 
habitants in  the  vicinity  of  said  town  with  water,  and  to  issue  bonds  of 
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said  town  to  effect  said  purpose,  No.  439 ;  and  an  act  to  allow  Samuel 
Carson  to  erect,  build,  maintain,  and  operate  a  boom  across  Shenan- 
doah river,  No.  440. 

They  have  agreed  to  the  report  of  the  committee  of  conference  on 
the  disagreeing  votes  of  the  two  houses  on  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act 
to  amend  and  re-enact  section  1089  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  power  of  a  railroad  company  to  change  the  location  of  its 
railroad  and  to  straighten  and  improve  its  line  of  railroad — No.  97. 

They  have  dismissed  Senate  joint  resolution  authorizing  the  re- 
printing, under  certain  named  conditions,  of  the  report  of  the  Vir- 
ginia  Board  of  Visitors  to  Mount  Vernon  for  the  year  1901. 

They  have  agreed  to  Senate  joint  resolution  for  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  gather  information  bearing  upon  the  establishment  of 
an  additional  normal  school  and  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

They  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to 
House  bills  entitled  an  act  to  cede  to  the  United  States  Government 
certain  lands  in  the  county  of  Prince  William,  No.  537 ;  an  act  allow- 
ing Thomas  C.  Miller,  treasurer  of  Wy theville,  Virginia,  further  time 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  years  1896,  1897,  1898,  1899,  and 
1900,  No.  515;  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Analostan  Transit  and 
Power  Company,  No.  481 ;  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Potomac  West- 
ern Railroad  Company,  No.  454 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act 
entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  making,  building,  and  keeping  in  repair 
the  public  roads  and  bridges  in  Grayson  county,  approved  March  6, 
1900,  No.  233 ;.  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Charlotte,  Farmville  and 
James  River  Valley  Railway  Company,  No.  455 ;  an  act  to  amend 
and  re-enact  section  5  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  amending  and  re-enact- 
ing sections  2,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  and  10  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  protect 
and  advance  agriculture  by  regulating  the  sale  and  purity  of  commer- 
cial fertilizers,  and  the  guarantee  and  condition  upon  which  they  are 
to  be  sold,  and  fixing  the  penalties  incurred  for  violation  of  the  same, 
approved  February  24,  1890,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March 
8, 1894,  as  amended  by  an  act  approved  March  5,  1896,  as  amended 
by  an  act  approved  December  22,  1897,  approved  December  28,  1899, 
No.  503 ;  an  act  to  re-enact  section  2042  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in 
relation  to  damages  for  trespass  by  animals,  forfeitures,  etc.,  as 
amended  and  re-enacted  by  acts  approved  March  1,  1888,  March  3, 
1896,  and  February  24,  1898,  No.  375 ;  an  act  to  prescribe  a  penalty 
for  persons  who,  under  the  provisions  of  sections  3932  and  3934  of 
the  Code  of  Virginia,  are  ordered  to  work  in  chain-gangs  in  Botetourt 
county,  and  escape,  or  attempt  to  escape,  from  the  person  in  whose 
custody  they  lawfully  are,  No.  514 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sec- 
tion 3062  of  the  Code,  as  amended  and  re-enacted  by  chapter  333  of 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1897-,98,  page  371,  and  section 
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3065  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  requiring  the  Governor,  under  certain 
circumstances,  to  designate  a  judge  to  hold  regular  or  special  terms 
of  the  courts,  No.  285.    . 

The  President  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  in  reference  to  charters  lodged  in  his 
office. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyle,  it  was  ordered  printed  as  Senate  Docu- 
ment No.  1. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  his  secretary,  as 
follows: 

Richmond,  Va.,  March  28,  1902. 
To  the  Senate : 

I  am  constrained  to  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  Na  807, 
entitled  "a  bill  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Berkley  Street  Railway  Company,  approved  February  3, 
1888." 

The  principal  objection  to  the  bill  consists  in  the  power  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  and  operate  a  street  railway,  by  steam  or  other 
power,  in,  upon,  and  along  the  public  highways  of  the  county  of  Nor- 
folk. This  county  is  very  populous  and  has  a  system  of  public  roads 
constructed  at  large  cost  and  much  used. 

To  allow,  therefore,  the  occupation  of  theee  roads  without  compen- 
sation to  the  county,  and  without  consent  of  the  people,  not  only  cur- 
tails their  commercial,  industrial,  and  social  privileges,  but  is  in  plain 
violation  of  their  rights.  It  is  true  that  the  permission  to  so  occupy 
the  public  highways  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors. However,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  approval  of  this  body 
alone  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  such  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  the 
people.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  no  county  can  authorize  the 
voting  of  money  to  any  work  of  internal  improvement  without  the 
sanction  by  the  vote  of  the  people  themselves ;  and  surely  this  board 
should  have  no  power  to  grant,  without  the  authority  of  the  people 
properly  obtained,  large  concessions  to  transportation  companies  in 
the  form  of  righto  of  way,  the  granting  of  which  is  not  only  without 
consideration  to  the  people,  but  a  serious  impairment  of  their  rights, 
privileges,  and  business. 

Moreover,  in  the  event  that  the  board  of  supervisors  does  not  give 
consent  for  the  occupation  of  said  roads,  such  occupation  may  be  al- 
lowed by  "a  majority  of  the  owners  of  the  real  estate  through  and 
along  which  said  railroad  shall  run." 

The  method  of  ascertaining  this  majority  is  not  prescribed,  and  to 
vest  a  majority  of  adjacent  land  owners  with  power  to  destroy  a  pub- 
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lie  road,  regardless  of  the  wishes  of  the  residue  of  the  citizens  of  the 
county,  who  are  equally  interested  in  the  preservation  and  use  of  such 
road,  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  very  dangerous  innovation.

Mr.  Andeeson  moved  to  concur  in  House  amendment,  which  was 
agreed  to. 

No.  458,  House  bill  for  the  relief  of  J.  T.  Milk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sears,  the  Committee  on  Fish  and  Game  was 
discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  then  taken  up,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed  with  its 
title. 

No.  562,  House  bill  to  protect  diamond-back  terrapins,  was  taken 
up,  read  the  third  time,  and  passed  with  its  title. 

Mr.  Claytor  presented  the  following  report  from  the  committee  to 
examine  the  clerk's  office: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  Senate  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  performed  that  duty ;  they  find  the  office  in  good  order, 
with  a  complete  file  of  the  Journal  and  other  documents,  which  are  carefully  pre- 
served and  protected.  The  Cleric,  to  whose  courtesy  we  are  indebted  for  valuable 
assistance  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty,  is,  in  our  opinion,  a  most  competent  and 
faithful  officer,  and  we  beg  leave  to  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  his  ability  and 
fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.

Journal  of  Saturday  read  by  the  Clerk. 

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk,  was 
read  as  follows : 

In  House  of  Delegates,  March  29,  1902. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  Senate  bills  entitled  an  act  to 
amend  and  re-enact  section  3427  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  No.  334; 
an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  and 
empower  chancery  courts  to  confirm  sales  of  land  when  purchase  price 
is  not  sufficient  to  pay  off  the  liens  of  taxes,  levies,  and  assessments  re- 
turned delinquent,  and  apportion  the  proceeds  between  States  coun- 
ties, and  corporations,  and  to  make  valid  and  confirm  any  sales  here- 
tofore made,  approved  February  15,  1900,  No.  384 ;  an  act  to  author- 
ize the  city  of  Bristol,  Virginia,  to  make  an  additional  issue  of  bonds 
for  water  works,  No.  376 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  an  act  ap- 
proved February  15,  1892,  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  sec- 
tion 50  of  chapter  7  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  relation  to  apportion- 
ment of  representation  in  Congress,  No.  416;  an  act  to  incorporate 
the  Virginia  Hunting  Club,  No.  442 ;  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact 
section  10  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Southwest  Vir- 
ginia Trust  Company,  approved  February  13,  1901,  increasing  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company,  No.  443 ;  an  act  to  repeal  an  act  en- 
titled an  act  to  prevent  fire  insurance  companies,  associations,  or  part- 
nerships! doing  business  in  this  State,  or  the  agents  of  said  companies,

They  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate  to 
House  bills  entitled  an  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  149  of  the 
Code  of  1887,  relating  to  the  compensation  of  judges  and  clerks  of 
election,  No.  304 ;  an  act  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town 
of  Warrenton,  in  the  county  of  Fauquier,  Virginia,  at  a  special  elec- 
tion to  be  held  therefor,  the  question  of  the  establishment  of  a  dispen- 
sary for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  therein,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  vote  for  said  dispensary,  then 
further  to  provide  for  the  establishment  and  the  conduct  of  the  same, 
and  to  prohibit  thereafter  within  said  town,  or  within  one  mile  of  its 
corporate  limits,  the  sale,  barter,  or  exchange  of  intoxicating  liquors 
by  all  persons,  firms,  or  corporations,  except  as  provided  therein,  No 
586.

I  The  House  of  Delegates  have  passed  House  bill  entitled  an  act  au- 
thorizing and  directing  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  register  Horace  T. 
Morrison  as  a  pharmacist  for  the  town  of  Hamilton,  in  the  county  of 
Loudoun,  and  authorizing  him  to  act  as  pharmacist  in  said  town,  No. 
573. 
In  which  they  request  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  his  secretary,  as 

follows : 

To  {he  Senate : 

I  beg  to  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  366,  entitled  "an 
act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Protective  In- 
surance Company  of  Virginia,  approved  March  6,  1900,  by  adding 
an  independent  section." 

The  title  of  the  act  upon  its  face  gives  no  conception  of  the  far- 
reaching  powers  conferred  in  the  independent  section.  This  section 
gTeatly  changes  the  insurance  laws  of  the  State,  and  would  give  this 
particular  company  powers  to  monopolize  the  insurance  rates  and 
charges  of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  appears  that  this  bill  was  never  formally  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee and  was  never  printed,  consequently  its  provisions  could  have 
been  known  to  but  few  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  momentous  changes  made  in  our  insu- 
rance laws  by  the  section  referred  to,  the  merit  of  which  is  not  now 
under  consideration,  and  the  manifest  inadvertent  passage  of  the 
measure,  I  am  constrained  to  enter  my  disapproval  of  the  bill.

Substitute  to  Hou9e  bill  No.  299,  to  amend  and  re-enact  section 
3724  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  in  relation  to  poisoning,  killing,  maim- 
ing, or  disfiguring  horses,  cattle,  or  other  beasts,  and  fixing  penalties 
therefor. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  That  sec- 
tion 3724  of  the  Code  of  Virginia  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Section  3724.  Poisoning,  killing,  maiming,  or  disfiguring  horses, 
cattle,  or  other  beasts ;  how  punished. — If  any  person  maliciously  ad- 
minister poison  to  or  expose  it  with  intent  that  it  should  be  taken  by 
any  horse,  cattle,  or  other  beast  of  any  person ;  or  if  he  poison  or  kill 
his  own  horse,  cattle,  or  other  beast  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  any 
insurer  thereof;  or  if  any  person  maliciously  shoot,  stab,  cut,  or 
wound  any  horse,  mule,  or  cattle  of  any  person  with  intent  to  kill  or 
destroy  the  same,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  ten  years,  or,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury,  be 
confined  in  jail  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  months  and 
fined  not  exceeding  $500.  And  if  any  person  unlawfully  shoot,  stab, 
cut,  or  wound  any  horse,  mule,  or  cattle  of  any  person  with  intent  to 
maim  or  disfigure  the  same,  but  not  with  intent  to  kill,  he  shall  be 
confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three 
years,  or,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury,  be  confined  in  jail  not  exceed- 
ing twelve  months  and  fined  not  exceeding  $100. 

2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Conferreee  adopt  above  as  a  substitute  to  House  bill  No.  299.

A  communication  from  the  House  of  Delegates,  by  their  Clerk, 
was  read  as  follows : 

In  House  of  Delegates,  April  1,  1902. 

The  House  of  Delegates  have  dismissed  Senate  bill  entitled  an  act 
to  incorporate  the  Novelty  Manufacturing  Company — No.  423. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  by  his  secretary,  as 
follows  i 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  VIRGINIA, 
Governor's  Office, 
Richmond,  Va.,  April  2,  1902. 
To  {he  Senate: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  416,  entitled  "an  act  to 
amend  and  re-enact  an  act  approved  February  15,  1892,  entitled  an 
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act  to  amend  and  re-enact  section  50  of  chapter  7  of  the  Code  of  Vir- 
ginia, in  relation  to  apportionment  of  representation  in  Congress." 

By  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  January  16,  1901,  it  is  provided 
thal^- 

"If  there  be  no  increase  in  the  number  of  representatives  from  a 
State,  the  representatives  thereof  shall  be  elected  from  the  districts 
now  prescribed  by  law  until  such  State  be  redistricted,  as  herein  pre- 
scribed, by  the  legislature  of  said  State";  and  the  prescription  re- 
ferred to  is  that  the  districts  shall  be  "composed  of  contiguous,  com- 
pact territory,  and  containing,  as  nearly  as  practicable^  an  equal  num- 
ber of  inhabitants." 

Article  5  of  the  Virginia  Constitution  prescribes  that — 

"Section  12.  The  whole  number  of  members  to  which  the  State 
may  at  any  time  be  entitled  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  apportioned,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  amongst  the 
several  counties,  cities,  and  towns  of  the  State,  according  to  their 
population. 

"Section  13.  In  the  apportionment  the  State  shall  be  divided  into 
districts,  corresponding  in  number  with  the  representatives  to  which 
it  may  be  entitled  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  which  shall  be  formed,  respectively,  of  contiguous 
counties,  cities,  and  towns,  be  compact,  and  include,  as  nearly  as  may 
be,  an  equal  number  of  population." 

Thus  it  is  manifest  that  the  object  of  any  apportionment  is  the 
equalization  of  population  and  the  compactness  of  area  of  the  several 
districts,  and  unless  these  fundamental  requirements  be  met  the  ap- 
portionment is  without  lawful  sanction.  In  my  judgment  the  bill 
under  consideration  fails  to  meet  either  of  these  requirements. 

A  brief  comparison  of  the  existing  apportionment  and  that  contem- 
plated by  this  bill  plainly  demonstrates  that  the  former  more  nearly 
complies  with  the  requirements  than  the  latter.  If  the  last  census  is  | 
taken  as  a  basis,  the  several  districts  should  each  contain,  in  round; 
numbers,  a  population  of  185,000.  As  at  present  laid  off  four  of  the: 
districts  closely  approach  that  standard,  and  only  two,  the  Second  | 
and  Ninth,  exhibit  a  marked  departure  therefrom.  But  under  the 
proposed  apportionment  none  of  the  districts  will  conform  to  the; 
standard.  Under  this  apportionment  the  185,000  limit  will  be  ex-! 
ceeded  in  the  First  district  by  12,000,  in  the  Second  district  by  8,000,  | 
in  the  Fourth  district  by  10,000,  in  the  Fifth  district  by  27,000,  and! 
in  the  Ninth  district  by  42,000,  while  the  Third  district  will  fall  be-i 
low  the  lhsit  by  19,000,  the  Sixth  district  by  15,000,  the  Seventh  dis-1 
trict  by  23,000,  the  Eighth  district  by  17,000,  and  the  Tenth  district 
by  26,000.  Unaccountable  changes  are  to  be  wrought  It  is  designed, 
for  instance,  that  the  Third,  Fifth,  Sixth,  and  Tenth  districts,  which 
are  now  within  the  requirements  respecting  population  and  location* 
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shall  be  radically  withdrawn  from  their  operation.  For  example,  the 
Tenth  district,  which  now  has  a  population  of  185,492,  will  be  re- 
duced 26,000,  while  the  contiguous  Ninth  district,  with  a  population 
of  227,361,  will  be  left  intact  Thus  the  difference  in  population  of 
two  districts  lying  together  is  to  be  nearly  68,000. 

The  bill  makes  no  effort  to  comply  with  the  requirement  that  dis- 
tricts "be  compact" — a  requirement  that  is  to  a  large  extent  observed 
under  the  present  apportionment.  In  this  particular  the  formation 
of  the  Tenth  district  affords  a  striking  illustration.  This  district  is 
to  commence  in  Charlotte  county,  some  fifteen  miles  from  the  North 
Carolina  line,  and  to  extend  thence  by  meanderings  to  the  West  Vir- 
ginia line,  touching  in  its  course  seven  of  the  ten  congressional  dis- 
tricts, only  the  First  and  Second  being  omitted.  The  delimitation  of 
this  district  violates  the  principle  of  compactness  at  every  point,  so 
much  so  that  it  is  to  be  feared  the  General  Assembly  did  not  give  the 
subject  that  careful  and  deliberate  consideration  which  it  deserves. 

It  is  true  that  the  inequality  in  population  now  obtaining  in  the 
Second  district  is  sought  to  be  corrected,  yet  it  will  hardly  be  con- 
tended that  this  should  be  accomplished  by  a  sweeping  disregard  of 
law  and  a  sacrifice  of  the  general  good. 

Virginia  is  not  entitled  to  an  increase  in  representation  in  Con- 
gress, and  therefore  under  the  Federal  statute  the  failure  to  make  an 
apportionment  will  in  nowise  disturb  her  representation,  the  present 
status,  in  terms,  continuing  until  changed  by  statute.  No  great  hard- 
ship can  therefore  accrue  to  the  State  by  the  failure  to  enact  an  ap- 
portionment law  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  At  any 
time  within  the  remainder  of  the  decade  that  body  is  authorized  to 
make  an  apportionment,  and  consequently  whatever  injury  may  now 
press  upon  any  district  can  easily  be  redressed  in  the  near  future. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  convinced  that  I  would  disobey  my  oath  of 
office  not  to  express  my  disapproval  of  a  measure  which,  in  my  opin- 
ion, is  in  violation  of  the  State  and  Federal  law  and  inimical  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.

Mr.  Cromwell  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of  Delegates 
thereof. 

Mr.  Glass  presented  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved  (the  House  of  Delegates  concurring),  That  a  committee 
of  three  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  and  three  on  the  part  of  the  House 
be  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  General  Assembly  is 
ready  to  adjourn  sine  die,  and  inquire  if  he  has  any  communication 
tc  make. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and  he  was  ordered  to  inform  the  House  of 
Delegates  thereof. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Cabd- 
well,  who  informed  the  Senate  that  that  House  had  agreed  to  Senate 
joint  resolution  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  General  Assembly 
was  ready  to  adjourn  sine  die. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Glass,  Bryant,  and  Sale  as  a 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to  wait  on  the  Governor,  who 
subsequently  reported  that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned 
them,  and  that  the  Governor  requested  them  to  state  to  the  General 
Assembly  that  he  had  no  further  communication  to  make.
